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from many circumjlances , accurate tranflations of fuch Letters, 
Memorials, and Treaties, by a gentleman unbialTed by party, 
faction, or intereft, and under their own immediate protection, 
mult be highly acceptable and advantageous to the India Go- 
vernment at home. Such a perfon would alfo be able to tranf- 
late into the Perlian language all fuch Treaties and Letters, as 
they might have occalion to fend or write to the native Powers 
of Hindoftan ; which might be tranfmitted to India under their 
proper Seal, and ccnfequently not be liable to an erroneous 
tranflation abroad. 

“I have been informed from good authority, that feveral 
gentlemen in the Direction, a very few years ago, were fuffi- 
ciently convinced of the utility of fuch an eftablilhment. The 
arrangement and expences of a regular Perlian Secretary’s Office 
at the India Houfe, by fome who are advocates for oeconomy, 
might be efteemed an objection : but this, I conceive, may be 
ealily obviated. For fuch a perfon as I have pointed out, might 
be induced, for a moderate falary to undertake the Office : he 
might refide in, or at any diftance from the Capital ; the ne- 
cefTarv papers might be tranfmitted to him by their proper Se- 
cretary for the time being, and might be returned by him to 
the fame Secretary, with their tranflations. 

“ The foregoing Obfervations contain all that occurs to me 
on the fubjeCl, and I fincerely wilh, that they may afford you 
fome little affiftance, in proving the high importance of Perlian 
literature ; and that you will be enabled to point out the pro- 
priety of promoting in this country the fludy of a language, fo 
necefiary to the fervants of the Company, fo advantageous to 
the Company themfelves; and, from the extent and wealth of 
their Territories and Commerce, not an unimportant objeCt to 
the Britiih Nation.

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order to promote the ftudy of the Perfian language ; and to 
enable fuch young men, as were intended for the India fervice, 
to acquire the rudiments of that .ufeful knowledge at home. 
The return of thefe gentlemen to India rendered their inten- 
tions abortive : but thofe intentions, neverthelefs, tend to prove 
the high idea they entertained of its importance and utility. 

“In a word, the neceffity of a knowledge of the Perfian, 
to gentlemen refiding in India, may, I think, be placed in a 
very clear point of view, by the following concife and fimple 
Query, or Comparifon. If an inhabitant of France, a Spaniard, 
a Swede, or a Dane, were to vi fit England with a view of im- 
proving his fortunes, would it not be neceflary for him to learn 
the language of this country, in order to render himfelf capable 
of filling any employment whatever, either Ci^il or Military? 

“The general fludy of the Perfian language would be pro- 
ductive of one other advantage to the Eaft India Company, well 
worthy their attention. From the fmallnefs of the number of 
thofe who have acquired, a practical knowledge of the Perfian 
language, and the ftill fmaller number who have returned to 
England poffeffed of that knowledge, I have been led to be- 
lieve, that a Department, which I fhould confider of much 
importance to the Company, has not hitherto been eftablifhed. 
If the fludy of the Perfian fhould meet with the encourage- 
ment it merits, and, in confequence thereof, the application 
to that ftudy fhould become general, many gentlemen might 
return from India well qualified for the purpofe, and with fuch 
moderate fortunes, as might not place them above the accept- 
ance of the office I am about to point out. It is well known, 
that the Court of Directors annually receive from their fettle- 
ments in India, Letters, Memorials, Treaties, and other im- 
portant papers, in the Perfian language, tranfmitted to them as 
vouchers by their officers abroad. It is true, that tranflations 
of fuch Papers are nfually fent with the originals. But it mud 
be well known to gentlemen converfant in India affairs, that 
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their junior fervants, that a knowledge of that language is ne- 
c diary to their promotion. If they were taught to know, that 
an acquaintance with the Perfian was the principal avenue, 
through which they were to expert to arrive at fuperior rank, 
and that that knowledge for the future would be fo far fubfti- 
tuted in the place of feniority, as to render feniority of no avail 
without it, it would then become the principal objedt of the 
junior clafles of their fervants j and the language of courfe 
would be generally ftudied. 

“ It may be added, that the above Icheme, though a partial, 
would be no bad fcale, by which to meafure the abilities of 
their younger fervants : for though a knowledge of that lan- 
guage in the perfons who poflelfed it, could not point out the 
extent of their abilities ; yet the want of that knowledge in 
thofe who could not acquire it, would certainly difcover thofe 
who had no abilities at all. For a man who, fo circumftanced, 
wanted talents, memory, or perfeverance to form a moderate 
acquaintance with any language whatever ; although he might 
make a tolerable fmith, or carpenter, or bricklayer, would cer- 
tainly turn out a very bad merchant, a very indifferent infpedtor 
of a province, or military officer. 

“ In my ideas of the utility and importance of a knowledge 
of the Perfian in the fervants of the Company, I am fupported 
by the opinions of feveral of the firft Chara&ers who have ap- 
peared in India; amongft whom, Mr. Hastings, now Pre- 
iident of the fupreme Council in Bengal, and the late Governor 
Vansittart, are particularly difiinguiffied. Thofe gentle- 
men did not think the Perfian unworthy their attention ; they 
found leifure to acquire a knowledge of that, and, confequent- 
ly, of the language of Hindoftan ; in which they doubtlefs 
found their advantage. And I have been credibly informed, 
that both Mr. Vansittart and Mr. Hastings had in con- 
templation the eftablilhment of an Academy in England, in 

order 
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mailers of the language, and that in a very moderate fpace 
of time. 

“ The advantages arifing from a knowledge of the Perfian 
to gentlemen in India have not, till within thefe few years, 
been perfectly underftood. In fad, its general utility has not 
exifted "but from that period, when the Company found it ne- 
celTary to place the entire adminiftration of the provinces of 
Bengal and Bahar in the hands of their own proper fervants. 
It is therefore reafonable to fuppofe, that a circumftance which 
did not immediately ftrike many of the ableft of their fuperior 
officers abroad, could not fuddenly engage the attention of their 
adminiftration at home. And hence we mud account for the 
little encouragement hitherto given to the ftudy of the Perfian 
language. 

“But I conceive it is now evident, that the Court of Direc- 
tors, from the information which they have from time to time 
received, are fully convinced of its great utility j and that they 
are determined to promote the cultivation of it to the utmoft of 
their power. For to this intention we mufl afcribe the very nc- 
ceffary encouragement which they have given to the learned 
Author of the Perfian and Arabic Dictionary ; the firft volume 
of which has been already published. Of this valuable work, 
as appears by the printed propofals, they have engaged to take 
one hundred and fifty copies: which, it is reafonable to fup- 
pofe, they intend to diftribute among their fervants abroad, and 
thereby to facilitate the fiudy of the language, now rendered in- 
finitely more eafy than it was formerly, by the labours of the 
foregoing and another learned Author ; whofe Grammar, added 
to this Dictionary, has entirely removed every poflible impedi- 
ment. Indeed, all that appears wanting at prefent to promote a 
general application to the Perfian in India, is a proper encou- 
ragement on the part of the Eafi: India Company, iupported 
by their orders and authority ; and a confequent conviction in 
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have occafion to correfpond, fometimes to negotiate with the 
chief men of the diftriCls and provinces, where he may be, or 
through which he may have occafion to pafs : and thefe nego- 
tiations, however trifling they may at firft appear, have been 
frequently known to lead to matters of vaft importance. This 
is another, and, I think, no bad reafon, why an officer ought 
to be acquainted with the Perfian and Hindoftan languages. 

In oppofition to the foregoing it may be afferted, that the 
difficulties attending the fludy and acquifition of a copious and 
elegant language, differing totally from our own in phrafe and 
idiom, and cloathed in unknown, complex, and obicure cha- 
racters, would be infurmountable to many ; and that the va- 
rious occupations and bufineffes, in which the Company’s fer- 
vants in India are employed, cannot afford them leifure and op- 
portunity to engage in fo troublefome and arduous an under- 
taking ; and therefore, as heretofore, the acquifition of this 
valuable knowledge muft be left to thofe young men, who, 
from curiofity, ambition, or fuperior abilities, are inclined to 
devote themfelves to fuch difficult ftudies. In reply to the JirJl 
of the above objections, I can, from perfonal knowledge, ven- 
ture to affirm. That a very moderate fliare of abilities and of 
memory, fupported by a common proportion of perfeverance 
and attention, are fufficient to overcome the ideal difficulties, 
arifing from the copioufnefs of the language itfelf, from the 
difference of the idiom, and from the obfcurity of the cha- 
racter. 

“ In anfwer to the fccond, I will allow that the occupations 
and employments of the Company’s junior fervants are many 
and various and that if pleafure and diflipation be admitted of 
the number, they have not a moment to fpare. But fuppofing 
it practicable for them to curtail their attendance on the lalt 
mentioned important bufineffes but for two fhort hours in the 
day, I do alfert, that they may with eafe make themfelves 
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and the grievances complained of generally originate from their 
knavery, avarice, and extortion. 

“ True it is, that in Bengal , the Dialed bearing that name 
is now mod frequently ufed in the tranfading of mercantile 
concerns ; but it does not follow, that the Perfian language, 
and that of Hindoftan (vulgarly called the Moors ) are therefore 
entirely fuperfluous : on the contrary, I conceive it to be eafy 
to prove, that if the Company’s civil fervants were generally 
acquainted with the Perfian, they would find themfelves en- 
abled to fill every department in which they could poflibly be 
placed, without the affiftance of any medium whatever. 

“ In a private commercial light alfo, I think, much may be 
faid in its favour. Individuals, fuch as could find leifure to 
ftudy the language, would reap a fingular advantage from the 
knowledge of it. In the weftern provinces of Hindoftan, 
though not fo univerfally in Bengal, the Perfian is ufed in all 
mercantile tranfadions : and if the ftudy of it was generally 
followed, and applied to pradice, hundreds of Surcors and Ba- 
nians , who now eat up two thirds of the merchants profits, 
opprefs the country under the name of Eogliffi Gomaujhtehs , 
and brand the charader of their mafters with infamy, might 
bedifearded and turned adrift ; or at leaft meet with fuch checks, 
as would, in a great meafure, put a flop to their rogueries. 

«* It may be further oblerved, that the ftudy of the Perfian 
is by no means unworthy the attention of tfie Military, for 
this plain reafon ; becaufc it is the beft, and indeed the only 
road to a perfed acquaintance with the language of Hindoftan ; 
without which, no officer, however great his military abilities, 
can be efteemed properly qualified to command a battalion of 
our native troops. The lois of more than one detachment from 
that very deficiency, has proved this beyond diipute. It may be 
added, that an officer on a detached command, mult always 

have 
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abroad throughout the provinces and diftridts of the Company’s 
territories, for the purpoies of fuperintending the cultivation 
and regulation of the countries, the adminiftration of jufticein 
the Kucherics , or native courts of Judicature, and the colledtion 
of the Revenues*. Many alfo are appointed to the different 
Factories, to fuperintend the fabrication and making up of the 
Inveftinents for the European market. 

“ Having given this detail of the employments, to which 
the fenior and junior civil fervants of the Company are in rota- 
tion appointed, I think it will be ncedlefs to dwell on the great 
utility, and indeed abfolute neceflity of a knowledge of lome 
language or other, underftood in the country, to gentlemen fo 
employed *j~ ; or to fhew how much more effectually they 
would be able, with luch knowledge, to do their duty, than 
they can now through the medium of their Surcors, or native 
Clerks to whom, from an ignorance of the language, they 
are obliged, in a great meafure, to delegate their authority, to 
pay an implicit attention to their advice and opinions, and, 
what is fUll worfe, from the above deficiency, to receive through 
them every complaint and grievance of the fubjedt; though 
the complaints are frequently levelled againfl thofe very Agents, 


* It may be neceflary to obferve, that this arrangement took place bat a very 
few years ago ; and therefore the importance of the Perfian in the point of view 
now under confideration, is to be dated from that period only. 

t It is true, that in Bengal , but in Bengal only, an acquaintance with the dia- 
led of that province, might be made to anfwer the purpofes of gentlemen employed 
as above-mentioned : but as that dialed! would be of very little ufe to them, even 
in the neighbouring province of Bahar, much lefs in any other part of Hindoftan ; 
as the Perfian, on the contrary, is the polite language throughout the Empire 
and as it is impoflible to acquire a knowledge of that, without forming, at the 
fame time, a familiar acquaintance with the Moors , from the intimate connexion 
between them j and as the Moors is the vulgar tongue of all the Mahummudan 
natives, and is as well known to the generality of the Aborigines or Hindoos, as to 
the Mahummudans themfelves ; for thefe reafons it is evident, that the Perfian is 
moft worthy the attention of Europeans. 

J The Surcors are all Hindoos ; and by fome little knowledge of the Englifb, 
which they are careful to acquire, are enabled to a& as Interpreters to the gentle- 
men who employ them.

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quate degree of knowledge. A Perfian interpreter fhould not 
only be able to fpeak fluently in the Language, but to read all 
fuch Letters as he may receive ; not only to read all fuch Let- 
ters, but to anfwer them with his own hand, if the importance 
of the fubjedl, of which they treat, fhould render it neceflary. 
Otherwife the fecret negotiations and correfpondence of go- 
vernment are liable to be made public through the medium of 
the native Munchees, or Writers, whom he will be obliged to 
employ and truft. Some natives he muft have, to aflift in the 
ordinary bufinefs, from its great multiplicity ; but even this, by 
a proper encouragement of the ftudy of the Language, might 
be obviated. Junior fervants, when qualified, might be ap- 
pointed to adt under their Seniors, and the natives be totally ex- 
cluded. And fuch a Plan, I am convinced, would be produc- 
tive of much advantage. 

“ From the foregoing hints, I dare fay, you will be able to 
prove, that the ftudy of the Perfian, in a political point of 
view, is highly worthy of encouragement. 

“The general ftudy of this valuable Language, abffraded 
from all political views, is a matter of very great importance to 
the Eaft India Company. How it is poflible that their civil fer- 
vants fhould be able to do their duty effectually in the various 
pofts and offices to which they are appointed, without any know- 
ledge of it, is difficult to conceive. That by far the greater 
number of them do perform the bufinefles allotted to them 
without a knowledge of any of the country Languages, is cer- 
tain ; but that the manner in which they perform them muft 
be exceedingly defective, every one will be convinced, by re- 
flecting on the nature of the offices which they fill. Servants 
of all ranks * are detached from the prefidency, and fpread 

* By thefe are meant Writers, Fa&ors, junior and fenior Merchants, and in the 
more important departments, often members of the Council : but thefe Iafl are 
generally affifted by European Interpreters. 


abroad 
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of the fubjeft, gives a very ftriking inftance of the fatal confe- 
quences that may enfue from employing native interpreters in 
our tranfadtions with the princes of Hindoftan ; and judicioufly 
points out the pofitive neceflity of entrufting the execution of 
fuch important concerns to European gentlemen only*. No- 
thing indeed can be more abfurd or dangerous, than for the go- 
vernment in India to rely on the honour and integrity of natives 
for the tran faction of fuch weighty, political matters, as I have 
pointed out ; and more efpecially to confide in that inferior clafs 
of them, who are content to bear the yoke of fervitude under a 
foreign power from neceflity, or pecuniary motives. Such are 
all the native fervants to Europeans. But that natives of a fu- 
perior rank are not altogether proof againft the influence of 
gold, I have met with feveral inftances. A very ftrong evi- 
dence of the above aflertion I have now in my pofleflion ; 
namely, exadt copies of all the Letters wrote by the reigning 
Mogul, Sbaab Aulurn, in the years 71, 72, 73, to the feveral 
independent Princes of the Empire. Thefe copies were regu- 
larly tranfmitted by one of the King’s confidential fecretaries, 
and often came into my pofleflion, before the perfons to whom 
they were fent could receive the originals. By this means the 
councils, negotiations, and intrigues of the court of Dehli, and 
of others, the native Powers and Princes of Hindoftan, were 
entirely laid open to our infpedtion. This happened during the 
period that I had the honour to fill the poft of Perfian Secretary 
to Sir Robert Barker, the then commander in chief of the 
forces of Bengal. The above, I think, is a ftrong and pointed 
proof : and it follows, that European gentlemen only can, in 
prudence and in policy, be entrufted with this important bufi- 
nefs ; and that a partial knowledge of the Perfian Language is 
by no means fufficient to qualify even them to be trufted. To 
be able Amply to converfe in the Perfian, is a very inade-

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“ We are to confider, that the territories now under the do- 
minion of the Eaft India Company, the provinces of Bengal 
and Bahar, with part of Orijfa , the coaft of Coromandel, and 
the fettlements on that of Malabar, are together twice as exten- 
five as Great Britain and Ireland. In a word, fuch is their ex- 
tent, and fuch their importance, that it has been deemed necef- 
fary to keep on foot an army of fifty thoufand difciplined men 
for their defence and protection : for that is the amount of the 
forces of the three eftablifhments, Bengal, Madrafs, and Bombay. 
Thefe rich and fertile territories, except where embraced by the 
ocean, are feparated and furrounded by native independent 
Princes and Powers, fome of them exceedingly formidable. It 
follows, that dominions fo extenfive and fo fituated, muft be 
fecured and protected as much by policy as by arms : a vaft po- 
litical fyfiem muft be eftablifhed j an exadt and perfedl balance 
of power mult be preferved •, the weak muft be fupported, the 
too powerful muft be circumfcribed and depreffed. For thefe 
purpofes Friendfhips, Alliances, and Treaties, muft be formed 
with fome in oppofition to others •, and thefe Alliances, Trea- 
ties, and Friendfhips, muft again be diffolved, and give way to 
others, as the flrength, influence, and refources of the different 
independent Princes of the Empire may be diminifhed or in- 
creafed. Flence the everlafting train of conferences, correfpon- 
dences, and negotiations, with the native Powers. Hence the 
neceffity of watching their motions, difcovering their hidden 
ftrength and refources, and diving into their fecret councils, 
connedtions, and alliances. Thefe are all buiinefl'es of the firlt 
importance ; they require the Itridtelt integrity, and the molt 
profound fecrecy in the negotiators : and finally, thefe bufinef- 
fes are all to be tranfadted in, and by the affiftance of, the Per- 
fian tongue. 

“ Mr. Orme, a very accurate and able hiftorian, whole long 
refidence in India enabled him to acquire a perfedl knowledge

I N compliance with your repeated applications, I have at 
length taken up my pen, with a determination to reply as 
fully as poflible to all your Enquiries. 

“ l cannot communicate any “important fadts of times or 
places, when and where a want of knowledge of the Perfian in 
the fervants of the Company has been attended with particular 
difadvantage to their affairs in a political point of view one 
only, fupported by proof, occurs to my memory, of which I 
fhall fhortly take notice. Such fadts, in their full extent at 
lead, have not lately exilted ; becaufe, for fome years part, a 
a few gentlemen have been found tolerably well qualified to adt 
as Perfian interpreters in the tranfadtion of the Company’s more 
important concerns with the native Powers. That fuch fadts 
did formerly exift, is certain ; and that the want of fuch know- 
ledge now would be attended with Itill worfe effedts is as cer- 
tain. To prove which, I think, you will meet with little dif- 
ficulty. The fame reafons which will eftablilh the authority of 
the fore-going obfervations, will moreover be fufficient to prove 
the pofitive neceflity of a ftill more extenfive and general know- 
ledge of the Perlian, than has hitherto been acquired by the 
gentlemen in India.

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7* HE foregoing Specimens I intended to have introduced by an 
Effay of J'ome extent on the great importance and utility of the 
Perfiah Language, and by a Propofal for efiablijhing a Perfian 
ProfeJJ'orJhip in the TJniverfty of Oxford. But having fince met 
with a pamphlet of much merit, written fome years ago by Go- 
vernor Hastings, directed to the fame objeSl, I have thought 
it unneceffary to profecute my defgn. 

Whilf 1 was engaged in writing the intended ElTay and Pro- 
pofal, I received from Mr. Davy, in anfwer to my repeated 
enquiries, the following Letter : which places the importance 
of the Perfian Language for tranfadling the Company’s affairs in 
India, in fo clear and jufl a light -, is founded throughout on fuch 
flriking fahls ; and fupported and illujl rated with fo many judi- 
cious obfervations and remarks that I conceived it to be highly 
worthy the attention of the Eafi: India Company, and of the 
Gentlemen in their fervice. Impreffed with this idea, notwith- 
fianding I afterwards relinquiffed my original defgn, I determined, 
if poffble, to lay the Letter before the Public : but as it was com- 
municated for my private ufe only, Mr. Davy’j approbation was 
neceffary for the purpofe ; which, at my particular folicitation, 
he has been pleafed to grant. 
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1 may enjoy health, and fee the deftru&ion of my enemies. 
Every one of thefe is Ruder ; whofe infinite power I reve- 
rence: Ruder, whofe fullnefs is in all.

Thus I aCted in the engagement with 
Shaah Munfoor, who penetrated even to the Koul of my 
army. I oppofed him in my own perfon, face so face, 
until he fell lifelefs on the plain.

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And if at this period the commanders of Book IT. 
the Burraunghaur and the Jurraunghaur fhew themfelves 
deficient in their duty, the royal princes, and thofe rela- 
ted to the imperial family, who are the referves of the 
Burraunghaur and of the Jurraunghaur, mud advance to 
the aflault. 

And they mud keep their eyes on the 
commander and the dandard of the commander, and prefs 
upon the foe with valour and intrepidity. They mail: 
endeavour to feize the general of the hoftile army ; and 
they rauft drive to invert the dandard of the foe. 

And if, notwithdanding thefe fhocks, the 
enemy dill remain firm and unmoved, the royal guards, 
and the feledt warriors of the Koul, and the forces of the 
Ouyemauk, which were formed in the rear of the Koul, 
mud rufh forward, together and at once, to the charge. 

A n d if at this period the victory be not 
decided, it is the duty of the emperor, with fortitude of 
heart and with exalted refolution, to put himfelf and the 
Koul of his army into motion. 

Thus I a<5ted in my engagement with 
Keefur. I commanded the Ameer Zaudeh Meeraun Shaah, 
who was the leader of the right wing of my forces, to 
charge headlong on the left of Keefur. And I fent orders 
to Ameer Zaudeh Sooltaun Muhmood Khaun, and to 
Ameer Soolamaun, who commanded my left wing, to 
attack the right of Keefur. 


And 
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is at this crifis the duty of the leader of the Chuppauwul Book II. 
to detach his fix fquadrons one after the other to fupport 
the grand Hurrauwul ; and afterwards to advance, him- 
felf, to the charge. 

And in the fame manner alfo, let the com- 
mander of the Shuckauwul pufh forward fuccefiively his 
fix fquadrons to reinforce thofe who are engaged ; and 
laftly let the commander himfelf advance into adtion. 

Thus, by the power and afllftance of Almighty God, 
when eighteen charges fhall have been made on the line 
of the enemy, they will break and difperfe. 

B u t if notwithstanding thole Ihocks re- 
ceived by the foe, they Ihould continue refolute and firm, 
it is then the duty of the chief of the Burraunghaur to 
difpatch forward his Hurrauwul, and of the leader of the 
Jurraunghaur to fend forth his Hurrauwul alfo. 

When thofe two Hurrauwuls advance and 
charge on the right and 011 the left of the enemy, their 
Order and their Itrength fhall certainly be broken. 

But if it fhould come to pafs that the foe 
ftill continues firm, let the leaders of the Burraunghaur 
and the Jurraunghaur order their fquadrons fuccefiively on 
to the charge. And if they fee that the enemy give not 
way to the efforts of the imperial forces, the leaders of 
the Burraunghaur and the Jurraunghaur muff themfelves 
advance, and rufh upon the foe. 
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And that two Kurrauwul Beghs, -j- with de- Book II. 
tachmcnts of their brotherhood, fhould be polled to the ' ^

And when he received orders to engage, 
that he fhould accommodate his mode of attack to that 
of the enemy ; and that he fhould obferve in what man- 
ner the foe advanced into battle, and counteract his de- 
figns j and that he fliould, by fkilful and judicious difpo- 
fitions, carry into effeCt fuch of his own movements as had 
been traverfed by the enemy. 

And I ordained, when the Hurrauwul

grand Hurrauwul fliould order his lix fquadrons to charge 
fucceflively j that by fix fhocks, repeatedly given, the 
enemy may be broken and thrown into confufion.

And that one other fquadron, over and 
above thofe fix fquadrons, fhould be ported in their front.;

fhould in number exceed forty thoufand horfe-men, that ' " J 
the eyes of the Beglerbegs, and the Ameers, and the 
Mingbaulhees, and the Euzbaufhees, and the Ounbau- 
fhees, and the feledt warriors, and the foldiers in general 
fhould be fixed on my vidtorious ftandards. -j* 

And I commanded, that the chief of every 
fquadron to whom I iffued my orders, fhould a£t confor- 
mably to the tenour of thofe orders, and prefume not to 
deviate therefrom •, and that every one of the Beglerbegs, 
and the Ameers, who was tardy in performing; or difo- 
beyed, the orders which I fent unto him, fhould be in- 
flantly put to death ; and that his Kotul, who is the 
expedler of promotion, fhould t>e appointed to his com- 
mand. 


And I ordained, that from among the forty 
Ouyemauk of the Aloofaut, the Kufhoonaut, and Tou- 
maunaut, that the twelve Ouyemauk who had obtained 
the Tumghau, J fhould be divided into forty fquadrons; 
and that the Ameers of the twenty eight Ouyemauk who 
had not obtained the Tumghau, fhould form their line in 
the rear of the Koul ; and that my fons and my grand- 
fons fhould draw up their forces before the right of the 
Koul ; and that my relations and my kindred, with the 
troops under their command, fhould take their flation

If from thefe feven (hocks which the ene- 
my fhall have received, the victory be not obtained, let 
him at this period fend forth the Hurrauwul a Burraun- 
ghaur and the Hurrauwul a Jurraunghaur, until nine 
charges be made on the enemy’s line. 

And if victory followeth not from thefe 
nine fhocks, let him fend into battle the firft fquadron of 
the Burraunghaur and the fecond fquadron of the Jur- 
raunghaur. 

I f by thefe eleven efforts alfo the vidtory 
be not decided, let him order to the charge the fecond 
fquadron of the Burraunghaur and the firft of the Jurraun- 
ghaur. Thus it may be expedted that by thefe thirteen 
fucceflive charges the lines of the enemy may be broken, 
and the glory of the day be acquired. 

But if it fhould come to pafs that the 
vidtory fhould not be won by thefe thirteen attacks, it is 
at this crifis the duty of the general to form his Koul in 
exadt order, and put them in motion. Let him fhew him- 
felf as a lofty mountain to the eyes of the enemy, and 
move forward with llownefs and regularity. 

And let him diredt his veteran bands to 
rufh on the foe fword in hand, and command his archers 
to gall the enemy with their arrows. And if the fate of

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And it is the duty of the general to keep Book II. 
his eye on the motions of the foe, and to chaftize thofe 
officers under his command, who, without orders, prefume 
to advance upon the enemy. 

And it is the duty of the general to attend 
to the onfet of the enemy, and not to venture to attack 
them, until they advance to the charge. And when they 
advance, it is the duty of the general to examine their 
order of battle, in what manner they come into adtion, 
and in what manner they retire therefrom, and after what 
manner he lhall engage them ; whether they charge and 
retire, and, feeking advantage therein, put on the fem- 
blance of flight ; and then, feiziog a favourable crifls, 
rally and charge again. 

And it is the duty of a commander not to 
purfue the enemy who without caufe flieth from the field : 
for fuch an enemy may be well prepared for his defence. 

And it is the duty of the general to ob- 
ferve whether the enemy advance into the field of battle, 
and charge in an united body 5 or whether they com- 
mence the attack with the fquadrons of their right and 
their left wings. Let the commander firft oppofc his 
Hurrauwul unto them, and pufh them on to the charge. 

And after them let him fend forward 
the Hurrauwul a Chuppauwul and the Hurrauwul a 
Shutkauwul to fupport the grand Hurrauwul. And in

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First, let him arrange his own line, and Book If.

He is a commander, who, numbering the Book II. 
chiefs of the forces of the enemy, appointeth proper 
chiefs in oppofition unto them ; and who confidercth 
with the eye of attention the veteran foldiers of the foe, 
the bow-men, and the fword-men, and the fpear-men ; 
and who obferveth the motions of the enemy, whether 
they advance into the field of battle flowly and in juft 
order, fquadron by fquadron. Or whether they rulh for- 
ward in confufion ■, who pre-examineth the approach to 
the field, and alfo the avenue of retreat ; and who pene- 
trateth the order of the enemy’s battle. 

F o R it fhali fometimes come to pafs, that 
they will caufe their numbers to appear fmall, and 'put on 
the femblance of flight and difinay. A general therefore 
mull: not permit himfelf to be deceived, and drawn into 
danger, by their pretended flight. 

He is an able and experienced commander, 
who underftandeth the difcipline and the fcience of war, 
and who knoweth what divifion to fend forward to the 
charge, and what evil to remedy by his fkill, and what 
meafures to follow in attacking the enemy. He is a ge- 
neral who comprehendeth the intentions of the foe, and 
who obferveth their mode of attack, and countera&eth 
their motions and defigns. 

The general who commands forty thou- 
fand horfe, muft form them into fourteen fquadrons aftei 
this manner.

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Thus I formed regulations for Bookll. 

THE ARRANGEMENT OF MY SUPERIOR ARMIES. 

If the forces of the enemy exceeded in 
number twelve thoufand horfemen, and were inferior in 
number to forty thoufand, I ordained that one of my for- 
tunate fons Ihould command againft them ; and that two 
Beglerbegs, and the Ameers, with the Toumaunaut, and 
the Kufhoonaut, and the Auloofaut, in number not inferior 
to forty thoufand men, fhould attend his command : 

And that the troops and the officers, who 
compofed this vidtorh us army, fhould confider me as 
prefent in the field, and give not forth from their hands 
their difcipline, and their courage and their condudh 

And I commanded, when my Paiflikhau- 
neh -f- was brought forth, that twelve bodies of troops 
fhould be ordered out ; and that an Ameer of the Ameers 
of the Auloofailt fhould be appointed to each, and that 
they fhould caufe them, to perform their exercifes and 
evolutions ; that they might keep before their eyes the 

TWELVE MILITARY REGULATIONS,^ which I had 

eftablifhed for forming, and for breaking the line of battle, 
and for advancing, and for retreating. 

and are there pitched. And thus the tents at the fecond ftage are, when 
the prince departs, fent on to the fourth ftage, fo that the two fets are in- 
habited alternately. 

t Thefe regulations are not in the MS, and therefore are fuppofed to 
have been omitted by the tranfcribers through ignorance or inattention. 
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f Paijhkhauneh is the tent, or fet of tents, of the prince ; which on a 
march are fent forward and erefted againft his arrival at every ftage : i. e. 
there are two fets of tents, and thofe at the firft ftage, when ftruck and fent 
forward, are not unloaded at the fecond, but proceed on to the third ftage, 
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charge, and after them the fecond divifion of the left Book II. 
wing : and if vidtory procecdeth not from them, let him ' 
order the fecond divifion of the right wing into action, 
and let them be followed by the firft divifion of the left 
wing. And in this flate of the conflidl let the commander 
difpatch information unto me. 

And let him depend upon the arrival of 
my ftandard, and refting on the favour of Almighty God, 
advance himfelf upon the foe, and confider me as prefent 
in the adtion. For when (by the favour of God) eight fuc- 
ceflive fhocks have been given to the Hrength of the 
enemy, they mull fink under the ninth, and the victory 
be obtained . 

And it is the bufinefs of a general neither 
to be ralh nor precipitate ; but to diredl the opera- 
tions of his troops with Jirmnefs and prefence of mind. 

And when he himfelf lhall be obliged to enter into ac- 
tion, he mull not, whilll he can avoid it, give himfelf 
up to death : for the death of the general bringeth dis- 
grace upon the army, and encreafeth the obltinacy of the 
enemy. 

Therefore it is the duty of a com- 
mander to Ihun temerity, and to adt with deliberation 
and prudence : for temerity is the offspring of the devil. 

And let him alfo be careful that he venture not into a fi- 
tuation, out of which he cannot extricate himfelf and 
his army. 
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tention of the general ftiould be turned to the conducing Book II. 
and the directing of the efforts of his troops. 

For the duty of the commander is to go- 
vern and to guide the movements of his forces ; and to 
be cool, and firm, and collected within himfelf in the hour 
of trial i and to confider each divifion of his army as a 
particular inftrumcnt of the inftruments of war j as the 
arrow, and the battle-axe, and the fword, and the mace, 
and the poniard, and the dagger ; and to diredt the edge 
or the point of each in the moment of neceflity. 

And it is the duty of a general to confider 
himfelf and the nine divifions of his army as a wrefUer 
who entereth into adlion, and fighteth with every part of 
his body — with his arms and with his feet, and with his 
bread:, and with his head. And there is ground for ex- 
pedition, when eight alfaults fhall have been fuccef- 
fively made on the line of the enemy, that in the ninth 
fhock they will certainly be defeated. 

And it is the bufineis of a fkilful general 
firft to charge the foe with his advanced guard. And let 
him then fend forward the advanced guard of his right 
wing to fupport them ; and after them the advanced guard 
of the left wing : that three fucceflive fhocks may be 
given to the force of the enemy. And if at this jundture 
the advanced guards fhould Ihrink back from before the 
foe, let him diredt the firft divifion of the right wing to

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And I ordained that the general of the Book II. 
army fhould, in conj unilion with the Auriz, reconnoitre 
the numbers of the foe ; and that he fhould compare his 
chiefs with thofe of the enemy, and confront them to 
each other accordingly ; and that he Ihould take the ne- 
ceflary precautions to fupply all deficiencies ; and that 
he ihould confider well the different kirids of arms ufed 
by the foldiers of the enemy and by his own ; and that 
he fhould obferve the motions of his foes, whether they 
advanced into the field flowly and in good order, or whe- 
ther they ruflied forward in confufion ; 

And that he fhould confider and compre- 
hend the movements and the order of the enemy’s bat- 
tle, whether they charged at once and in an united, body, 
or by detachments, the one fucceeding the other ; and 
that he fhould obferve, in the moment of affault, whether 
the enemy advanced and retired, and prepared to charge 
again, or whether they appeared fatisfied with their firfl 
attempt. When the latter is the cafe, it is the duty of 
the foldier to bear lightly the fhock of the enemy’s at- 
tack, and to ftand firm and patient. For bravery is but 
patience and firmnefs for an hour. 

And I ordained that until the foe advanced 
to the attack, he fhould not be attacked. And I ordered, 
when the enemy entered the field of battle, that the at-

attend to four particulars in his choice of the field of ' V ~~ J 
battle. — First, the water thereof. — And secondly, 
the ftrength of the ground, that his flanks and his rear 
might be covered. — And thirdly, that his fituation be 
more elevated than the fituation of the enemy ; and that 
the fun be not in his front, that the glare thereof dazzle 
not the eyes of his troops. — Fourthly, that the ground 
before his lines be extenfivc and open. 

And I commanded that the army fliould 
be marflialled, and the line be formed on the day prece- 
ding the aifrion ; and that (the forces being ranged in 
order of battle) they fliould march towards the enemy; 
and that they fliould not turn the heads of their horfes 
from the dire&ion in which they were advancing ; that 
they fliould neither incline to the left nor to the right. 

And when the eyes of the army fell upon the forces of 
the enemy, I ordered that they fliould utter a great fliout, 
and repeat the Tuckbeer -f- with a loud voice. 

And I commanded, if the Auriz | of the 
army faw that the leader thereof was deficient in his duty, 
that he fliould deprive him of his command, and appoint 
another in his place ; and that he fliould open and com- 
municate to the Ameers and to the foldiers the order 
which I had delivered unto him for that purpofe.

Regulations of war: for entering 

INTO AND RETIRING FROM THE FIELD OF BATTLE; 

AND FOR FORMING THE LINE ; AND FOR DEFEAT- 
ING ARMIES. 

I ordained, if the enemy exceeded not twelve 
thoufand cavalry, that an Ameer ul Omrau Ihould com- 
mand the oppofing army : and that twelve thoufand horfe- 
men of the Ouyemauk, and the Toumaun ; alfo Mingbau- 
Ihee, and Euzbaulhee, and Ounbaulhee Ameers Ihould 
be placed under his command : 

And that he Ihould advance to within the 
diftance of one day’s march from the enemy, and that 
he Ihould halt oppofite unto them, and fend me informa- 
tion thereof. 

And I commanded that thofe twelve thou- 
fand horfe Ihould be formed in nine divifions after this 
manner : The main body one divilion, and the right wing 
three divifions, and the left wing three divifions, and the 
advanced guard one divifion, and the advanced guard of 
the advanced guard one divilion : 

And that the right wing Ihould confif: of 
its own advanced guard, and its right and its left divi- 
fions ; and that the left wing Ihould alfo conlift of its own 

advanced guard, and of its right and its left divifions. 

And 
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and*an alms houfe for the poor and the indigent, and ar. Book II. 
hofpital for the fick and infirm fhould be founded ; and 
that a phyfician fhould receive a falary, and fhould be ap- 
pointed to attend the hofpital : and that in every city a 
governtment- houfe, and a court for the adminiftration 
of juftice fhould be built : and that fuperintendants 
fhould be appointed to watch over the cultivated lands, 
and over the hufbandmen. 

And I ordained that in every country 
three Vizzeers fhould be ftationed. The first for the fub- 
jeft. To keep a regular account of the taxes and the duties 
received, and what fums, and to what amount, were paid 
in by the fubjedl, and under what denomination, and on 
what account ; and to preferve an exadl ftatement of the 
whole.

The third. To take pofieflion of the Am- 
waul a Ghauibi,-}- and of the cuftoms on the comers and on 
the goers ; and of the revenues of the Baudi and the Huv- 
vaui j and to take pofieflion of the effedls of thofe who 
fhould become infane, and of thofe who died inteftate, 
and of thofe who fuffered by the laws. And he was to 
take pofieflion of thofe effedls with the approbation of 
the magifirate and of the ecclefiaftical judge.

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And I ordained, that if the rich and the Book FI. 
powerful fliould opprefs the poorer fubjedt, and injure or 
deftroy his property, an equivalent for the damage fuf-

his former eftatc : 

And that all ruined lands which lay un- 
cultivated (if there were no owners to thofe lands) fhould 
be annexed to the crown. And if there were owners, 
and thofe owmers were reduced to diflrefs, I ordained that 
the neceflary fupplies fliould be granted unto them, that 
they might cultivate their lands anew.

And I commanded that the ruined bridges 
fliould be repaired; and that bridges fliould be conftrudted 
over the rivulets and over the rivers ; and that on the 
roads, at the diftance of one Aage from each other, Kau- 
ruvvaunfurai fhould be eredted; and that guards and 
watchmen fliould be ftationed on the road , and that in 
every Kauruvvaunfurai people fliould be appointed to re- 
fide ; and that the watching and the guarding of the 
roads fliould appertain unto them : and that thofe guards 
fliould be anfwerable for whatever fhould be flolen on the 
roads from the unwary traveller. 

A N D I ordained that in every town and in 
every city a mofque, and a fchool, and a monaftery,

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And that the duties on the herbs, and on BooklL 
the fruits, and on all the other productions of the coun- ' ' ' 
try, and on the refervoirs of water, and on the com- 
mons, and on the pafture lands fhould be fixed and de- 
termined according to the ancient and eftablifhed prac- 
tices : and if the fubjeCt fiiould not be content therewith, 
that the collections fhould be fettled according to the 
Hull and Bood. ■j* 

And I ordained that, before the time of 
the gathering in the grain, the taxes fhould not be de- 
manded i and, when the period of the harvefl arrived, 
that they fhould be collected at three different times ; 

A N d if the fubjeCt paid the royal dues 
fpontaneoully, that a tax-gatherer fhould not be appointed 
over him ; and if there fhould be occafion for a tax-ga- 
therer, that he fhould levy the duties by threats and by 
authority j but that he fhould not make ufe of the cud- 
gel, and the cord, and the fcourge } nor prefume to con- 
fine the fubjeCt in fetters and in chains. 

A n d I ordained, whoever undertook 
the cultivation of wafte lands, or built an aqueduCt, or 
made a canal, or planted a grove, or reflored to culture a 
defcrted diftriCt, that in the firfl year nothing fhould be 
taken from him, and that in the fecond year whatever the 
fubjeCt voluntarily offered fhould be received, and that in 
the third year the duties fhould be collected according to 

the REGULATION.

the general produce into three parts, that the reftridted 
lands fhould be divided into firft, and fecond, and third 
Jurreeb j -f- that the produce of the firft Jurreeb fhould 
be eftimated at three loads, and the produce of the fecond 
Jurreeb at two loads, and the produce of the third Jur- 
reeb at one load j and that half thereof fhould be efti- 
mated as wheat, and half thereof as barley ; and ,hat 
of the total amount one half of the produce fhould be 
collected ; 

A n d if the fubjedt, notwithftanding this, 
fhould be unwilling to pay the tax in kind, that the value 
of a load of wheat fhould be fixed at five Mifkauls of 
filver, and the value of a load of barley at two and a 
half Mifkauls of filver ; and that the duty of the Kel- 
laah J fhould be exadtcd over and above : but that nought 
elfe fhould be demanded of the fubjedt under any pretext 
or denomination whatever j 

And that the reft of the lands of the huf- 
bandman, thofe which produced in the autumn, and in the 
fpring, and in the fummer, and in the winter md the 
lands which depended on the rain for fertility, fhould be 
divided into Jurreeb* ; and that of the produce of thofe 
which were numbered, a third or a fourth fhould be col- 
lected j . 

t What this duty is, is unknown to the tranflator. 

And 
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t A Jurrttb is a certain land-meafure, as our acre. 
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And I ordained that, in every country Book II. 
that Ihould be fubdued (to the inhabitants of which char- 
ters of fafety and fecurity from dangers Ihould be granted) 

the produce and the revenue of that country Ihould be 
infpedted ; 

If the fubjedts were fatisfied with the old 
and eftablilhed taxes, that thofe taxes Ihould be confir- 
med, agreeably to the wilhes of the fubjedts j or if not, 

that they Ihould be determined according to the regu- 
lation. 

And I ordained that the duties Ihould be 
determined in proportion to the produce of the cultivated 
lands ; and that the taxes on the produce of thofe lands 

Ihould be affixed and afeertained : 

Th us firft, that the cultivated grounds of 

the fubjedt, which Ihould be made fertile by the water of 
canals, or by Iprings, or rivulets, or rivers (if thofe waters 
flowed perpetually and continually) Ihould be fuperinten- 
ded by the officers of the crown ; and that of the amount 
of the produce of thofe grounds, two thirds Ihould be 
allowed to the poITelTor thereof, and one third be paid 

into the royal treafury ; 

And if the fubjedt Ihould confcnt to pay 

the tax for the reftridted lands in fpecie, that for the grain 
due to the treafury the fum Ihould be fixed on the fubjedt 
according to the current price of the grain ; and that cor- 
refponding to the current price of the grain, the money 
Ihould be paid to the foldiers j •f' 

-j- If the price of grain was low the foldiers pay was lefs, if high, it 
was more : that is to fay, it was always exactly proportioned to the value 
of the neceflaries of life. Zz 2 AND 
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daily bread fhould be allowed to the religious ; and that Cook II. 
benefactions and gifts fhould be granted for the fepulchres 
and the Maufoleums of each of the faints of Eraun and 
of Tooraun. 

And I ordained that, in every kingdom 
which fhould be conquered, the mendicants of that coun- 
try fhould be gathered together ; and that fubfiftence and 
daily bread fhould be allowed unto them ; and that they 
fhould be made penfioners and beg no more. And if after 
they were made penfioners they continued the practice 
of afking alms, I commanded that they fhould be fold 
into foreign countries, or expelled from the realm : that 
the race of beggars might become extinct in my domi- 
nions. 


Regulations concerning the col- 
lection of the revenues and the taxes from 

THE SUBJECTS ; AND THE ORDER AND THE AR- 
RANGEMENT OF THE PROVINCES; AND THE CULTI- 
VATION, AND THE POPULATION, AND THE GOVERN- 
MENT, AND THE POLICE OF THE EMPIRE. 

I ordained that the revenues and the taxes 
fhould be collected in fuch a manner, as might not be 
productive of ruin to the fubjeCt, or of depopulation to 
the country. For the ruin of the lubjeCt caufeth a dimi- 
nution of the imperial treafures ; and a diminution of 
the imperial treafures effeCteth the difperiion of the troops ; 
and the difperfion of the troops produceth the extinction 
of the imperial power.

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holy religion, lands fhould be appointed ; and that car- Book II. 
pets, and food, and lamps fhould be allowed to thofe who 
redded therein: 

And firft, that for the holy fhrine of the 
commander of the faithful, the king of men, Aali -J- the 
the fon of Aboo Taulib (on whom be the favour of God) 
the diftridts of Bukhf and Jilleh fhould be afligned ; 

And that for the pure fhrine of the Imaum 
Hooflein (whom the Almighty reward) and for the fhrine 
of the mirror of the faints.

allowed to the poor, and to the helplefs, and to the in- 
digent ; and that to the teachers, and to the learned in 
religion falaries fhould be granted > 

And that for the fupport of the fhrines 
and the fepulchres of the faints, and the fathers of the 

holy 
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Thus, when I had fubdued the empire of Book II. 
Hind, I received intelligence that the Keefur of Room 
had ravaged certain of my provinces ; and that the natives 
of Goorjiftaun, exceeding their proper limits, had advan- 
ced to certain caftles which were befieged by my forces j 
and that they had given fuccour to the inhabitants of 
thofe caftles. 

And I refletfted with myfelf, that if I tar- 
ried longer in the empire of Hindoftaun, diforders would 
arife in the kingdom of Eraun. Having fettled the affairs 
of the empire of Hind, I returned from thence with 
fpeed. And I halted for a few days in Mauwur u Nuhur; 
and from thence I proceeded towards Room and Goor- 
jiftaun ; and I conquered the whole of that extenfive 
empire. 


Regulations concerning the con- 
duct TO BE OBSERVED TOWARDS THE NATIVES, 
AND THE INHABITANTS, OF EVERY COUNTRY. An D 
OF THE ESTABLISHMENTS OF THE SHRINES OF THE 
SAINTS, AND OF THE FATHERS OF THE HOLY RELI- 
GION. And of the gifts and pious donations. 

I ordained, in every kingdom which fhould 
be fubdued, that the warrior of that kingdom who fub- 
mitted unto me fhould be received into my fervice ; and 
that the fubjedts and the inhabitants of that country 
fhould be protected from injuries, and from daughter, and 
from rapine, and from llavery j

And 
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the defigns of the neighbouring princes ; and that they Book II. 
Should return unto the prefence, and give me information * 
thereof, that I might provide the remedy before the evil 
arrived. 

Thus I received intelligence of the defeat 
of Touktummiffi Khaun by Auroos Khaun. I knew that 
Touktummiffi Khaun would fly for protection unto me ; 
and I made the neceflary preparations to fupport Touk- 
tummiffi, and to wage war with Auroos. 

Thus at the time that I was about to un- 
dertake the reduction of the empire of Hindoftaun, in- 
formation was brought unto me, that independent princes 
and chiefs were feated on the throne of government in 
every quarter of thofe dominions ; 

Thus, that Saurung, the brother of Mulloo 
Khaun, had elevated the ftandard of power in the land 
of Mooltaun } and that in Dehli Sooltaun Muhmood 
Khaun had ereCted the enfign of authority ; and that in 
the territories of Lauhore Mulloo Khaun had drawn to- 
gether a numerous army ; and that Mubbauruk Khaun 
had afpired to the regal title in the kingdom of Kunnouj ; 
and that in every province of the provinces of Hindoftaun 
fome one had affumed the regal dignity. 

When I received this information, the 
conqueft of that empire appeared eafy in my fight ; but 
in the eyes ©f my foldiers it was an undertaking of diffi- 
culty.

Thus, 
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each fhould write to the imperial prefence, with truth and Bookir. 
pcrfpicuity, full accounts of the conduit and the beha- 
viour of the governors, and of the officers ; and of the 
foldiers, and of the fubjedts ; and of the ftate of my own 
armies, and of thofe of foreign powers j and of the bring- 
ing in, and the carrying out of all merchandize and com- 
modities ; and of the entrance, and the departure of all 
ftrangers, and of all Kauruvvauns of every country ; and" of 
the tranfadions of the neighbouring kingdoms and prin- 
ces, and of their conduit and behaviour ; and alfo of the 
learned and fkilful men of diftant countries, who might 
turn their faces towards my dominions : 

And that if the writer of intelligence was 
guilty of falfehood, and wrote not the true ftate of the 
faits, his fingers fhould be cut off : and that if he fup- 
prefied the laudable aitions of a foldier, or wrote an 
unjuft account thereof he fhould be deprived of his 
right hand : and that if he wrote a falfe account from 
enmity and from malice, he fhould be put to death. And 
I commanded that thefe accounts fhould be tranfmitted 
unto me day by day, and week by week, and month by 
month. 

And I c dained, that a thoufand fwift ca- 
mel-men, and a thoufand fwift horfe-men, and a thou- 
fand expeditious foot-men fhould be feleited ; and that 
they fhould inform themfelves of the occurrences of the 
countries, and of the frontiers j and of the intentions and 

the 
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And I commanded that the governors Book II. 
fhould not prefume to punilh or opprefs any one of the Wv ""“' 
inhabitants of the towns or the cities under their jurifdic- 
tion, on the accufation for information) of the malevo- 
lent, and the profligate and the felf-intereftcd j but that 
after convidtion, according to the four institutions, 
a fine Ihould be levied on the guilty perfon in propor- 
tion to the mifdemeanour. 

And I ordained that the poll-tax and the 
houfe-tax fhould not be levied on any town, or on any 
city whatever and that no one of the foldiers Iliould 
prefume to enter by force the dwelling of a civil inhabi- 
tant, or to feize on the cattle, or the property, of the 
fubjedt i 

And that in every concern of the inhabi- 
tants of every country, the governors thereof Ihould in 
their condudt keep within the limits of equity and jultice. 

And I ordained that fubfiftence Ihould be allowed to the 
mendicants of every kingdom, that the pradlice of beg- 
ing might be abolilhed. 

Regulations for the obtaining 

INTELLIGENCE AND INFORMATION OF THE STATE 
OF THE EMPIRE, AND OF THE PROVINCES, AND OF 
THE SOLDIERS, AND OF THE SUBJECTS. 

I ordained that on every frontier, and in 
every country, and in every city, and in every camp a 
writer of intelligence Ihould be eftablilhed ; and that 

each 
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And every kingdom which I reduced, I Book II. 
gave back the government of that kingdom to the prince 
thereof ; and I bound him in the chains of kindnefs and 
generofity ; and I drew unto me his obedience and fub- 
miflion. The refractory I overcame by their own devices ; 
and I appointed over them a vigorous, and fagacious, and 
upright governor. 

A N d I commanded that the thieves and 
the high-way robbers of every country Ihould be put to 
death ; and that the feditious, and the vicious, and the 
profligate Ihould be banilhed from the realm ; and that 
vagrants and buffoons Ihould not be permitted to refide in 
the cities or in the country ; 

And that a magiftrate Ihould be appointed 
in every city and in every town, who Ihould watch over 
the conduft of the foldier and the fubjeCt ; and that he 
Ihould be accountable for every thing that was ftolen. 

And I ordered that guards Ihould be fta- 
tioned at the entrance of the roads ; and that they Ihould 
watch and defend the roads and the ftages ; and condud 
in fafety from ftage to ftage the merchandize, and the 
cffeCts, and the property of the merchant and the traveller; 
and that if any lofs or deficiency Ihould be found therein, 
that they Ihould be anfwerable for the value thereof.

girded up my loins to extirpate and deftroy them. 

Regulations concerning the go- 
vernment OF CONQUERED KINGDOMS. 

I N every kingdom which I conquered, I 
refpedted thofe who were worthy of refpedt, and I vene- 
rated and honoured the pofterity of the prophet, and the 
theologians, and the learned, and the holy men ; and I 
conferred upon them eftates, and penfions, and appoint- 
ments. And I confidered the powerful and the opulent 
of that country as my brethren j and as my children, the 
poor and the helplefs infants thereof. 

And the foldiers of that kingdom I admit- 
ted to my prefence; and I foothed and encouraged the fub- 
jedts ; and I kept both the one and the other fufpended 
between hope and fear. And to the good of every country 
I did good ; and I expelled from my kingdoms the vici- 
ous, and the wicked, and the feditious. 

The bafe and the abjedt I confined within 
their proper bounds ; and I permitted them not to exceed 
the limits preferibed them. And on the nobles and the 
grandees I conferred preeminence by exalted dignities ; 
and I threw open the portals of equity and juftice in every 
country ; and I clofed up the avenues to cruelty and op- 
prefllon. 

X x 
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“ And it fhall fometimes come to pafs. Book!!. 
“ that the juft, and the religious, and the virtuous, and ' 

“ the innocent {hall be overtaken and involved in the ca- 
“ lamities of the evil doers. For the fire, which falleth 
“ in the wildernefs of reeds, confumeth both the green 
** and the dry. 

“And be not furprized at the profperity 
•* and the fuccefs of the impious, and the wicked, and 
“ the infidel, and the tyrant. And err not in thy conclu- 
“ fions, and fay not unto thyfelf. The good things of 
“ the wicked, and of the impious men, and of the tyrant 
** are increafed unto them •, although in wickednefs, and 
“ in tyranny, and in impiety they daily increafe. 

“ Thou oughteft: firft to underftand the 
“ caufe of their increafing profperity. For the caufe is, 

“ that perhaps (reflecting on the bounties of their true 
“ benefactor) they may turn back from their wickednefs 
“ and oppreflions, and be grateful for the favours which 
“ they receive. 

“But if they negleCt to pay the tribute 
“ of gratitude to their God, and return not back to the 
“ holy gate, and if they forget the bounties of their 
“ Creator, and the prophet of their Creator, they {hall in 
“ the end be overtaken by the anger and the vengance of 
«* the omnipotent chaftifer.” 


When the letter of my venerable Peer 
came to my hands, I wrerted from the grafp of the op- 

preflbrs 
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“ and affift the defendants and pofterity of that holy Book II. 
“ meflenger. 

“ And thofe princes who feed on the boun- 
“ ties of the Creator, and yet rebel againft their God and 
“ his prophet, thou {halt drive out from the kingdoms of 
“ the Lord. And thou (halt ait with jufticc in the land 
“ of thy Creator : for it is faid. That dominion may be 
“ continued to the infidel ; but that to the tyrant it {hall 
“ not be continued. 

“ And it is thy duty to root out from the 
“ country of God all pollutions and abominations •, for 
“ evil practices have that effect on the world, which per- 
“ nicious aliment hath on the human body. Obliterate 
“ every veftige of cruelty and oppreflion. 

“ And afcribe not the continued profpe- 
“ rity of the tyrant in this world to the merits of the 
“ tyrant : for the caufe of the long duration of the power 
“ of the wicked and the oppreflbrs is this, that they may 
“ bring forth into adtion all the wickednefs and all the 
“ crimes which they have treafured up in their hearts, 

“ and then be overtaken by the wrath arid indignation of 
“ Almighty God. 

“It fhall fometimes come to pafs, that 
** the omnipotence of the Creator fhall at once chaftize 
“ the cruel, and the wicked, and the impious, with a 
“variety of punifhments ; by chains, and by prifons ; 

“ and by defolation, and by famine, and by hunger j by 
“ an univerfal peftilence, and by fudden death •, and by 
“ unforefeen deflrudlion. 


And 
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The day I paft in examining the difficul- Book II. 
ties of conqueft with wife and experienced men ; and in 
the night when I laid myfelf down in the chamber of re- 
pofe, I deliberated on the execution of my refolutions, 
and I formed the plan on which they were to be con- 
ducted. 

And I myfelf reflected on the meafures I 
fhould purfue in the reduction of kingdoms ; how I fhould 
advance, and which way I fhould retreat. And I alfo 
confidered thofe things which concerned my foldiers, 
whom I fhould encourage and reward, and whom I fhould 
order upon fervice ; that I might not err in my refolves. 

And I exerted forefight and circumfpeCtion in every tranf- 
aCtion. And the leaders of my foldiers who attached 
themfelves unto me, I treated with kindnefs and diftinc- 
tion ; and I conducted myfelf with feeming attention to- 
wards thofe who were my enemies. 

And I confidered as bafe-born thofe on 
whom I had conferred favours, and who, for the good 
which they had received, returned evil. For it is the 
proverb of the prophet of the Creator of men and angels, 

« That the bafe-born will not depart from the world, 

* until he hath deceived and injured his patron, and be- 

* nefaCtor.’ 

My venerable Peer wrote unto me, frying, 

** It is thy duty to aCt in obedience to the commands of 
4t thy God and the prophet of thy God, and to protect 

U u 2 “ and 
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Secondly, I ufed reflection, and caution, Bookll. 
and circumfpedion, that I might not err in execution. 

And iuch was the favour of the Almighty, that every 
determination which I formed, proved in the end judi- 
cious and fuccefsful. I informed myfelf of the difpoli- 
tions and genius of the natives of every country ; and I 
accommodated myfelf to their prejudices in the appoint- 
ment of their governors. 

Thirdly, I united unto myfelf three 
hundred and thirteen relolute men, of nobility, of bra- 
very, and of wifdom ; and fo firmly were they united, 
that the whole, it might be faid, were as one perfon : a^ 
their refolutions, and their addons, and their declarations 
were the fame. When they faid, “We will do thus,” 
they did it : for until they had concluded the enterprife 
on which they had determined, they withdrew not their 
hands therefrom. 

Fourthly, I poftponed not till to- 
morrow the bufinefs of to-day. When lenity was necef- 
fary, I aded with lenity ; and in the hour of feverity I 
was fevere. At the time when delay was policy, I aded 
not with precipitation j and when expedition was necef- 
fary, I was not guilty of delay : and the bufinefs which 
could be concluded by addrefs and negotiation, I com- 
mitted not to the fword.

The 
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of Khoraufaun, Sooltaun Gheeaus u deen came forth unto Book II. 
me, and he delivered the treafures, and the wealth, and ' " ' 
the kingdom into my hands. 

And in every kingdom, where herefy and 
fchifm fhatl abound, and where the inhabitants of that 
country, both foldiers and fubjedts, (hall be divided into 
different parties and fa&ions, the deffrudion of that king- 
dom is at hand; and it is the duty of a vidorious monarch 
to invade that country. Thus I purified the kingdoms of 
Fauris and Erauk a Ajjum from the exiftence of the ac- 
curfed heretics ; and I overturned the leaders of the fac- 
tions, who had each of them elevated the ftandard of 
power, throughout thofe territories, and I delivered the 
fervants of God from their tyranny and oppreffions. 

And in every kingdom, where the articles 
of the faith of the inhabitants thereof fhall be altered 
from thofe of the defcendants of the prince of the pro- 
phets, (on whom be the blefling of Almighty God) it is 
the duty of an Emperor to reduce that Kingdom, and to 
bring back the inhabitants thereof from their evil tenets. 

Thus I entered the kingdom of Shaum, and punifhed 
all thofe who held pernicious dodtrines. 

When I firft entered upon the reduction 
of kingdoms, I firmly adhered to four certain maxims. 

First, in thofe things which appertain to 
the acquifition of dominions, I adted from deep delibera- 
tion, and from mature counfel. 


Secondly, 
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kingdom from the hand of the tyrant, and deliver it over Book II. 
to the upright affailant. Thus, from a regard to juftice ' 
and the law, I delivered the country of Mauwur u Nuhur 
from the hands of the Ouzbuk tyrants. 

And in whatever country the holy laws 
are dilfegarded ; where they negleCt thole to whom the 
Almighty hath given dignity ; where they injure and op- 
prefs his chofen fervants ; it is the duty of a conqueror, 
with a firm determination to fupport the faith and the 
laws of Mahummud (on whom be the blefling of God) 
to invade that country : for the prophet of the Lord fhall 
affift him in all his undertakings. Thus I wrefted from 
Sooltaun Muhmood (the grandfon of Feeroze Shaah) from 

Mulloo Khaun, and from Saurung, the capital of the em- 

* 

pire of Hindoftaun ; and I re-eftablifhed the true faith ; 
and I overturned the habitations of the idols in that 
country. 

It is the duty of a victorious king to bring 
under his authority every empire or kingdom, where the 
inhabitants thereof are oppreffed by their prince and ruler, 
and where the hearts of the people are turned afide from 
their governor. No fooner fhall the upright prince ap- 
proach, than that kingdom fhall fall into his hands. 

Thus I delivered the kingdom of Khorau- 
feun from the princes of the houfe of Kurroot. As foon 
as I advanced, with the refolution to reduce the capital 

of 
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throne; and the receivers of petitions on the right and Book II. 
on the left ; ' 

And that the foldiers in general, and the 

imperial domeftics, fhould ftand in lines according to their 
degrees, and be attentive to keep in their proper Nations. 

And I commanded, that four Meer Tooz- 
zuk-f- fhould eftablifh and preferve order in the imperial 
affembly ; before, and behind, and on the right, and on 
the left of the throne. 

And I commanded, when the affembly 

was formed and regulated, that among the inferior people 

a thoufand dirties of meat, and a thoufand loaves, fhould 

be diftributed ; and that a thoufand difhes of meat and a 

thoufand loaves fhould be brought into the imperial affem- 

blv ; and that five hundred of that thoufand fhould be 
* 

fent to the Ameers of tribes, and to the chiefs ; to each 
by his name, and by his title. 

Regulations concerning the re- 
duction OF KINGDOMS. 

I f in any kingdom tyranny, and oppref- 
fion, and iniquity fhall be predominant, it is the duty of 
a prince, from a regard to juflice and the law, to refolve 
on the expulfion and extirpation of the authors of that 
oppreflion and iniquity ; and to aflault that kingdom. 

For Almighty God from the fame motives will wreff tha-t 

| Regulators, mailers of the ceremonies. 
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ferent ranks encircle and fit round the throne in regular Book II. 
order. “* 

And that the defcendants of the prophet, 

and the judges, and the theologians, and the learned 
men, and the prelates, and the grandees, and the nobles 
fhould fit on the right hand of the throne. 

And that the Ameer ul Omrau, and the 
Beglerbegs, arid the Ameers, and the Nouniaun, and the 
chiefs, and the leaders of tribes, and of Toumaunaut and 
of Kufhoonaut, and the Mingbaulhee, and the Euzbaufhee, 
and the Ounbaulhee-Ameers fhould take their places fuit- 
ably to their ranks and their Rations, on the left hand of 
the throne. 

And I appointed a place oppofite to the 
throne for the Deewaunbeghi and for the Vizzeers. And 
I ordered that the leading men and the magiftrates of the 
empire, fhould form a line and feat themfelves behind 
the Vizzeers ; 

And that the fele£t foldiers, who had ob- 
tained the title of Bahaudur, and the mighty men of 
prowefs fhould fit on the right hand in the rear of the 
throne. And the leaders of the light troops I ordered to 
be feated in the rear of the throne on the left hand. 

And I commanded that that the Ameer of 
the Hurrauwul fhould take his Ration in the front ; and 
that the chief of the Yuffauwul-f* fhould Rand at the 
door of the imperial pavilion, oppofite the foot of the

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And by experience it was known unto me. Book II. 
that a wife enemy is preferable to a foolifh friend. Thus 
Ameer Hoolfein, the grandfon of Ameer Kurghun, was 
one of thofe foolifh friends : and the mifchiefs which in 
his friendfhip he did unto me, were fuch as no enemy 
would do in the excefs of his enmity. 

Ameer Khodaudaud once faid unto me, 

“ Watch thou thy enemy, as thou wouldft guard a ruby 
s ‘ of luftre, or a jewel of high price : but when thou 
“ meeteft with a ftone of Laukh, crufh him thereon un- 
« til not one particle of him remain.” 

H e alfo faid, “ When an enemy fleeth 
** unto thee for protection, and kneeleth before thee, • 

*• have compaflion upon him, and receive him with kind- 
u nefs.” Thus I aCted towards Touktummifh Khaun. 

When he fled to me for fhelter, I treated him with ten- 
dernefs and humanity. 

If an enemy, after tailing of thy generofity 
and bounty, return again to enmity, deliver him over to 
the juftice of the Almighty. 

He is a true friend who taketh not offence 
at the conduCt of his friend ; or if he doth, is willing to 
receive his acknowledgements. 

Regulations of precedency and 
of admission to the imperial presence. 

I ordained that my fons, and my grand - 
fons, and my relations, fhould, according to their dif- 
ferent

treifes which he had fuffiered, by kindnefs and by gratui- Book II. 
ties ; and by proper marks of my favour I conferred ho- ' / * 
nour upon him. 

But on the Ameers of the tribes of Sul- 
doze and of Jitteh I uttered execrations : for, having 
exalted Kaubul Shaah of the line of Chungaze to the 
dignity of Khaun, and fworn fidelity and friendfhip unto 
him, when they heard of my exaltation to the throne, 
they broke their faith and their engagements, and, to 
flatter and to foothe me, put him to death. 

And to thofe who had envied my fortune, 
and who had endeavoured to fubvert my power, I con- 
ducted myfelf with fuch kindnefs and generofity, that 
they were confounded at my goodnefs, and funk under 
the fenfe of their own unworthinefs. 

And my friends who prefented themfelves 
before me, thofe who had ever aCted in fubmifiion to my 
will, I confidered as the partners of my fortune : and I 
regarded not the riches and the wealth, which I conferred 
upon them. 

For by experience it is known unto me, 
that he is a firm aflociate, who taketh not offence at the 
conduCt of his friend ; and who is the enemy of the 
enemy of his friend ; and who hefitateth not to hazard 
his life, when occafion fhall require. Thus certain of 
my Ameers followed my fortunes even to death ; nor did 
I with-hold from them aught which I had. 


And 
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Let the Ameer, who in the hour of peril Book II. 
and diftrefs adhereth to his prince, and ftandeth firm in 
the field of (laughter, be confidered as a brother. Thus 
at the time when the forces of Kufh deferred my ftand- 
ard, no one remained with me, or contented to (hare my 
fortunes, except Ameer Jaukoo Burlaus; and I afterwards 
efteemed Ameer Jaukoo as a beloved brother j and I ad- 
mitted him to a participation in my fortunes j and I made 
him an Ameer ul Omrau ; and I conferred upon him the 
kingdoms of Bullukh and of Hiflaur. 

Regulations for my conduct and 

BEHAVIOUR BOTH TO FRIENDS AND TO ENEMIES. 

I 

O N the day on which I conquered the 
kingdom of Tooraun, and mounted the throne of empire 
in the capital city of Summurkund, I conducted myfeJf 
in the fame manner towards my enemies and my friends. 

The Ameers of Buddukhfhaun, and other Ameers of Ku- 
(hoonaut, both Toork and Taucheek, who had done me 
injuries ; and who had pradlifed deceits upon me ; and 
who had drawn their fwords in oppofition unto me ; and 
who were alarmed by the remembrance of their evil con- 
duct ; when they fubmitted to my authority, I received 
them with fuch kindnefs and courtdy, that they blufhed 
at my generofity and goodnefs. 

And to every one, whom I had injured or 
diftrefifed, I made compenfation ; and I balanced the dif-

policy and defign, form an intimacy with his matters foe; ' ' ' 

and endeavour, under the garb of that friendfhip, to pro- 
mote the intereft of hi& prince, let him be efteemed 
amongtt the wifeft and the beft of fervants and of friends. 

But if a fervant oppofe his mafters’s intereft, and intrigue 
with the enemy, prefent fuch a fervant as a gift to the foe. 

If a fervant fight valiantly and defeat his 
foe, let not the infinuations of the envious be heard to 
his prejudice ; permit not his glory to be concealed, but 
let it be exhibited in ten-fold lplendor ; and let him be 
exalted to a fuperior Ration, that other fervants may be 
infpired with a thirft for glory. 

I F a body of troops, or an Ameer, defert 
their prince, and unite with the enemy, let them not 
again be admitted into" his fervice. Thus the ieaders of 
the forces of Kufh turned from me their faces, and united 
themfelves with Ameer Haujee Burlaus ; and after that I 
confided not in them. 

Whatever fervant, unto whom the go- 
vernment of a kingdom fhall be trufted, who treache- 
roufly leagueth with the enemy, and delivereth that king- 
dom into the hands of the foe ; let him be put to death. 

But let the fervant, who defendeth and preferveth a king- 
dom, be raifed to a diftinguifhed and exalted rank.

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Thus Munguli Booghau, and Hydur An- Book II. 
dookhodee, and Ameer Aboo Saeed, on the part of Tu- 
ghulluk Timour Khaun, oppofed and attacked me with 
fix thoufand horfemen, on the banks of the water of Bul- 
lukh. Afterwards, taking offence at the condudt of Tu- 
ghulluk Timour, they fought protection from me and I 
received them with honour and efteem : and I conferred 
upon them the provinces of Andijaun, and Hyffaur Shau- 
dumaun, and Toorkiftaun. 

And I alfo ordained that the fervant of 
the foe who was in the confidence of his mafter, and, 
who in times of war and of fervice, vibrated the chain of 
friendfhip with the enemy of his prince j and who forgot 
the facred ties of lord and of fervant, and the fidelity due 
for the fait and the bread which he had eaten ; and who 
ftrove to make the enemy of his mafter the conqueror of 
his mafter ; I ordained that fuch a wretch fhould never be 
admitted into my fervice. Time fhall hereafter infliCl 
upon him his reward. 

The fervant who quitteth his mafter in 
times of trial, and offereth his fervices to another, is not 
worthy to be admitted : but when by many and long fer- 
vices his fidelity fliall be proved, he may then be received 
into favour. If in times of peace and tranquillity he of- 
fereth his fervices, let him be received with kindnefs. 

If 
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It behoveth the prince not fpeedily to de- 
grade the fervant whom he hath exalted, not to pull down 
him whom his own hand hath raifed up. Let him not 
negledt thofe whom he knoweth or remembereth. 

An d if it fhould chance that without caufe 
he put a good fervant to fhame, let him make amends by 
conferring two-fold honour upon him : and let him refer 
that fervant to his own affe&ion and fidelity : for if he 
harboureth hatred and revenge, according to his evil qua- 
lities ignominy fhall be his reward. But the fervant who 
by good condudf acquireth a place in the heart of his 
prince, fhall profper in confequence thereof. 

If a fervant fpontaneoully, or otherwife, 
feparate himfelf from his matter, and if he afterwards 
turn back unto him, let that fervant be received with 
honour : fince, afhamed of his defertion, he returneth 
again to his prince. 

Every fervant who was faithful to his 
prince, and who drew his fword on the fide of my enemy j 
if fuch a man became my prifoner in battle, or if, hope- 
lefs of reward from the foe, he came in unto me and 
offered his fervices, I ordained that he fhould be re- 
ceived with honour and efteem ; and that his fidelity 
fhould be acknowledged and relied on j and that dignities 
fuperior to thofe, which he formerly pofiefied, fhould be 
conferred upon him.

Thus 
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On the fervant who is incapable of attach- Book IT. 
ment, and who harboureth refentment, contempt and V "~ v 
ignominy lhall moll certainly fall in confequence of his 
evil qualities : but the profperity and the riches of the 
faithful and affedlionate fervant fhall be daily increafing. 

He is a good and faithful fervant who taketh 
not offence at the flights or the reprimands of his prince, 
who entertaineth not revenge in confequence thereof 
but taketh the faults of his mailer upon himfelf : fuch a 
fervant is worthy of the affedtion and the kindnefs of his 
prince. 

The fervant whofe eye is fixed on the 
morfels and the fragments -f* which fall from the table of 
his lord, will undoubtedly be negligent in the moment of 
trial. 

The fervant who forgetteth his duty in 
the hour of adtion, and turneth his face from the foe of 
his prince •, let the face of that fervant be feen no more. 

The fervant who in the hour of trial 
fearchcth after excufes ; and who on the day of enterprife 
demandeth his difmifiion, and who keepeth his eye on 
the means of retreat, and who transfereth till to-morrow 
the bufinefs of to-day, (thus Beulau and Timour Agh- 
laun adted towards me, anddeferted me in the hour of dan- 
ger) let the names of fuch fervants be held in contempt 
and let them be delivered over to the Almighty.

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And of the tribe of Toughauee I appointed Book II 
Aali Durvailh to the Ration of Ameer. 

And of the tribe of Kipchauk I raifed

Ameer Muviud (unto whom one of my fillers had been 
given in marriage) Ameer ul Omrau : and Sullauichee Ba- 
haudur of the fame tribe I made an Ameer. 

And of the tribe of Tautaur I raifed Kow- 
vung Khaun to the rank of Ameer j and the remaining 
twenty eight Ouyemauk, unto whom the Tumghau had 
not been given, I appointed commanders over their own 
tribes : that in times of war and of fervice they might 
attend in the field, and bring with them their horl'emen, 
agreeably to the regulation. 

Rules concerning the conduct ok 

SERVANTS TOWARDS THEIR PRINCE, AND OF THE 
PRINCE TOWARDS HIS SERVANTS. 

Be it known to every good fervant, that 
that which he expe&eth from his Own dependant, his 
prince alfo expedleth from him. Let him not therefore 
be backward in his fervices j but let him know, that if 
his mailer be at firft well-inclined unto him, and after- 
wards be ill-inclined unto him, he mull lay the fault and 
the confequence to himfelf and not to his mailer. 

He is a good fervant who attacheth him- 
felf unto his mailer, and doeth his duty through that 
attachment.

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Ameer Jaukoo, and Ameer Eekoo Timour, and Ameer Book II. 
Soolamaun Shaah ; on whom I alfo conferred the govern- ' 
ments of frontier kingdoms. And a hundred others of 
the tribe of Burlaus I appointed Mingbaulhees. And I 
exalted Ameer Jullaul u deen Burlaus to the dignity of 
tenth Ameer ; and Ameer Abou Saeed of the fame tribe 
to the rank of ninth Ameer. 

And from amongfl the tribe of Turkhaim 
I raifed Ameer Bauezzeed to the Ration of feventh Ameer 
and I appointed twenty perlons of the fame Tribe Euz- 
baulhees. 

And of the tribe of Aurghoon I raifed 
Taufli Khaujeh to the dignity of eighth Ameer and I 
gave the appointments of Mingbaulhees, and of Euzbau- 
Ibees, and of Ounbaufhees, to twenty people of that 
tribe. 

A n d of the tribe of Jullauir I exalted 
Touk Timour and Share Behraum to the ranks of eighth 
and of ninth Ameer ; and twenty of the fame tribe I ap- 
pointed Euzbaulhees and Ounbau/hees. 

And of the tribe of Tculkchec I confer- 
red the dignity of Ameer on Aijauvttoo Burdi. 

And of the tribe of Douldee, I raifed 
Taubaun Bahaudur and Saun Bahaudur to the dignity of 
Ameers. 

And of the tribe of Moghool I exalted 
Khaujeh Aghlaun to the rank of Ameer. 

A n d of the tribe of Suldoze I appointed 
Elchee Bahaudur to the Ration of Ameer.

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I ordained that the Ameer of every Auloos, Book II. 
of every Kufhoon, and of every Toumaun fhould, when 
called to fulfil his military fervice in times of war, fe- 
ledt and bring with him to the field from each Khirgauh * 
one horfeman, from each Duvvauleh Chouk -j* one horfe- 
man, and from each Khauneh -j- one horfeman j and that 
the water and the forage on the lands where they fhould 
be ftatipqed fhould be allowed unto them for their fubfif- 
tence ; and that an Eurghee and a Biruck ^ fhould be 
granted to the Ameer of every Auloos j and that thofe 
Ameers fhould attend in the field with forces proportioned 
to the ftrength and the numbers of their Auloofaut and 
their Toumaunaut. 

And I ordained that to twelve of the 
forty Ouyemauk which had fubmitted to my govern- 
ment, Tumghau || fhould be given (that they might 
be claffed amongft my feledt and fuperior fervants : ) to 
the Ouyemauks of Burlaus, Turkhaun, Aurghoon, Jul- 
lauir.Toulkchee, Douldee, Moghool, Suldoze, Toughauee, 
Kypchauk, Aurlaut, and Tautaur. 

And from among the tribe of Burlaus I 
feledted four Ameer ul Omraus, Ameer Khodaudaud 
(unto whom I gave the kingdom of Buddukhfhaun ) and

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And I commanded that all concerns ap- Book II. 
pertaining to the imperial dignity, the regulations of my J 
dominions, and the difmiffion, and the changing, and the 
appointing of armies and of officers, and all confultations 
and plans of operation fhould be communicated unto me 
in my feledt council. 

And I commanded that a confidential fe- 
cretary (on whofe fecrecy dependence might be placed) 
fhould at all times attend, and minute down with the pen 
of integrity the fecret tranfadlions and deliberations. 

And I ordained that writers of the general 
council fhould be appointed, and that they fhould relieve 
each other in the hall of the council, and that they fhould 
write down and preferve full and exadt accounts of every 
matter and of every bufinefs which fhould be fettled and 
determined therein : and that all rep refen tat ions made 
unto me, and all orders iffued by me, and every matter 
which was debated in council, fhould be written and in- 
ferted in the narrative of my tranfadtions. 

And I ordained that to every department 
of the departments of government an accomptant fhould 
be appointed ; and that he fhould keep a journal of the 
daily expences, and of the receipts and difburfements.

perial household. It was his duty to fuperintend the 
receipts, and the difburfements, and the general expences. 

And I ordained that three Vizzeers fhould 
be appointed over the frontiers and the domains appertain- 
ing unto the crown, and to regulate the concerns thereof. 

And I ordained that thefe feven Vizzeers 
fhould be lubjedt to the controul of the Deewaunbeghee : 
and that under his infpedlion they fhould regulate and de - 
termine the affairs and the concerns of the revenues, and 
lay them before me. 

I commanded that an Erzbeghee ■f* fhould 
be appointed ; and that he fhould communicate to me 
the ftate of the foldiers, and of the fubjedts, and the com- 
plaints of my people, and the increafe or decreafe of po- 
pulation and cultivation in my dominions, and the con- 
clufion and determination of every momentous concern. 

And I ordained that the Suddur ul Sud- 
door fhould lay before me the Sawurghaulaut t of the 
defeendants of the prophet, of the ftipendiaries, and pen- 
fioners ; and that the ecclefiaftical judge fhould commu- 
nicate unto me all ecclefiaftical concerns ; and that the 
civil affairs fhould be laid before me by the civil judge.

It was the bufinefs of thisVizzeer to iuper- ' 
intend, and communicate unto me, the concerns and the 
affairs of the country ; and the ffate and the fituation of 
the hufbandman, of the produce, and of the duties re- 
ceived, and of the deficiencies in the various provinces, 
of the merchandize brought in and fent out of the land, 
of the cultivation, and the population, and the police of 
all my dominions. 

Secondly. The vizzeer of the armies. 

It was his duty to lay before me the accompts of the 
wages due, and the aflignments granted to the troops ; 
and to inform himfelf of the fituations and circumftances 
of the foldiers (that they might not be diftreffed or op- 
preffed) and to communicate unto me the ffate and the 
ffrength of my armies. 

Thirdly. The vizzeer of the Sauir and 
Huvauee. It was his duty to take poffeffion of the effects 
of abfentees, -f- and of the defundt, and of thofe who had 
fled their country ; and to receive religious donations, and 
the duties on the merchandize of comers and of goers, 
and the taxes on the cattle, and on the pafture lands, and 
on the refervoirs of water. And having taken poffeffion of 
the produce, he was to retain it as a depofit in his hands, 
and to reftore the effedts of the abfentees and the defundt 
to their lawful heirs.

and that the police thereof fhould appertain unto him : 
that he fhould colledt the cuftoms from the traders in 
the markets ; and that if any thing fhould be flolen from 
the camp, he fhould make it good. 

A n d I ordered alfo that four divifions of 
Chupkunchee fhould be appointed; that they fhould fcour, 
and make themfelves mailers of, the circumjacent coun- 
try to the diflance of four Furfung from’the camp ; and, 
if any one was murdered or wounded within that dif- 
tance, that they fhould be accountable ; and that they alfo 
fhould be anlwerable for whatever was flolen.

And I ordered that twelve thoufand Kul- Book II. 
chee, -f* men of the fword, compleatly armed, fhould be ' 
cantoned in the palace ; to the right and to the left, and 
in the front and in the rear of the Imperial Deewaun : 
thus, that one thoufand of thole twelve thoufand fhould 
be every night upon guard ; and that over each hundred 
Kulchee an Euzbaufhee fhould be appointed; and that an 
Eokee $ fhould be given unto him. 

And I ordained that in times of war and 
in the field, each of the twelve feledt Ameers, alfo the 
Mingbaufhees, and the Euzbaufhees and the Ounbaufhees 
fhould, with twelve thoufand horfemen compleatly armed, 
for the fpace of one day and one night, when marching, 
and when halting, be ready upon guard. 

And I commanded that thofe twelve thou- 
fand horfe fhould be divided into four divifions, and that 
one divifion fhould be ported to the right of the camp,

The firft Ameer a hundred and ten horfes,

And for the fele<ft warriors, that every five 
men fhould have one tent ; and that each man fhould 
take with him a fkull-cap, and a breaft-plate, and a fword, 
and a bow, and a quiver of arrows, and his horfes agree- 
ably to the regulations ; 

And that each of the Ounbaufhees fhould 
have with him one tent, and a coat of mail, and a fword,

And that every Euzbaulhee fhould have 
one tent, and ten horfes, and his arms ; fuch as the fword, 
and the bow, and the quiver, and the mace, and the 
club, and the coat of mail, and the breaft-plate ; 

And that each of the Mingbauihees fhould 
have a tent, and a Sauehbaun ; -j- and that of arms and of 
armour ( the coat of mail, and the breaft-plate, and the 
helmet, and lances, and the fword, and quivers, and ar- 
rowsj he fhould carry with him as much as he were ablej 
And that the firll Ameer fhould carry with 
him a tent, an Autauk, and two Sauehbauns ; and cor- 
refponding with his rank, fuch a quantity of arms and of 
armour, as might enable him to fupply the deficiencies 
of others } 

+ A fort of upper roof for the tent, which being elevated two or three 
feet above it, a/nl projecting on all lides beyond it, defends the owner from 
the heat the fun. And 
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Ouyemauk Ameers an EurgheeJ Ihould be granted; Book II. 
and that to each of the four Beglerbegs a ftandard, and 
a Niccaureh, and a Cher Toghe, and an Eurghee IhoulcL 
be allowed. 

And I ordained that every Ameer who 
vanquifhed an army, or who conquered a country, if he 
were a firil Ameer, that he Ihould be exalted to the rank 
of fecond Ameer ; and if he were a fecond Ameer, that 
he Ihould be raifed to the rank of third Ameer ; and if 
he were a third Ameer, that he Ihould be exalted to the 
dignity of fourth Ameer : and thus up to the eleventh 
Ameer. For if he were eleventh Ameer, I commanded 
that he Ihould be appointed twelfth Ameer ; and th'a,t the 
ftandard, and the Toghe and the Niccaureh Ihould be 
conferred upon him. 

Thus I ordained that one Toghe Ihould 
be allowed to the firft Ameer, and two to the fecono, and 
three to the third, and to the fourth Ameer four Toghes, 
and the Niccaureh : that by their valour and their con- 
dudt they might acquire to themfelves the dignity of the 
Toumaun Toghe and the Cher Toghe.

And I ordained, whoever of my Ameers 
fubdued and wrefled a kingdom from the hands of the 
enemy, that for the fpace of three years the vicegerency 
of that kingdom fliould be conferred upon him as a re- 
ward. 


And I commanded that the feledt foldier 
who diflinguifhed himfelf in battle, Ihould be rewarded 
with a Kullung, or embroidered Autaukeh, *j* with a 
horfe, and with a fword, and with a Kummurj J and that 
he fhould be railed to the rank of an Ounbaulhee : fo 
that for the fecond, and the third achievement he might 
rife to the Rations of Euzbaufliee, and of Mingbaufliee. 

Regulations for conferring the 

HONOURS OF THE NlCCAUREH AND THE STANDARD. 

I ordained that one ftandard, and one Nic- 
caureh fliould be conferred on each of the twelve feleft 
Ameers ; and that the flandard, and the Nccaureh, 
and the Toumaun Toghe, and the Cher Toghe, || fliould 
be granted to the Ameer ul Omrau : 

And that a Toghe, and a Nuffeer § fliould 
be allowed to the Mingbaulhee Ameer, and a drum to 
the Euzbaufliee and Ounbaulhee Ameers ; and that to the

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Thus, in an engagement with Touktum- Book If. 
mifh Khaun,Taubaun Bahaudur penetrated to the ftandard- 
bearer of that prince, and inverted the ftandard j and 
he was wounded in many places. And his enemies and 
the enviers of his renown fought to bury his valour in 
oblivion : but it was not confident with my juftice that I 
fhould fhut my eyes to the merits of Taubaun. And I 
exalted him to a government ; and I received him into 
my favour ; and I conferred upon him the ftandard of 
honour. 

And I ordained, if an Ounbaufhee, or an 
Euzbaufhee, or a Mingbaufhee Ameer fhould vanquifh 
the forces of an enemy ; that in reward to an Ounbaufhee 
the government of a city fhould be given ; and that the 
reward of an Euzbaufhee fhould be the command of a 
province. 

Thus, to Burlaus Bahaudur, who was an 
Euzbaufhee, and who in the war with Touktummifh 
Khaun engaged his enemy and defeated the army of the 
foe, I gave the command of the province of HilTaur 
Shaudumaun. 

And I ordained, when a Mingbaufhee de- 
feated the forces of his antagonift, that he fhould be ap- 
pointed the lord of a principality. Thus, when Mahum- 
mud Auzaud, in the war of Kuttour, vanquifhed the 
Seah pofhaun, *j- who had defeated Burhaun Aghlaun, I 

-j- Wearers of black ; fo named from the colour of their habits. They 
inhabited the mountains fouth of Buddukhfhaun. 

O o appointed 
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And Behraum Joubeen placed the collar Book II. 
on his neck, and on his feet he fattened the chain, and 
he cloathed himfelf in the female attire. And he called 
the Ameers and the chiefs of the foldiers together, and, 
thus habited, he gave public audience to his people. And 
when the chiefs and the forces beheld the fituation of 
Behraum, they uttered revilings againft their prince, and 
they turned their hearts from their duty to Hurmuz. 

And under the banners of Behraum Jou- 
been, they proceeded to the palace of the King ; and 
they deprived him of his regal authority ; and they feated 
Khifluro Purvaze upon the throne of the Perttan empire. 

Havin g acquired this experience,' that I 
might not draw upon me the revilings of my people, I 
ordered Eekoo Timour to appear before me; and I feated 
myfelf on my throne in the midft of my chiefs ; and I 
gave admiflion to the people at large. And I commanded 
the wealth and the effects which had been taken from the 
tribe of Auroos Khaun to be brought forth ; and I con- 
ferred the whole of the fpoils on Ameer Eekoo Timour, 
and on the warriors and the foldiers who had fought under 
his command. 

And I ordained that every Ameer who 
atted with firmnefs in the day of battle, and defeated the 
enemy oppofed unto him, fhould be promoted to a fupe- 
rior ftation. 


Thus, 
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And my affedtions were turned afide from Eekoo Timour Book II. 
by their infinuations : but I had heard the hiftory of Beh- ' ' r ~~ > 
raum Joubeen, and from thence I had acquired experience. 

For when the Khaukaun advanced againft 
Hurmuz, the fon of Noulharevaun, with an army of 
three hundred thoufand fanguinary Toorks ; that prince 
fent forth Behraum Joubeen (who had been the minifter, 
and the counfellor, and the general of his father) with 
three hundred and twenty thoufand Perfians to oppofe 
him. And he engaged that prince and for three days, 
and for three nights, the daughter continued with great 
fury ; till at length he defeated the Khaukaun, and dis- 
patched intelligence of his vidtory to Hurmuz : and he 
alfo fent unto him the fpoils which he had taken. 

And the envious and the flanderous, who 
influenced the councils of Hurmuz, forged accufations 
againft him, faying, “ Behraum hath fecreted the treafures 
of the enemy ; and he hath feized to himfelf the fword, 
and the crown, and the bufldns of the Khaukaun (orna- 
mented and adorned with jewels of price).” 

And Hurmuz, from a mean and contemp- 
tible avarice, fofgot the fervices of Behraum ; and he cre- 
dited the accufations of the flanderous and felf-interefted, 
and pronounced him a traitor and a criminal ; and, in to - 
ken of his anger and contempt, fent a chain unto him, and 
a collar, and the veil of a woman.

AND MY SUBJECTS, BY REWARDS AND BY HONOURS. 

1 ordained that every Ameer who fhould 
•educe a kingdom, or defeat an army, fhould be exalted 
by three things, by a title of honour, by the ftandard, 
and by the Niccaureh ; *f* and that he fhould be dignified 
with the appellation of Bahaudur ; J and that he fhould 
be confidered as the afTociate of the royal power and dig- 
nity j and that he fhould be admitted a member of my 
imperial council ; and that the government of a frontier 
province fhould be conferred upon him; and that Ameers 
fhould be placed under his command. I alfo ordained 
that every Ameer who defeated a prince, or the fon of a 
prince, or a Khaun, fhould be exalted after the fame 
manner. 

Thus I rewarded Ameer Eekoo Timour; 
whom I had appointed to reduce Auroos Khaun. He 
conquered that prince ; and I conferred upon him a Tou- 
maun, || the flandard, the military enfign, and the Nic- 
caureh ; I made him the afTociate of my fortune; and I 
appointed him my Vizzeer and my advifer; and I gave 
him a place in my imperial council ; and I conferred upon 
him the government of a frontier province ; and 1 placed 
Ameers under his command. 

And the envious uttered infinuations 
againft him, that he had plundered the hord of Auroos 
Khaun, and that he had taken the fpoils to bimfell.

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Thus alfo Munguli Booghau, in the war Book II. 
of Bullukh, advanced with an army againft me ; and ' V ~~ J 
before the engagement commenced, I fent propofals unto 
him, and endeavoured to draw him over to my fide. But 
he forgot not his duty to Tughulluk Timour Khaun ; and 
he formed his troops in order of battle, and he charged 
my forces with undaunted refolution, and he was de- 
feated. 

And when he afterwards voluntarily came 
unto me, and kneeled to my authority, I raifed him to an 
exalted lbation, and I included him in the number of my 
moft favoured fervants ; and on all occafions I praifed and 
applauded his conduct. And fuch were the favours which 
I conferred upon him, that if any refentment femained 
in his heart, it was totally obliterated. 

A s he was a bold and intrepid warrior, he 
fignalized himfelf in my fervice, and conferred obliga- 
tions upon me. And in the war of Azzurbauejaun, when 
I encountered Kurrau Eufoof, in the moment that my 
troops were difcouraged and thrown into confufion, he 
placed upon the point of his fpear the head of an hoftile 
commander j and he named it the head of Kurrau Eu- 
foof, and called aloud to my forces, that Kurrau Eufoof 
was flain ; and he gave courage to my foldiers. And he 
rufoed on the centre of Kurrau Eufoof’s line, and drove 
him from the field. And this vidtory over Kurrau Eufoof 
I imputed to Munguli Booghau j and I exalted him to a 
fuperior rank. 

N n Regula- 
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kingdom, or diftinguifhed his valour in the hour of battle; Book IT. 
that his claims fhould be regarded, and that the price of * ' 
his fervices fhould be paid unto him : 

And that the aged warriors fhould be 
treated with honour and attention ; and that their counfel 
and opinion fhould be heard (for that which they fay, 
mud proceed from experience) and that they fhould be 
confidered as the ornaments of my empire ; and that on 
their demife, their fons fhould fucceed to their ftations 
and dignities. 

I ordained that the hofiile foldier taken in 
battle fhould not be put to death ; and that military fer- 
vice and freedom fhould be offered to his choice ; that if 
he confented to enter into my fervice, he fhould be re- 
ceived ; if not, that he fhould be fet at liberty. In this 
manner I once gave freedom to 4000 Roomi. -f* 

I ordered that every foldier who had per- 
formed his duty, and fought with valour on the fide of 
my enemy, if, from choice or necefiity, he fought fh el ter 
under my authority, that he fhould be received with con- 
fidence, and treated with honour and regard : fince he 
had performed his duty, and a&cd with fidelity to his for- 
mer matter. 

Thus I rewarded Share Behraum ; who in 
an adlion with Ameer Hooffein cppofed me face to face, 
and fought with attonifhing valour : when through ne- 
ceffity he fled to me for prote<ttion, I received him with 
honour. 


| Turks. 
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To every foldier who turned his back in Book II. 
the hour of adion, I ordered that Koornifh -f* fhould not 
be given j and that if he fled from abfolute neceffity, 
he fhould be pardoned ; and that if he fhould be flruck 
with a panic, and fly in confequence thereof, that he 
fhould be pardoned alfo j J and that to every foldier, 
who fhould fight with refolution, and be wounded in 
adion, a compenfation fhould be given ; and that if he 
fhould be wounded in battle, and then retire from the 
field, his condud fhould be applauded. The wound 
which he had received fhould be confidered as a proof, 
that if he reached not to the enemy, yet the arm of the 
enemy extended unto him : his wound fhould be a wit- 
nefs in his favour. 

I ordained that the right of the warrior 
fhould not be injured ; and that the foldier who had 
grown in years fhould not be deprived of his flation or 
his wages and that the addons of the foldier fhould not 
be fupprefled : for thofe men who fell their permanent 
happinefs for perifhable honour, merit compenfation, and 
are worthy of reward and encouragement. If a foldier 
lhould be deprived of his reward, and his adions fhould 
be hidden from the light, it would be an ad of injuftice. 

I ordained that every chief, minifter, and 
foldier, who by his fervices had eftablifhed a claim on 
my fortune j who had defeated an army, or reduced a

REWARDS TO MY SOLDIERS FROM THE MEANEST 
TO THE MOST EXALTED. 

I ordained, if any one of my feledt fol- 
diers diftinguifhed himfelf in battle, that in recompence 
for the firft exploit he fhould be made an Ounbaufhee, 
and for the fecond exploit an Euzbaufhee, and for the 
third exploit a Mingbaufhee •, and that the Taubeenaun *f* 
of the Ounbaufhee fhould for the f.rft exploit be raifed to 
the rank of Ounbaufhee. 

I ordained alfo, that an achievement whicli 
fprung from attention to perfonal fafety in the moment of 
peril, fhould not be regarded : for the ox will fometimes 
ftrike with his horns, and turn upon his purfuers. There- 
fore the firmnefs and the fpirit of the foldier muff alfo 
be confidered. 

I commanded, when a Mingbaufhee van- 
quished the forces of his antagonift by the edge of the 
fword, that he fhould be raifed to the rank of firft Ameer : 
and that the firft Ameer, on defeating the army of his 
foe, fhould be appointed fecond Ameer : and thus, that 
every Ameer who fignalized his valour and abilities, and 
overthrew the forces of his enemy, fhould be promoted 
from his own to a fuperior ftation : and that the private 
foldiers who diftinguifhed themfelves in battle, fhould be 
rewarded by an increafe of pay.

And I ordained that in times of fervice 
the Ameer ul Omrau fhould ifTue orders to the Ameers, 
and the Mingbaufhees, and the Euzbaufhees, and the Oun- 
baufhees : and that the duty of the Ounbaufhee fhould 
not be impofed on the Euzbaufhee ; and in the like 
manner that the duty of the Euzbaufhee fhould not be 
impofed on the Mingbaufhee ; nor the duty of the Ming- 
baufhee on the Ameer ; nor the duty of the Ameer on 
the Ameer ul Omrau : 

And that on fuch fervice as might be exe- 
cuted by an Ounbaufhee, an Euzbaufhee fhould not be 
ordered ; and that a Mingbaufhee fhould not be fent on a 
fervice which could be performed by an Euzbaufhee : 

And that every one of the Ameers, who, 
from a fpirit of enterprife, demanded employment, that 

his requeft fhould be granted. 
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He is capable of filling the flation of chief Book II. 
of the Omraus, who is worthy of being my lieutenant 
in peace and in war j who can rule the armies with ma- 
jefly and with authority j and who hath the vigour to 
chaftize thofe who rife in oppofition to his commands. 

I commanded, that of the fore-going three 
hundred and thirteen Ameers, four fhould be appointed 
Beglerbegs ; -f* and that one fhould be exalted to the dig- 
nity of Ameer ul Omrau : whofe authority fhould be 
over the Ameers and the army, in the field and in adlion ; 
and who in my prefence fhould adt as my deputy. 

Twelve other persons, men of re- 
putation AND RENOWN, I EXALTED TO HIGH 
COMMANDS, ACCORDING TO THIS ORDER. 

T o the firfl Ameer I gave in charge a 
thoufand men, and appointed him commander over them. 

And to the fecond Ameer I gave the command of two 
thoufand men ; and appointed him their chief. And, in 
the fame manner, to the third, and the fourth, and the 
fifth Ameer I gave the command of three, and four, 
and five thoufand men : and thus from the fixth to the 
twelfth Ameer, from fix thoufand up to twelve thoufand. 

And each, according to his rank, I appointed the deputy 
and reprefentative of his fuperior. 

Thus I appointed the firfl Ameer the de- 
puty of the fecond, and the fecond Ameer the deputy of

POINTMENT OF SUPERIOR OFFICERS. 1 

I commanded that three hundred and thir- 
teen perfons from among my chofen and fuperior fervants 
fhould be advanced to exalted dignities. And thofe were 
men who were renowned for their high lineage, and for 
noblenefs of mind, and for underftanding, and for pene- 
tration, and for refolution, and for intrepidity, and for 
fkill, and for vigilance, and for caution, and for forefight, 
and for deep refledlion. 

And to each of them I appointed another 
perfon, who on the death of the firft fhould fucceed to 
his rank and dignity j and him I entitled an expecter 

OF PREFERMENT. 

And thefe three hundred and thirteen 
Ameers were men of judgement and of knowledge ; and 
they were learned in the arts of peace and of war ; and 
they were {killed in the evolutions of armies, and in break- 
ing the lines of the enemy. 

For by experience it is known unto me, 
that he only is equal to ftations of power and dignity, 
who is well acquainted with the military art, and with 
the various modes of breaking and defeating hoftile ar- 
mies ,* who in the hour of battle giveth not his heart forth 
from his hand, nor permitteth apprehenfion and terror to 
take pofieflion of his foul , who can direct the efforts of 
his troops ; and if their ranks be thrown* into confufion, 
can by his abilities reftore them to order. 

Hs 
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f the affairs of empire be involved in confufion, can re- BookIL 
luce them to order by the hand of underftanding and 
■efledtion. 

Thus at the time that Aali Beg Choun 
Ghoorbauni feized on my perfon, and confined me in a 
loathfome dungeon, filled with vermin ; Aazeez u deen, 
who was one of my Vizzeers, came to me from Turmuz 
with fpeed ; and lulling to fleep the attention of Aali 
Beg, and hiding his eyes from his prifoner, he gave fuch 
vigour to my hopes, that with the arm of fortitude and 
refolution, and by the edge of the fword, I extricated 
myfelf from the guards which were ftationed over me, 
and recovered my freedom. In the like manner Nizzaum 
ul Moolluk delivered Mullick Shaah from the hands of 
Keefur. 

Let therefore fuch a minifter be accounted 
the companion of the imperial fortune; let him be treated 
with kindnefs and affe&ion , and let not his counfels be 
difregarded : for that which be fayeth, proceedeth from 
wifdom and underftanding. 

If a king be opprefiive, and his Vizzeer be 
juft, the opprefiions of the king are moderated and rec- 
tified by the juftice of the Vizzeer ; but if the Vizzeer 
be opprefiive, the affairs of that government fhall be 
fpeedily involved in confufion. 
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ikying, ** I would have fought the fervice of princes j Book II. 
** that I might have been able to do good to the fervants 
“ of my Creator.” 

And it was on this account that I confent- 
ed to accept the employments of minifter and general 
from Ouleaus Khaujeh, the fon of Tughulluk Timour 
Khaun - y that I might fuccour and fupport the people. 

And from the afliftance and protection which I afforded 
to his fervants, it may have come to pafs that Almighty 
God hath exalted me to the throne of empire. 

And if a minifter by fkilful meafures, or 
by the fword, conquereth or faveth a kingdom, let him 
be held in honour and refpedt ; and let him be exalted 
and ftiled. The lord of the sword and the pen. 

A SKILFUL AND ABLE MINISTER IS THAT MINI- 
STER, who, when neceffary, can by his counfels and abilities 
difperfe and divide the power of armies j and who, when 
occafion calleth, can by well-adapted and fkilful meafures 
unite them together ; who hath the capacity to fow divi- 
fions among the forces of the enemy, and to make them 
fubfervient to his views, and to be the confervator of his 
prince and mafter ; who can, by his fagacity, and wifdom, 
and forefight refolve and render eafy the momentous con- 
cerns and difficulties which furround a king ; and who, 
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A VIRTUOUS MINISTER IS THAT MINISTER, Book II. 
whofe good qualities predominate over his failings. ' r ~~ > 

Thus I have heard, that the failings of 
Nizzaum ul Moolluk were vanquished by his virtues. At 
that time when he refolved to perform the holy pil- 
grimage, one of the men of God faid unto him j “ Thy 
“ good adtions which Shine forth in the glory and the 
“ power of Mullick Shaah, and the bleffings which the 
“ people of the Almighty receive from thy hands, are 
“ equal to all the merits of pilgrimage <ind of fandtity.” 

And it has alfo been related unto me, that 
on the day when Aali Ben Luckti, who was the minister 
of Hauroon ul RuSheed, determined to retire from the 
Vizzaurut ; as his administration had been favourable to 
the people of God, one of the holy priefts wrote to him, 
faying, “ Thou Shalt continue to execute thy office in the 
“ palace of the Khalif ; thou Shalt not relinquish thy au-. 

“ thority : for the comforts and the benefits which thou 
“ conferred on the fervants of the Almighty, are fuperior 
“ to all the good and glorious actions of thy life.” 

And fo alfo I have heard, that when it 
was demanded of the holy prophet, (on whom be the 
protection of God ) “ If thou hadft not been fent forth 
“ the meSTenger and prophet of the Almighty, what oc- 
«« cupation wouldeSt thou have chofen ?” He anfwered, 

faying. 
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of his foul. If he be malignant, and harbour revenge, Book II. 
he muft be watched with care and with caution ; left he ' ' 1 

enter into confederacies with the enemies of the imperial 
power, and involve in confufion the revenues and the 
army of his prince. 

An intelligent and sagacious minister is 
that minister, who fupporteth the fubjedt with one 
hand, and with the other hand holdeth up the foldier j who 
receiveth not whence it fhould not be received j and who 
giveth not where it fhould not be given ; who letteth not 
vigilance and circumfpedlion forth from his hand j who 
adleth with uprightnefs and integrity j who looketh for- 
ward to the conclufion and confequences of every tranf- 
adtion j and who in negotiating the affairs of the empire 
feeth not his enemy before him. 

That minister is an experienced and ac- 
tive minister, who keepeth in his eye the cultivation 
and population of the country, and the profperity of the 
fubjedts, and the ftrength of the army, and the fulnefs 
of the treafury j who exerteth himlelf in promoting 
thofe meafures which are profitable to government, and 
hazardeth his fortune and his life in counteradling thofe, 
from which evil may follow to the imperial dignity ; and 
who diredteth the concerns of the foldier and the fubjedt 
with prudence and deliberation.

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And if the minifter tranfadteth the im- Book II. 
portant concerns of empire by villainy and artifice, it ' ^ 
/hall fpeedily happen that the power and profperity of 
that empire /hall pafs away. 

That minister is a wise minister, who 
in his condudt employeth both mildnefs and feverity j who 
is neither immoderately fevere, nor weakly compliant. 

For if he adteth with too much mildnefs and compliance, 
the avaricious and wordly-minded will opprefs and bear 
him down : and if his feverity be excefiive, the people 
will fly from before him, and at all times avoid his pre- 
lence. 

Therefore that minister is a wise mi- 
nister, who regulateth and giveth order to the edifice of 
royalty by a juft knowledge of mankind, and by an uni- 
form and prudent condudt ; who in the execution of his 
office adteth with patience and forbearance, and condudteth 
the affairs of government with mildnefs and with feverity. 

Let fuch a Vizzeer be confidered as a 
friend and companion in the imperial dignity. For the 
dignity of empire is fupported by extenfive territories, 
by a rich treafury, and by numerous armies : and thefe 
three things /hall be obtained and fecured by a wise 
minister. 

A perfect minister is that minister, who, 
in confequence of any har/hnefs that (hall be offered unto 
him, permitteth not revenge and enmity to take po/Te/fion 
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who was adorned with every great and Ihining quality; Book II. 
and appointed an ignoble and worthlefs man in his place. 

By the ill condudt, vicioufnefs, and villainy of that minif- 
ter the foundation of the power of Mullick Shaah was 
overturned. 

I n this manner A1 Kummi, who was no- 
ted for his malevolent and revengeful difpofition, was rai- 
fed to the dignity of firft minifter by Maatuffim Billau 
Ubbaufi. Influenced by the fecret rancour which he har- 
boured in his foul againft the Khulleefeh, that wicked 
miriifter deceived his mafter with the language of trea- 
chery ; and exciting the ambition of Hullaukoo Khaun, 
drew the powerful arms of that prince on the head of the 
unfufpedting Khalif : he caufed his perfon to be feized ; 
and that befell the Khalif which did befall him. 

Therefore the Vizzeer to be chofen is a 
man of illuftrious defeent, and of a noble heart, and of a 
virtuous difpofition, and of prudent condudl. The truly 
illuftrious fwerve not from their duty ; but in the bafe 
and ignoble fidelity and good faith are not to be found. 

And every Vizzeer who condudteth him- 
felf in his high ftation with uprightnefs and integrity ; 
who diredteth the various departments of government 
with redtitude, and with fidelity, and with refpedt to the 
facred laws, let him be exalted to the higheft dignities. 

K k And 
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That minifter {hall be equal to his office. Book II. 
who ordereth and condu&eth the affairs and concerns of * v ' 
the government, of land, and of property, with upright- 
nefs, and integrity, and moderation ; who taketh not 
where it ffiould not be taken, and remitteth not where 
it fhould not be remitted ; who in his ordinances and pro- 
hibitions giveth proofs of lenity and of firmnefs ; in whom 
hypocrify and diffimulation {hall not appear ; who fpeak- 
eth well of the foldier and of the fubjedt ; and who nei- 
ther heareth nor fayeth evil of another j who, if he dif- 
covereth bad defigns in any one, {hall fo condudt himfelf 
towards him, that he {hall turn back from his iniquitous 
intentions •, and who {hall do good to the man who doeth 
evil unto him, that he may return into the path of 
friendlhip. 

Let the Vizzeer who heareth and fayeth 
evil of others, who foweth contention, and who endea- 
voureth to ruin a good and virtuous man, from the malice 
which he beareth unto him, be expelled from his office. 

The office of the Vizzaurut muff not be 
conferred on the wicked, the envious, the revengeful, or 
the feditious : for the confequence that {hall follow from 
the adminiftration of fuch men, is the fpeedy diffolution 
of the imperial fortune and empire. 

Thus it happened to Mullick Shaah Sil- 
jokee. He difgraced his Vizzeer Nizzaum ul Moolluk, 

who 
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Concerning other crimes, the breaking Book II. 
of teeth, and the putting out of eyes, and the Hitting 
and cutting off the ears and nofe, and wine-drinking and 
adultery, I ordained that whoever fhould be guilty of 
thefe, or other crimes, they fhould be brought into the 
court of the ecclefiaftical and civil judges : that the ec- 
clefiaftical magiftrate fhould decide on thofe caufes, which 
are determinable by the facred laws; and that thofe which 
did not fall under his cognizance, fhould be inveftigated, 
and laid before me by the civil judge. 

Concerning the appointment of 

MINISTERS. 

I ordained that in Vizzeers four qualities 
fhould be particularly attended to : Firfl, firmnefs and 
generofity : .Secondly, underftanding and fagacity : Third- 
ly, the power of living in harmony with the foldiers and 
the fubjeds : Fourthly, patience under difficulties, and 
talents for the cultivation of peace and tranquillity : 

That whoever was endowed with thefe 
four qualities fhould be confidered as equal to the office 
of Vizzeer j fhould be made both minifter and coun- 
fellor, and the reins of the concerns of the government, 
of the army, and the fubjeds be delivered over to his 
care; that preeminence fhould be conferred upon him 
by four things, confidence, and efteem, and difcretionary 
power, and authority.

honoured by the kindnefs of his prince, brought forth Book II. 
all that he had, and laid it at the feet of his lord ; and ' v ' 
thus preferved both his influence and his honour. 

And I commanded that if any one of 
my foldiers, exceeding the limits prefcribed him, ihould 
injure or opprefs the weak and the helplefs, he ihould be 
delivered into the hands of the injured perfon, that he 
might retaliate upon him. 

A N d if the chiefs or the nobles of any 
tribe or people extorted from the induftrious hulbandman 
his fmall pittance, I commanded that a fine Ihould be le- 
vied on the guilty perfon in proportion to the degree of 
extortion, and to his ability to make retribution : and if 
the governor or fuperintendant ihould cruelly deftroy 
the property of a fubjedt, that he ihould be brought to 
puniihment : but I ordained that after convidtion, if the 
guilty perfon was fined, in that cafe corporal puniihment 
ihould not be inflidted ; and if corporal puniihment was 
inflidted, I ordered that he ihould not be fined. 

Robbers and thieves, in whatever place 
they might be found, or by whomfoever detected, I com- 
manded to be put to death. 

And I ordained, that, if any one feized by 
violence the property of another, the value of that pro- 
perty ihould be taken from the oppreffor, and be reilo- 
red to the opprefled. 

I i 2 Con- 
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of their fubfiftence, it Ihould be deducted therefrom ; and Book II. 
that, if they had defrauded the revenues to three times the 
amount of their falaries, the imperial collectors Ihould 
levy it upon their fortunes. 

And I ordered that the collectors Ihould 
not take more than was due ; but that their conduCt 
Ihould be governed by equity and juflice, that abufes 
might not creep into the ordinances of government. 

I commanded that the tales of the wicked, 
the envious, and the malicious again!! my Vizzeers Ihould 
not be attended to. For minifters are a clafs of men who 
have many enemies ; and the inhabitants of this, world 
are fearchers after the things thereof. If a minifter pa- 
tronizes and fupports them, they will deceive and betray 
him ; and if he negleCts thofe people, they will gird up 
their loins in oppofition unto him. 

Chughtai Khaun had a minifter whom 
the fons of calumny accufed of peculation to the amount 
of many thoufand pieces of money. When they prefen t- 
ed the impeachment to the king, he commanded the 
Vizzeer into his prefence, and thus reproached him, “ It 
« is evident that thou art a wretch of a moft abjeCt dii- 
“ pofition, fince being the minifter of a prince rich and 
** powerful as I am, thou canft be meanly content with 
“ defrauding thy mailer of fuch poor and contemptible 
« fums as thefe.” The fagacious and good Vizzeer, thus 

I i honoured 
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rfiery will ruin and deftroy his loyal and faithful fubjedts ; Book II. 
and by falfehood, and perfidy, and deceit fhake and over- 
turn the foundation of his empire. 

Thus Ameer Hooflein entered into a trea- 
cherous correfpondence with one of my Vizzeers. And 
he adminiftered to his avarice, and he prevailed upon him 
to fow difcord and enmity between me and Eekoo Timour 
and Ameer Jaukoo, who were the finews of my power and 
fortune. And I penetrated into the defigns of Ameer 
Hooflein and my Vizzeer, and I liftened not to their ac- 
cufations againft them. 

And thus alfo feveral of t hole in whom I 
confided, from envy and from malice, communicated fic- 
titious tales unto me, both in public and in private, to 
the prejudice of Ameer Ubbaus, who was one of my 
moil powerful and moil faithful chiefs. And they kind- 
led the fire of my refentment by their falfe reports ; and 
in the moment of anger I ordered him, unheard and un- 
examined, to be put to death : and in the end I difcove- 
red the perfidy of his accufers, and I was afhamed and 
confounded at my own condudh 

If the Vizzeers fuperintending the reve- 
nues, who hold the riches of the empire, were guilty of 
peculation therein j and if the fums which they appro- 
priated to their own ufe, exceeded not the amount of 
their falaries, I ordered that it Ihould be conferred upon 
them ; that if they had taken fums to twice the amount 

of 
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And if the Ameers, who are the bulwarks Book II. 
of empire, fhould difobey in the hour of a&ion, I order- ' ' r ~~ > 
ed that they fhould be degraded from their commands, 
and deprived of their powers and their dignities } and 
that if any of them fhould be guilty of adtions, from 
whence difturbances might arife in my dominions, that 
they fhould be delivered over to the judgement of their 
peers ; and that if they were guilty of negledt in the 
line of their military duty, they fhould be claffed amongft 
the fcribes ; and, if in that ftation they were difobedient 
and refradtory, that they fhould be expelled from the im- 
perial fervice. 

Concerning the ministers, who 

ARE THE MOST RESPECTABLE AND CONFIDENTIAL 
OF THE SERVANTS OF ROYALTY. 

I ordained, if they fhould be guilty of trea- 
chery in the concerns of the empire, or form attempts 
for the fubverfion of the imperial authority, that their 
judges fhould not be precipitate in configning them over 
to death : 

And that they fhould difcover and afcer- 
tain who were their accufers, and firft try the honefty 
and truth of the witnefies on the touchftone of examina- 
tion and proof : for the invidious and the flanderers are 
many ; who from envy and felf-intereft will cloath falfe- 
hood in the garment of truth, that they may accomplifh 
their own defigns. 

And many there are, worthlefs and wicked 
men, who will fupport and encourage the enemies of 
their prince } and who by fraud, and artifice and trea- 
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And that my grandfons fhould receive fub- Book II. 
fiftence and lands for from three to feven thoufand horfe, 
each according to his capacity and abilities. 

To all others who were related unto me, I 
commanded that fubfiftence and appointments fhould be 
given, from the rank of firft Ameer to the rank of feventh 
Ameer, according to the abilities, and the dignity, and 

the rank of each ; and that every one of them fhould reft 
content with the ftation wherein he was placed, and pre- 
fume not to exceed the limits prefcribed unto him ; and 
that if any one of them fhould difobey this order, he 
Ihould be called to a ftrift account. 


Concerning the punishments 

OF MY CHILDREN, AND MY GRANDCHILDREN, AND 
MY RELATIONS, AND MY CHIEFS, AND MY MINI- 
STERS. 

I ordained, if either of my fons fhould 
afpire to the imperial throne, that they fhould not pre- 
fume to put him to death, nor load him with chains ; 
neither fhould they injure him in his limbs, or his organs; 
but that they fhould confine him in a prifon, until he 
returned back from his evil ways : that civil wars and 
convulfions might not arife in the land of the Lord. 

And if any one of my grandchildren, 01 
relations, rofe in enmity againft me, I ordered him to be 
reduced to the ftate of a Dervaifh. -j»

I commanded that my eldeft ion, the heir 
to my throne, who is Mahummud Jehaungheer, ihould 
receive the fubfiftence of twelve thoufand horfemen, and 
the afiignment of territories fufficient to defray the fame : 

And that my fecond fon, who is Omur 
Sheikh, ihould receive the fubfiftence of ten thoufand 
horfemen, and lands correfpondent thereunto : 

And that my third fon, who is Meeraun 
Shaah, ihould receive the fubfiftence of nine thoufand 
horfemen, and the afiignment of a province for the pay- 
ment of the fame : 

And that my fourth fon, who is Shaah- 
rokh, ihould receive the fubfiftence of feven thoufand 
horfemen, and the afiignment of a Jaugheer equivalent 
thereto :

and that the Jaugheerdaur -j- might not ill-ufe or opprefs 
them ; and that he fliould take an account of all the fums 
which were collected in. the province : and that the other 
fupervifor fliould keep a regifler of the public expences, 
and diftribute the revenues among the foldiers. 

And every Ameer who was appointed to a 
Jaugheer, J I ordained that for the fpace of three years it 
fliould remain unto him; and that after three years the 
ftate of the province fliould be infpeCted.

And I ordained that for the fubfiftence of 
the Ounbaufliees and the Euzbaulhees written orders 
(hould be given on the Maulaumauni ■f* of the cities and 
th<* country ; and that the interior diftridls (hould be al- 
lotted for the payment of the Mingbaulhees j and that the 
ftipends of the Ameers and the Ameer ul Omrau (hould 
be granted on the revenues of the frontier provinces. 

And I COMMANDED THAT THE DISTRI- 
BUTION OF THE PROVINCES, AND THE DISTRICTS, 
SHOULD BE MADE IN THIS MANNER : 

That the amount of the revenues of the 
various provinces and kingdoms (hould be divided into 
lots for more or for lefs, and that a royal aflignment for

And I ordained that penfions, and falaries, 
and fubfiftence fhould be conferred on the pofterity of the 
prophet, and the theologians, and the men of fcience, 
and the learned in medicine, and on the aftrologers, and 
the hiftorians, in proportion to their different ranks and 
ftations : and that the fubfiftence of the foot-foldiers, 
and the domeftics, and the Furraufhaun £ ftiould be fixed 
at from a hundred to a thoufand. 

A N D I ordained alfo that the Ameer ul 
Omrau fhould receive his fubfiftence under the infpetftion 
of the Dewaunbeghi and the Vizzeers. And I commanded 
that the Vizzeers and the Dewaunbeghi fhould lay before 
me the ftatement of the falaries of each of my people, 
and pay them agreeably thereto. 

A n d I ordained that a written order for 
his fubfiftence fhould be delivered to each of my foldiers ; 
and that the fums which from time to time were advan- 
ced unto him, fhould be written down on the back of 
that order.

In the like manner I ordained, that the Euz- 
baulhec Ihould appoint the Ounbaulhee, and the Ming- 
baulhee the Euzbaufhee ; and that they fhould lay before 
me an account of the perfon who had died or deferted, 
and of the appointment of another in his Head. 

A n d I commanded in the like manner, 
that, on military fervice and in every concern that re- 
lated to government, the authority of the Mingbaulhee 
Ihould be eftablilhed over the Euzbaulhee ; and the au- 
thority of the Euzbaufhee over the Ounbaulhee } and the 
authority of the Ounbaulhee over the common foldier ; 
that they fhould chaftife thofe that were difobedient •, and 
that thofe who in the day of battle were deficient in per- 
forming their duty, Ihould be expelled •, and that others 
Ihould be appointed in their place.

And he .mufl adl with caution and 
circumfpedtion : for many are lovers of flander and of ca- 
lumny, who may carry reports abroad, and communicate 
to the Vizzeers and the Ameers the words and the adtions 
of their prince. Thus, it once happened unto me at a 
time when feveral of thofe whom I admitted to my pri- 
vate council proved to be the fpies of my Vizzeers and 
my Omraus.

I ordained, when ten felcdt foldiers, men 
of proof, were collected together, that one of them, 
who was diflinguifhed for valour and for bravery, fhould, 
with the advice and the confent of the remaining nine, be 
appointed commander over them > and that he fhould be 
called Ounbaufhee : 

And when ten Ounbaufhee were affem- 
bled together, that one of them who was qualified by 
fervice and abilities, fhould be appointed their leader j and 
that he fhould be fliled Euzbaufhee :

Seventhly. On the affairs of his go- Bookll. 
vernment he mull lifl.cn to the opinions of his fervants : 
thofe which are good, he mu ft lay up in the treafury of 
his heart, and call them forth into adtion at their proper 
feafons. 

Eighthly. In the concerns of dominion, 
and in thofe tilings which relate to his fubjedls and his 
foldiers, he mult not adt by the affiftance and- the advice 
of others. If his Vizzeers or his Ameers fpeak unto him 
concerning any one, whether that which they lay be good, 
or whether it be evil, let him hearken to them ; but in 
forming his determination thereon let him be cautious 
and circumfjpedt, until the truth be apparent unto him. 

Ninthly. It is neceflarv that the ma- 
jefty of his dominion be fo impreffcd on the hearts of his 
foldiers and his fubjedts, that none fliall dare to difobey 
his orders and commands, or to revolt from their duty 
and obedience to his royal authority. 

Tenthly. What the king doeth he 
mull do from himfelf ; and he mud: adhere to that which 
he fayeth : for unto a prince there is nothing fo valuable 
as a juft veneration for his royal word. This word is 
unto him a family of princes, and a rich treafury ; it ma- 
k«th to him numerous fubjedls and powerful armies.

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So it hath been related unto me, that Sool- Book II. 
taun Muhmood, emperor of Ghizni, ordered on a cer- ’ ‘ 
tain occafion that a ftone fhould be caft down at the 
entrance of the plain of Ghiznein : and the horfes of the 
people ftarted and fprang back from that ftone. And al- 
though his fervants folicited his permiflion that they might 
remove the ftone from the entrance of the road, he refu- 
fed his affent : he anfwered unto them, ‘ I have ifliied 
* forth the order; and I will not turn back from, or con- 
‘ tradid, my own commands.’ 

Sixthly; (for from hence proceedeth 
fecurity and power) he muft not truft the concerns of his 
government to others, nor deliver over the reins of his 
authority into the hands of a fcrvant : for the world is 
full of treachery, and hath many lovers ; and it may 
foon come to pafs'that the powerful fervant fhall afpire to 
regal dignity, and feat himfelf on the throne of his mafter. 

Such was the condud of the minifters of 
Sooltaun Muhmood towards their lord. They expelled him 
from the imperial throne, and they divided his dominions 
and his power amongft themfelves. It is neceffary therefore 
that the powers and important affairs of government be 
divided > and that they be entrufted to the care of divers 
perfons of approved fidelity, and of known loyalty ; fo 
that being employed in their own proper departments, no 
one of them may afpire to the fupreme authority. 

F f 
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unjuft: and cruel, it fhall fpeedily come 10 pafs, that the Book II. 
edifice of his mafters’s power and dominion fhall be level- ^ ' 
led with the earth. 

Thus Ameer Hooflein had a cruel and a 
wicked minifter, who levied oppreflive fines on the fol- 
diers and on the fubjedts j until in a fhort time by the op- 
preflions of chat unjuft and cruel minifter, the fabric of 
the dominion of Ameer Hooflein was laid in the duft. 

Thirdly. In his injudtions and in hi? 
prohibitions he mu ft adt with refolution and with firm- 
nefs. And he himfelf muft iflue his royal commands, 
that no one may have the temerity, or the power, to inter- 
pofe, to alter, or to corrupt them. 

Fourthly. He muft be firm and con- 
ftant in all his determinations. That is to fay, on what- 
ever plan or enterprife he fhall refolve, he muft not alter 
his refolution, nor withdraw his hand from that enter- 
prife, until he hath brought it to a fortunate conclufion. 

The fifth is the ,fpirk of command. 

For whatever command he giveth, it is neceflary that 
that command fhould be obeyed j that no one fhould have 
the power to adt in oppofition thereto, even though in- 
convenience or milchief fhould be the expedted confe- 
quence of that command. 


So 
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Thus I eftablifhed rules for the fecurity of Book II. 
my government. * 

I regulated my conduct by Twelve certain 
Maxims : and by them I feated myfelf firmly on the 
throne of empire. And from experience it is known unto 
me, that every prince who adhereth not to thefe Twelve 
Maxims, Ihall reap little advantage from his dominion 
and regal ftation. 

First. It is neceflary that his words and 
his actions be his own. That is to fay, that his foldiers 
and his fubjeCts may know that what the king fayeth and 
doeth, he fayeth and doeth from himfelf •, and that no 
other perfon hath influence therein. 

Therefore it is requifite that a king be 
not fo guided by the conduct and the counfels of others, 
as to make them his afiociates in his regal authority. For 
although he be obliged to hear good advice from all, yet 
he mull not to that degree attend unto them, as to enable 
them by their meafures and their counfels to become his 
equals, and in the end his fuperiors, in the concerns of 
his government. 

Secondly. It is neceflary to a king thai 
he adhere to juftice in all his actions, and that he re- 
ceive into his fervice minifters who are juft and virtuous. 

For if a king be guilty of oppreflion, an upright minifter 
may counteract the evil thereof. But if the minifter be 

unjuft 
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body of the people, the indigent and the poor, who had Book II. 
capacity and abilities, I commanded to be accommodated 
agreeably to their fituations. 

I ordered that the merchant who had loft 
his property, Ihould have fuch fums of money given unto 
him as were fufficient to reftorc his capital to its original 
ftate; and that every hulbandman and every peafant, who 
was not polfelfed of the implements of hulbandry and cul- 
tivation, Ihould be fupplied therewith ; and that thofe, 
of whatever clafs or rank, who chofe the occupation of 
arms, Ihould be received into military fervice. 

And the genuine defcendant of a foldier, 
refolute and brave, of whatever tribe or hord he might 
be, I ordered to be enrolled in the number of my forces, 
and to be promoted in proportion to his condudt and be- 
haviour. 

And I ordained that no perfon, whatever 
his rank, who entered my palace, Ihould be excluded 
from the table of my imperial bounty. 

And whoever was brought into my pre- 
fence, and attradted my notice, I commanded that ho- 
nours fhould be conferred upon him in proportion to his 
rank j and that every criminal who came for the firft 
time before my tribunal, Ihould be pardoned ; but that 
for the fecond, and the third, crime he Ihould meet with 
punilhment adequate to his offences.

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tun, and from Chcen, and from Maucheen, and from Hin- Book II. 
doftaun, and from the cities of Arabia, and from Miflur, ' ” * 
and from Shaum, and from Room, and from the iflands 
of the Chriftians ; that they might give me information of 
the fituation, and of the manners, and of the cuftoms of 
the natives and the inhabitants of thofe regions ; and that 
they might obferve, and communicate unto me, the con- 
duit of the princes of every kingdom, and of every coun- 
try, towards their fubjedts. 

Relative to the various tribes, whether 
Toork orTaucheek, Arrub or Ajjum, -f- who fought fhelter 
under my government ; thefe were the Regulations 
which I eftabliffled. 

First, I commanded that thofe who were 
of the pofterity of the prophet, or theologians learned in 
the laws, fflould be received with reverence and refpedt ; 
and that all their wilhes and deiires fliould be fulfilled ; 
and that they fhould be fupported in affluence and honour. 

And thofe who were foldiers, I ordered to 
be incorporated with my troops, and entertained accord- 
ing to their rank and their circumstances. 

And thofe who were {killed in mechanic 
arts, I diredted to be employed in my fervice. And the 

the Arabs the word Ajjum or Ajjumi to ditlinguifh any perfon,Or people, of 
a different nation from their owe.

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t i. e* Whether Tatars or Perfians, Arabs or Syrians. Such are the 
confined meanings of the words Taucheef and Ajjum ; but they frequently 
convey a more extenfivc idea : for the Tatars ufe the word Tauchtek , and

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mighty had given wifdom jf and I aflociated with them ; Book II. 
and 1 heard from them the word of God ; and I acquired ' 
knowledge of the bleflings of a future ftate. And I faw 
them perform miracles and wonderful things ; and I 
reaped delight and fatisfattion from their converfation. 

The eleventh class. I brought 
into my palace artificers of every fort, and of every deno- 
mination ; and I admitted them into my camp j that both 
at home and abroad they might fupply, and keep in rcadi- 
nefs, the necelfaries requifite to my foldiers. 

The twelfth class. To travellers, 
and to voyagers, of every country I gave encouragement ; 
that they might communicate unto me the intelligence 
and tranfa&ions of the furrounding nations. 

And I appointed merchants and chiefs of Kau- 
ruvvauns to travel to every kingdom, and to every country ; 
that they might bring unto me all forts of valuable mer- 
chandize and rare curiofities,fromKhuttau, and from Khut- 

and devoted themfelves to folitude, to the fludy of the Koraun, and the 
regular performance of the religious duties prescribed by their law-giver. 

Thefe hermits, or monks, like their brethren of the weftern church, acqui- 
red in all times a large fhare of popular refpedt and veneration by their 
aufterities andappare.it fan<Tty. They too performed their miracles and 
wonderful things ; atiJ, if the eaftem hiftorians may be credited, with as 
much dexterity and addrefs as any o! vhofe holy men and women on whom 
the honour of faintfhip has been conferred by the infallibility of the Roman 
Pontiffs. 

tun. 
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-j- The firft, the third, and this (the tenth) dafs, appear on a fuperficial 
view to be the fame people, be. men devoted to the duties of religion ; but, 
on a nearer examination, it is evident that they were clafTes diltind from 
each other. The firfl were undoubtedly the heads of the Mahummudan 
church, the pofterity of Aali, the dignified prelates, and the eminent doc- 
tors of the law. The third clafs appears to be a felcdion (from the firft) 
of fuch eminent men as had rendered themfelves celebrated by their fupc- 
rior piety and religious attention to the laws. And by this (the tenth) dafs 
Timour evidently means fuch religious men, as had retired from the world 

and 
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The eighth class. Men learned Bookll. 
in medicine, and thofe {killed in the art of healing, and 
aftrologers, and geometricians, who are efiential to the 
dignity of empire, I drew around me. 

And, by the aid of phyficians and chirur- 
geons, I gave health to the fick. And, with the atliftance 
of aftrologers, I afcertained the benign or malignant afpeCt 
of the ftars ; their motions, and the revolutions of the 
heavens. And, with the aid of geometricians and archi- 
tects, I laid out gardens, and planned and conftruCted 
magnificent buildings. 

The ninth class. Hiftorians, and 
fuch as were poflefied of information and intelligence, I 
admitted to my prefence. And from thefe men I heard 
the lives of the prophets and the patriarchs ; and the 
hiftories of ancient princes, and the events by which they 
arrived at the dignity of empire, and the caufes of the 
declenfion of their fortunes. 

And from the narratives and the hiftories 
of thofe princes, and from the manners and the condud: 
of each of them, I acquired experience and knowledge. 

And from thofe men I heard the deferiptions and the tra- 
ditions of the various regions of the globe, and acquired 
knowledge of the fituations of the kingdoms of the earth. 

The tenth class. I united myfelf 

with holy and pious men, with thofe to whom the Al- 
mighty 
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And thofe of my officers whofe refolution Book II. 
and abilities I had weighed and proved in the balance ' * * 
of trial, I received into my efpecial favour, and I pro- 
moted them to the rank of commanders : and, in propor- 
tion to their conduct, I advanced them to fuperior llations. 

The sixth class. From amongft the 
wife and the prudent, who merited trull and confidence, 
who were worthy of being confulted on the affairs of 
government, and to whofe care I might fubmit the fecret 
concerns of my empire, I l’eledted a certain number, 
whom I conlfituted the repofitories of my fecrets. And 
my weighty and hidden tranfadlions , and my fecret 
thoughts and intentions I delivered over to them. 

The seventh class. By the viz- 
zeers, and the fecretaries, and the feribes I gave order and 
regularity .to my public councils. I made them the keepers 
of the mirrour of my government in which they fhewed 
unto me the affairs of my dominions and my empire, and 
the concerns of my armies and my people. 

An d they kept rich my treafury •, and they 
fecured plenty and profperity to my foldiers and to my 
fubje&s. And by proper and Ikilful meafures they repair- 
ed the diforders incident to empire j and they kept in 
order the revenues and the expences of government j and 
they exerted themfelves in promoting plenty and popula- 
tion throughout my dominions. 

D d 2 The 
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ihods of charging and breaking the lines of the enemy, Bookir. 
and of Ikirmifliing, and all the other operations of war : 
and I placed confidence in them ,• and I confulted their opi- 
nions in proportion to their fkill and experience. 

The fifth class. The foldier and 
the fubjedt I regarded with the fame eye. And the brave 
and the refolute from amongft my warriors I diftinguifhed 
by gifts and by honours. 

And I treated with dignity and attention 
the rulers and the chiefs of every province and kingdom; 
and I conferred rewards upon them, and I reaped benefit 
from their fervices. 

And I kept my troops in a ftate of readi- 
nefs, and I advanced to them their wages even before it 
was due. Thus in my expedition againft Room, I gave 
unto my foldiers ieven years wages •, part thereof due, 
and the remainder in advance. And fuch was the difei- 
pline which I eftablilhed amongft my troops and my fub- 
jedts, that the one was never injured or opprefled by the 
other. 

And my foldiers of every rank I confined 
in fuch fort to their feveral ftations, that they could not 
fte beyond the limits preicribed to them : and I neither 
exalted them above, nor depreifed them below the reft of 
my fubjedts. And thofe of them who fignalized them- 
felves by eminent fervices, I rewarded with honours and 
donations.

And 
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In my deliberations, I reaped the greateft advantage from Book II. 
their mediation. And by them I obtained victories in the ' ^ 
day of battle. 

Thus it came to pafs, when in an engage- 
ment with Touktummirti Khaun my forces were thrown 
into confufion by the fuperior numbers of the enemy, 

Meer Zeau u deen (of Subzvaur) who was noted for the 
efficacy of his prayers, bared his head, and ftretched forth 
his arms in Application : his prayer was not yet concluded, 
when the effedts of his mediation became apparent. 

And fo alfo it came to pafs, at a time when 
one of the inhabitants of my Hoorrum Surrai -f- was afflidted 
with a deadly diftemper. Twelve holy Siuds, celebrated Jfor 
their piety, afiembled together; and each of them devo- 
ted a year of his own exiftence to her prefervation : and 
Ihe was reftored to health, and enjoyed the full meafure of 
their donation. 


The fourth class. The Ameers, 
and the chiefs, and the commanders of my forces, I ad- 
mitted to my councils ; and I raifed them to exalted dig- 
nities ; and I affociated, and converfed familiarly, with 
thenu 

And I loved tbofe intrepid warriors who 
had given repeated proofs of their courage and abilities. 
And I propofed queftion9 to them concerning the art of 
war, and the various modes of advancing in the field of 
battle, and of retreat in fituations of peril, and the me- 


t One of his wives. 
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Regulations. By the twelve classes I Bookll. 
rendered ftrong and permanent the balls and fuperftru&ure 
of my government •, and I confidered thofe ClafTes as the 
twelve months, and as the twelve figns of the zodiac, pre- 
dominating over the concerns of my empire. 

The first class. I granted admif- 
fion to the defendants of the prophet, and to theologians, 
and to dodors learned in the laws, and to holy men. And 
they reforted at all times to my palace, and they beauti- 
fied and adorned my imperial aflembly by their prefence. 

And they converfed on lacred knowledge, and on govern- 
ment, and on wifdom : and to them I propofed queftions 
concerning thofe things which were lawful, and thofe 
which were forbidden. 

The second class. Perfons of wif- 
dom, and deliberation, and vigilance, and circumfpedion, 
and aged men endowed with knowledge and forefight, I 
admitted to my private councils : and I alTociated with 
them, and I reaped benefit, and acquired experience from 
their converfation. 

The third class. I revered devout 
and pious men ; and I implored their prayers in the hour 
of retirement : and I fupplicated their bleflings on my 
actions. And in war, and in peace, and in my councils, and 

in 
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u reftridted to their proper flations, attend with due fub- Book II. 
“ million thy commands. And rellrain thou every 
** people and every tribe under thy dominion within their 
“ proper limits : that thy empire may be cftablifhed on 
* ( the bafis of regularity and good order. 

“But if thou regardeft not the due ar- 
“ rangement of thy concerns, and attended not to the 
** j uft fubordination of thy people, corruption, and vio- 
“ lence, and aiforders fhall find their way into every de- 
“ partment of thy government. Be it therefore thy care 
“ to watch over and confine thy people, and thy concerns, 

“ within the limits of fubordination and good order. 

“ And thou fhall exalt the facred pofterity 
«* of the prophet above all other ranks of thy people ; 

« and thou lhalt revere and honour them, and thou fhalt 
«* not confider the greateft inftances of liberality, which 
“ thy love for them fhall call forth, as the effects of pro- 
** fufion. We cannot be profufe in our offerings to Al- 
“ mighty Cod. Regulate and govern thou thy empire by 
«* the Twelve select Classes ; and farewell.” 

When I received this letter from my Peer, 

I adted in obedience to all which he had commanded, 
and I gave order and connexion to the different depart- 
ments of empire j and I ornamented and beautified my 
power by regulations and laws : and I made my autho- 
rity durable by the twelve classes. 

C c 2 
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Thirdly, I never gave way to the thirft Book II. 
of revenge, nor did I ever fatiate my refentment on any *" * ' 

one. Thofe who had injured me, I delivered over to the 
juftice of the Almighty. 

I retained in my fervice warriors of appro- 
ved valour, and foldiers of tried experience. And I ad- 
mitted to my fociety men of exalted lineage, and the 
posterity of the prophet, and theologians, and dodtors 
learned in the law. And the feditious, and the wicked, 
and the inglorious I drove far from my prefence. 

Fourthly, I drew to me the obedience 
of the people of God by complacency, and by mercy, 
and by indulgence. And I ever adhered to equity and 
juftice i and I retired far from cruelty and oppreffion. 

At this time my Peer wrote unto me, fay- 
ing, “ Be it known to Abu’l Munfour Timour (on whom 
** be the bleffing of Almighty God) that the different 
“ offices in an earthly empire are fymbols of thofe in the 
** empire of thy creator j in which there are labourers, 
l * and agents, and deputies, and chamberlains ; and they 
“ are all bufied and occupied in their own proper depart- 
** ments, and they feek not to over-leap the bounds allotted 
** them ; and they wait in perpetual obedience to the 
** will of the Lord. 

“Therefore, thou mud be watchful, 

** that thy vrzzeers, and thy foldiers, and thy labourers, 

** and thy fervants, and thy officers, being each of them 

C c reftri<fted 
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companions of that holy legiflator ; and by regulations Book II. 
and by order I fo fecured my regal authority, that no one 
had the power to interpofe in my government. 

Secondly, I kept my foldiers and my 
fubje&s fufpended between hope and fear ; and conduc- 
ing myfelf towards my friends and my enemies with gen- 
tlenefs and with humanity, I either over-looked or pati- 
ently bore with their words and their aftions. 

Whoever, whether friends or enemies, 
fled unto me for proteCion j if they were friends, I treated 
them in fuch fort as tended to increafe their friendlhip ; 
and if they were enemies, I fo conducted myfelf towards 
them that their enmity was fpeedily converted into affec- 
tion. 

Whoever had a demand upon me, I at- 
tempted not to diminish the value thereof : and thofe 
whom I perfonally knew, I threw not forth from my 
prefence. 

And whoever, from the firff Ihining forth 
of my fortune and power, had fought my prote&ion, 
whether worthy or unworthy, whether their conduC to- 
wards me had been good or evil, when I afcended the 
throne of empire, I caufed them to blulh by my bounty 
and kindnefs ; and I confidered as undone the evil which 
they had done unto me, and I drew the pen of oblivion 
over the regifter of their aCions. 


Thirdly, 
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And the Letter itfelf I fent unto my Peer, Book IT. 
who wrote thus on the border of that Letter. “ Be it ' ‘ ' 
“ known to Ameer Sauhiba Kurraun, the promoter of 
“ the faith, the eftablilher of the laws (with whom be 
“ the protedlion of Almighty God) that this is a bleffing 
“ extraordinary, and a mercy inconceivable, which the 
“ omnipotent creator hath vouchfafed to thee, the axis of 
“ empire, in appointing thee the re-eftablifher of the 
“ faith, and the fupporter of the facred laws. Encreafe 
“ thou the number of thy good adlions, that thy benevo- 
“ lent creator may encreafe his mercies unto thee !” 

When the epiflle, bearing the fubfcription 
of my Peer, was returned unto me, I reverenced and re- 
fpedted the pofterity of the prophet, and the teachers of 
the dodtrine of Iflaum ; and in enforcing the facred laws 
I exerted myfelf more than before. And I commanded 
that the fubftance of the letter Ihould be inferted in the 
regifter of my tranfadlions. 

When I re-eftablilhed the faith and the 
holy laws, I then began to form my civil regulations ; 
and by law and by order I ftrengthened my government. 

And the regulations for giving liability to my government, 

I formed in this manner. 

First, I kept firm the foundation of my 
power by the true religion, and by the laws of the pro- 
oiiet, and by the love of the defendants and venerable 

compa- 
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‘'When this declaration of theSooltaun reach- Book II. 
ed the ears of the people, thofe of the pofterity of the ' v 
prophet immediately granted their confent. Having thus 
obtained their approbation of his authority, the Sooltaun 
ordained that agreeably to this regulation, the Khutbeh 
Ihould be pronounced from the pulpits in the names of 
each of the fucceffors of the prophet, and that their 
names alfo thould be impreffed on the coins of the empire. 

“The ecclefiaftical decree which the theo- 
logians promulgated on this occafion, and to which they 
fubfcribed their aflent, is as follows, “ Aljauetoo Sooltaun 
“ is the fupporter of the faith, and the reftorer of the 
“ laws.” 


“ In this the eighth century Ameer Sauhiba 
Kurraun is the supporter of our sacred re- 
ligion ; fince he hath revived and encouraged obedience 
to the holy laws in the different cities and nations of the 
earth, hath protected and reverenced the pofterity of the 
prophet of God, and with their aflent and approbation 
hath afTumed dominion over the empire of Mahummud.” 

When the letter of Meer Siud Shureef 
came unto me, I offered up thanks to Almighty God, 
and I invoked the holy Mahummud and the defendants 
of Mahummud, that I might obtain their guidance and 
fupport in promoting our holy faith and in eftablifhing 
the laws. 


B b 2 
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religions which they eftablifhed were not adapted to all Book II. 
times and to all fituations. On the contrary, the religion ' * 

of Mahummud (the peace of God be upon him) will 
continue, without change or abolition, to the end of time. 

“It is the duty therefore of the followers 
of our holy prophet, who in their prayers refpedtfully 
mention his name, to include his defeendants alfo : that 
it may be known to the people that they are the fupporters 
of the religion of Mahummud, the expounders of the 
divine revelations, the guardians of the holy law, and the 
heirs of the prophets and apoftles : that the knowledge 
of the true religon and the divine ordinances of Illaum 
may be perpetuated by them, and that obedience and rel- 
pedt to the defeendants of the prophet may be confidered 
as an indifputable and important duty. 

“ When the Sooltaun had concluded, the 
people who were collected together in the Musjid, in- 
ftantly and with one voice, offered up their benedictions 
in favour of the prophet and his facred defeendants. 

“The Sooltaun proceeded thus. “Since Aali 
has been acknowledged to be the firft, and Mahummud 
Mehdi the laft, of the fucceffors and immediate defeen- 
dants of the prophet, it cannot be lawful for me to alfume 
authority over the dominions of the holy Mahummud 
without the affent of his and their pofterity •, lince by fo 
doing I fhould be an ufurper.” 
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** Several of the do&ors faid, that Immaum Book II 
Shaufe'i had declared, that the facred fervice unattended by ' v 
the ufual benedictions on Mahummud and his pofterity, 
were impious. Others acknowledged, that Immaum a 
Aazum bad pronounced the prayers, in which the ufual 
petitions in behalf of Mahummud and his pofterity were 
omitted, to be void and of no effeCt. 

“ He then demanded of them, why, when 
they mentioned the prophet in their prayers, they inclu- 
ded not his immediate defendants. The doCtors of the 
law were unable to reply, and the Sooltaun proceeded. 

“In proof of the neceftity of including the 
fucceflbrs and pofterity of the prophet in our prayers two 
arguments occur to me. Firft, that as the wicked ex- 
cluded the defendants and fucceflbrs of our holy lawgiver 
from the benefit of their benedictions, fo Almighty God 
hath excluded them from the benefit of his protection, and 
hath cut off their pofterity from the face of the earth : 
for if any of their, defendants remain, none know them, 
none regard them : whereas the pofterity of the prophet 
are increafed to fuch a degree, that no one except the Al- 
mighty knoweth their numbers, and thofe in refpeft and 
obedience to the holy apoftle (on whom be the blefling of 
God) ftill offer up their prayers for his immediate defen- 
dants. 

“ Secondly, the religious rites and infti- 
tutions of all former prophets and meflengers have been 
either altered or annulled s for the rules prefc ribed by the 

religions

dred thoufand Toorks (fuch was the will of the Almigh- Book II 
ty) were at one time converted to the Mahummudan faith 
by Sheikh Ibraheem Hummuee in the plain of Laur j and 
joined in the facred exclamation, “ There is no God but 
** God, and Mahummud is the Apoflle of God.” 

“ And Ghauzaun Khaun rooted out idolatry 
and herefy; and eftablifhed the holy laws amongft the fur- 
rounding nations. 

"The fupporterof the faith in the seventh 
century was Aljauetoo Sooltaun, the fon of Arghoon 
Khaun, who was alfo named Sultaun Mahummud Khodau 
Bundeh. For when he fucceeded his brother Ghauzaun 
Khaun at the above period, and was informed that the 
duties of our holy religion were negleded to fuch a de- 
gree, that the people, after the profeflion of their faith, 
did not include the pofterity of Mahummud in their blef- 
fings and benedidions on that holy prophet } he himfelf 
arofe and went forth to the imperial Musjid, and com- 
manded the Theologians to be aflembled before him. 

“ And he demanded of the dodors of the 
law the caufe of this omiffion ; and ordered them to de- 
liver their fentiments concerning the propriety or impro- 
priety of including the facred pollerity of the prophet in 
their prayers. They replied with one accord, that by 
the exprefs command of Almighty God the prayers of 
the faithful were.due not only to the holy meflenger, but 
to his defcendants alfo. 


Several 
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account of the wickednefs and corruption of Muttei la- Book II. 
umurilla Ubbaufi, and the oppreflions and perfecutions 
exercifed by his fervants and dependants, our holy religion 
was negledted, and corruption and impiety became noto- 
rious in the cities of Iflaum j Azzud u Dowla depofed 
him from the Khillaufut, placed his fon Taulaa Billau on 
the vacant throne, and by his exertions re-eftablilhed the 
true faith. 

And Azzud u Dowla abolished innovations 
and things unlawful, flopped the current of injuftice and 
oppreffion, and thus fupported the holy laws of Ma- 
hummud. 

And Sooltaun Sunjur, the fon of Sooltaun 
Mullik Shaah, and the contemporary and difciple of Sheikh 
Ahmud Jaumi and Hukkeem Suna'i, was the promoter 
of the faith and the laws in the fifth century. For 
he extirpated the heretics who in thofe days had weakened 
the faith of Hlaum ; and paid fuch pious obedience to the 
holy dodtrines of Mahummud (God’s peace be upon him) 
that in the period of his life he was not guilty of one 
adtion prohibited by the facred laws. 

In the sixth century the fupporter of the 
faith was Ghauzaun Khaun the fon of Arghoon Khaun, 
the fon of Hullaukoo Khaun. For when the holy re- 
ligion was almoft annihilated by the conquefts of the in- 
fidels of Toorkiftaun, Ghauzaun Khaun with one hun- 
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“ And the fupporter of the faith in the se- Book II. 
cond century was Maumoon ul Rufheed. For he ' ^ 

abrogated and annulled feventy two pernicious and unor- 
thodox tenets, and eflablifhed the true rites and cere- 
monies on the faith of the Sunna, and on the facred tra- 
ditions. And he called Aali, the fon of Moofi Jaufir (on 
whom be the blefling of God) from Khoraufaun j and 
appointed him fucceflor to the Immaumut, and with his 
confent took pofleflion of the government. 

“ And in the third century Mocktaudir 
Billau Ubbaufi was the promoter of the faith. For when 
the fe< 5 t of the Kuraumuteh, headed by Abou Tauhir, 
feized the holy city of Mecca, and martyred 30,000 pil- 
grims on mount Auruffaut ; when that impious chief 
caufed the Black Stone to be torn from the corner of the 
facred Caaba, defolated the cities of Iflaum, and plun- 
dered and flaughtered the inhabitants (by which a mighty 
blow was given to our holy religion) Mocktaudir Billau 
drew forth his armies againft that abandoned fedf, and 
extirpated them from the face of the earth : and thus 
fupported and defended the laws and the faith of Iilaum. 

“And in the fourth century Azzud u Dowla 
Delumi was the fupporter of the religion of Mahummud, 
on whom be God’s peace and blefling. For when, on 
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Creator hath in each century infpired and fent forth a pro- Book II. 
moter and reftorer of religion, for the advancement of the 
faith of his mefienger and friend, and the re-eftablifh- 
ment of his facred doctrines; praife be to the molt 
high ! that in the beginning of this the eighth century 
Ameer Sauhiba Kurraun, who hath encouraged and efta- 
blifhed the holy religion of Mahummud in various nations 
and regions of the earth, is by the Almighty evidently 
appointed the reftorer and promoter of the faith of Iflaum, 

** From all that former Theologians have 
diftovered and inferted in their works concerning the pro- 
moters of our holy faith, the following are feledtions. 

“ In the first century from the Hijrut 
Omur Abdul Azeez ftood forth the fupporter of the faith. 

For when the holy religion of Iflaum was weakened by 
the revilings of the fchifmatics, who dared to execrate 
from their pulpits the moft excellent Aali, he abolifhed 
that profane practice . 

“ And whereas divifions and hatred had 
fprung up amongft the followers of Iflaum, fo that one 
faction fulminated curfes on the three orthodox Khalifs, 
whilft their opponents denounced execrations on Aali (the 
commander of the faithful) on HoofTein and on Ubbaus ; 
and at length proceeded-to open diflentions and hoftilities 3. 
he put an end to thofe divifions, and by fo doing gave 
ftrength to our holy law. 


And 
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for the promulgation and reftoration of the religion of Book II. 
Mahummud (God’s peace be upon him) : and as in the ' ’ ‘ 
eighth century Ameer Sauhi3a Kurraun'p hath refto- 
red the purity of the holy laws, he therefore muft be the 
RESTORER OF THE RELIGION OF MAHUMMUD. 

And Meer Siud Shurreef, the moft refpec- 
table of the doctors of the age, wrote unto me on this 
fubjedt, faying, * The holy men of all ages have agreed, 

* that in every- century from the days of the prophet, 

* Almighty God hath fent forth a propagator of the faith, 

* for the purpofe of promulgating the religion of Ma- 

* hummud (God’s peace be upon him): and iincc in the 

* beginning of this the eighth century. Ameer Sauhiba 

* Kurraun, hath propagated the laws of the holy pro- 

* phet, and the true religion hath been diffufed through- 

* out the different cities and kingdoms of the earth ; 

« it is apparent that Ameer Sauhiba Kurraun is the true 

* promoter and fupporter of the faith.’ And the Letter 
is this. 

“ O God aflifl: thou the promoter of the 
religion of thy prophet, and abandon thou the deferter 
of the faith of Mahummud. 

“ Since from the time of the Hijrut of the 
great and holy apoftle down to the prefent period 800 
years have elapfed, and fmee the pure and omnipotent

Creator 
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and kingdom an inftrudtor in the law, to deter the faithful Book II. 
from thofe things which are forbidden, and to lead them 
in the truth. 

And I commanded that they fhould build 
places of worfhip and monafteries in every city ; and that 
they fhould eredt flrudtures for the reception of travellers 
on the high roads, and that they fhould make bridges 
acrofs the rivers. 

And I appointed eccleliaftics and religious 
teachers in every city, to inftrudl the followers of Iflaum 
in the abftrufe and fundamental principles of our holy 
law ; and to preach to them the dodtrines of religion, 
with the holy traditions, and the facred commentaries 
upon them. 

And I ordered that the fuddur *j- and the 
judge, from time to time, fhould lay before me all the 
eccleliaftical affairs of my empire ; and I appointed a 
judge in equity, that he might tranfmit unto me all civil 
matters of litigation, that came to pafs amongft my troops 
and my fubjedts. 

When I had regulated all religious con- 
cerns, and had promoted the progrefs of the facred tenets 
throughout the cities of Iflaum ; and when the rumour 
of the promulgation of the true faith had reached the 
ears of all ranks of the faithful ; the dodtors of our holy 
faith publifhed a decree — That as Almighty God in each 
century had fent a promoter and propagator of the faith,

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every tranfa&ion that came before me in the courfe of Book I L 
my government. ' v ' 

And the firft regulation which my heart 
dilated unto me, was the promulgation of the true faith, 
and the fupport of the facred tenets of Mahummud (God’s 
peace be upon him). And I encouraged the prcfgrefs of 
the holy laws and the religion of Iflaum through all the 
cities, and the provinces, and the kingdoms of the earth ; 
and I adorned my empire by the facred laws. 

Thus I regulated the promulgation of the 
true faith. I appointed a man of holinefs, -j~ and of illuf- 
trious dignity, to watch over the condud of the faithful, 
that he might regulate the manners of the times, and 
appoint fuperiors in holy offices } and eftablifh in every 
city and in every town a judge of penetration, and a dodor 
learned in the facred law, and a fupervifor of the mar- 
kets, of the weights and of the meafures : and that he 
might ordain penfions and falaries for the defendants of 
the prophet, and for fuperior ecclefiaftics, and for holy 
tnen, and for men of knowledge. 

And I eftablifhed a judge for the army and 
a judge for the fubjeds : and I fent into every province 

abfolute management of church lands, and what revenues are appropriated 
towards the maintaining of public fchools, falaries to learned men, and 
Other pious ufes. 
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t The man appointed to fill the ftation mentioned in the original, is 
called Stdr. He is a perfon of great authority in the empire, who has the 
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And the foldier, who forgot his duty and Book II. 
his honour, and in the hour of adtion turned his face from '~"" v 
his mafter, and came in unto me, I confidered as the moft 
deteftable of men. 

And in the war withTouktummifli Khaun, 
his Ameers forgot their duty to Touktummilh, who was 
their mafter and my foe, and fent propofals and wrote 
letters unto me. And I uttered execrations upon them ; 
becaufe unmindful of that which they owed to their lord, 
they had thrown afide their honour and their duty, and 
come in unto me. 1 faid unto myfelf. What fidelity have 
they obferved to their liege lord ? What fidelity will 
they (hew unto me ? 

And, behold, it was known unto me by 
experience, that every empire, which is not eftablilhed in 
morality and religion, nor ftrengthened by regulations 
and laws, from that empire all order, grandeur and power 
lhall pafs away. And that empire may be likened unto 
a naked man, who, when expofed to view, commandeth 
the eye of raodefty to be covered : and it is like unto a 
houfe, which hath neither roof, nor gates, nor defences j 
into which, whoever willeth, may enter unmolefted. 

Therefore, I eftablilhed the foundation 
of my empire on the morality and the religion of Iflaumj 
and by regulations, and laws I gave it liability. And by 
laws and by regulations, I executed every bufinefs and 

every 
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Eleventhly, my children, and my re- Book II. 
lations, and my afi'ociates, and my neighbours, and fuch. 
as had been connected with me, -f* all thefe I diftinguifhed 
in the days of my fortune and profperity, and I paid unto 
them their due. And with refpedt to my family, I rent 
not afunder the hands of confanguinity and mercy ; and 
I ilfued not commands to flay them, or to bind them 
with chains. ^ 

An d 1 dealt with every man, whatever 
the judgment I had formed of him, according to my own 
opinion of his worth. As I had feen much of profperity 
and adverfity, and had acquired knowledge and experience, 

I conducted myfelf with caution, and with policy, to- 
wards my friends and towards my enemies. 

Twelfthly, foldiers, whether afibciates 
or adverfaries, I held in efteem ; thofe who leil their per- 
manent happinefs to perifhable honour, and throw them- 
felves into the field of daughter and battle, and hazard 
their lives in the hour of danger. 

And the man, who drew his fword on 
the fide of my enemy, and committed hoftihties again (l 
me, and preferved his fidelity to his mailer, him I greatly 
honoured ; and when fuch a man came unto me, know- 
ing his worth, I clafled him with my faithful afibciates ; 
and I refpedled and valued his fidelity and liis attachment. 

J This obfervation is dri£tly confident with his conduct : for though 
leveral of his relations, and fome of his children, at different times rebelled 
againft him, he ever fubdituted pardon in the place of punifirntnt. 
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t Timour appear? to allude to thofe pCrfons whom he knew in the days 
of his obfeurity. 
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Tenthly, whatever tribe, and whatever Book II. 
hord, whether Toork or Taucheek, or Arrub or Ajjum, 
came in unto me, I received their chiefs with diftinCtion 
and refpeCt, and their followers I honoured according to 
their degrees and their Rations. And to the good among 
them I did good, and the evil I delivered over to their 
evil actions. 

And whoever attached himfelf unto me, I 
forgot not the merit of his attachment, and I aCted to- 
wards him with kindnefs and generofity : and whoever 
had rendered me fervices, I repaid the value of thofe fer- 
vices unto him. And whoever had been my enemy, and 
was alhamed thereof, and flying to me for protection, 
humbled himfelf before me, I forgot his enmity; and I 
purchafed him with liberality and kindnefs. 

In fuch manner Share Behraum, the chief 
of a tribe, was along with me. And he left me in the 
hour of aCtion, and he united with the enemy, and he 
drew forth his fword againlt me. And at length my lalt, 
which he had eaten, feized upon him ; and he again fled 
to me for refuge, and humbled himfelf before me. As 
he was a man of illuftrious defcent, and of bravery, and 
of experience, I covered my eyes from his evil actions ; 
and I magnified him, and I exalted him to a fuperior 
rank; and I pardoned his difloyalty in confideration of 
his valou 
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actions which tend to the deftruttion and overthrow of Book II. 
regal authority. And from cruelty and from oppreffion, 
which are the deftroyers of pofterity, and the bringers of 
famine and of plagues, I found it was good to abftain. 

Ninthly, the fituation of my people was 
known unto me. And thofe who were great among them, 

I confidered as my brethren ; and I regarded the. poor as my 
children. And I made myfelf acquainted with the tem- 
pers and the difpofxtions of the people of every country 
and of every city. And I contracted intimacies with the 
citizens, and the chiefs, and the nobles ; and I appointed 
over them governors adapted to their manners, and their 
difpolitions, and their wiihes. 

And I knew the circumftances of the in- 
habitants of every province. And in every kingdom I 
appointed writers of intelligence, men of truth and inte- 
grity, that they might fend me information of the con- 
duct, and the behaviour, and the aCtions, and the man- 
ners, of the troops and of the inhabitants, and of every 
occurrence that might come to pafs amongfl: them. And 
if I difcovered ought contrary to their information, I in- 
flicted punifhment on the intelligencer ■, and every cir- 
cumftance of cruelty and oppreffion in the governors, and 
in the troops, and in the inhabitants, which reached my 
ear, I chaftifed agreeably to juffice and equity. 
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men of courage and valour; for God Almighty loveth the Book II. 
brave. And I aflociated with good and learned men j ' ’ 

and I gained their affections, and I entreated their fup- 
port, and I fought fuccefs from their holy Prayers. And 
I loved the Dervifhes, and the poor ; and I opprefled them 
not, neither did I exclude them from my favour. And 
I permitted not the evil and the malevolent to enter into 
my council ; and I adted not by their advice : and I 
liftened not to their infinuations to the prejudice of others. 

Eighthly, I adted with refolution ; and 
on whatever undertaking I refolved, I made that under- 
taking the only objedt of my attention : and I withdrew 
not my hand from that enterprife, until I had brought it 
to a conclufion. And I adted according to that which I 
faid. And I dealt not with feverity towards any one, and 
I was not oppreflive in any of my adtions ; that God Al- 
mighty might not deal feverely towards me, nor render 
my own adtions oppreflive unto me. 

And I enquired of learned men into the 
laws and regulations of antient princes, from the days of 
Adam to thofe of the prophet, and from the days of the 
Prophet down to this time. And I weighed their infti- 
tutions, and their adtions, and their opinions, one by one. 

And from their approved manners, and their good quali- 
ties, I feledted models. And I enquired into the caufes 
of the fubverfion of their power, and I fhunned thole 
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patted that fentence which truth required: and by be- Book II. 
nevolence I gained a place in the hearts of men j and by ' 
rewards and punilhments I kept both my troops and my 
fubjedts divided between hope.and fear. And I compaf- 
fionated the lower ranks of my people, and thofe who 
were diftrefled. And I gave gifts to the foldiers. 

And I delivered the opprefled from the 
hand of the oppreffor ; and after proof of the oppreflion, 
whether on the property or the perfon, the decifion which 
I patted between them was agreeable to the facred law. 

And I did not caufe any one perfon to fuffer for the guilt 
of another. -f~ 

Those who had done me injuries, who 
had attacked my perfon in battle, and had counteradted 
my fchemes and enterprifes, when they threw themfelves 
on my mercy, I received them with kindnefs ; I conferred 
on them additional honours, and I drew the pen of obli- 
vion over their evil adtions. And I treated them in fuch 
fort, that if fufpicion remained in their hearts, it was 
plucked out entirely. 

Seventhly, I feledted out, and treated 
with efteem and veneration, the pofterity of the Prophet, 
and the Theologians, and the Teachers of the true Faith, 
and the Philofophers, and the Hiftorians. And I loved

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chiefs, and my generals, and my warriors, by the edge ® ook **• 
of the fword I obtained poffeflion of the thrones of feven 
and twenty kings ; and became the king and the ruler of 
the kingdoms of Eraun and of Tooraun; and of Room, 
and of Mughrib, and of Shaum ; and of Miffur, and of 
Erauk-a-Arrub, and of Ajjum ; and of Mauzinduraun, and 
of Kylaunautj and of Shurvaunaut, and of Azzurbauejaun; 
and of Fauris, and of Khoraufaun j and of the Dulht of 
Jitteh, and the Dulht of Kipchauk ; and of Khauruzm, 
and of Khuttup, and of Kaubooliftaun j and of Hindo- 
ftaun, and of Baukhtur Zemeen. 

And when I cloathed myfelf in the robe 
of empire, I ffiut my eyes to fafety, and to the repofe 
which is found on the bed of eafe. And from the twelfth 
year of my age I travelled over countries, and combated 
difficulties, and formed enterprifes, and vanquished ar- 
mies ; and experienced mutinies amongft my officers and 
my foldiers, and was familiarized to the language of dil- 
obedience j (and I oppofed them with policy and with 
fortitude) and I hazarded my perfon in the hour of dan- 
ger until in the end I vanquiflied kingdoms and empires, 
and eftablifhed the glory of my name. 

Sixthly, by juftice and equity I gained 
the affections of the people of God ; and I extended my 
clemency to the guilty as well as to the innocent ; and I 

X 2 palled 
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Thirdly, by confultation, and delibera- Book II. 
tion, and provident meafures ; by caution, and by vi- 
gilance I vanquifhed armies, and I reduced kingdoms to 
my authority. And I carried on the bufinefs of my em- 
pire by complying with times and occafions, and by ge- 
nerofity, and by patience, and by policy ; -j~ and I a£led 
with courteoufnefs towards my friends and towards my 
enemies. 

Fourthly, by order and by difcipline I 
regulated the concerns of my government ; and by dil- 
cipline and by order I fo firmly eftablifhed my authority, 
that the Ameers, and the Vizzeers, and the foldiers, and 
the fubjedls, could not afpire beyond their refpedtive de- 
grees; and every one of them was the keeper of his own 
Ration. 

Fifthly, I gave encouragement to my 
Ameers and to my foldiers, and with money and with 
jewels I made them glad of heart ; and I permitted them 
to come into the banquet ; and in the field of blood they 
hazarded their lives. And I withheld not from them my 
gold nor my filver. And I educated and trained them to 
arms ; and to alleviate their fufferings, I myfelf (hared in 
their labours, and in their hardfhips ; until, with the arm 
of fortitude and refolution, and with the unanimity of my 


inattention or negligence , or pretending not to fee or difcover fuch things as it 
would be improper, or impolitical, to take notice of. 
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+ The word which I have rendered policy , cannot be tranflated into the 
Englilh language with any degree of force or energy. It fignifies political 
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And let them make thefe regulations the Book II. 
rule of their conduct in the affairs of their empire, that ' v ‘ 
the fortune, and the power, which fhall defcend from me 
to them, may be fafe from difcord and diffolution. 

Now therefore be it known to my fons, 
the fortunate and the illuftrious, to my defcendants, the 
mighty fubduers of kingdoms that, in like manner as I 
by twelve maxims, -f- which I eftablifhed as the rules of 
my condud, attained to regal dignity j and with the af- 
fiftance of thefe maxims conquered and governed king- 
doms, and decorated and adorned the throne of my em- 
pire ; let them alfo ad according to thefe regulations, and 
preferve the fplendor of mine and their dominions. 

And among the rules which I eftabliflied 
for the fupport of my glory and empire, the First was 
this — That I promoted the worfbip of Almighty God, 
and propagated the religion of the facred Mahummud 
throughout the world •, and at all times, and in all places, 
fupported the true faith. 

Secondly, with the people of the twelve 
clafl'es and tribes I conquered and governed kingdoms 
and with them I ftrengthened the pillars of my fortune, 
and from them I formed my affembly. J 

J The twelve clafl'es of men, here alluded to, are fully defcribed in a 
fubfequent part of the mftitutes. 
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t The maxims here mentioned are not the twelve following rales, but 
thofc given at length In the i 8 th, igth, and 20th pages of the MS. 
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B E it known to my fortunate Tons, the conquerors of 
kingdoms j to my mighty defendants, the lords of 
the earth j that fince I have hope in Almighty God that 
many of my children, defendants, and pofterity, /hall 
fit upon the throne of power and regal authority j upon 
this account, having eftabli/hed laws and regulations for 
the well-governing of my dominions, I have collected to- 
gether thofe regulations and laws as a model for others : 
to the end, that every one of my children, defendants, 
and pofterity, acting agreeably thereto, my power and 
empire, which I acquired through hardffiips, and difficul- 
ties, and perils, and bloodffied, (by the divine Favour, 
and by the influence of the holy religion of Mahummud, 
(God’s peace be upon him) and with the afliftance of the 
powerful defendants and illuftrious followers of that pro- 
phet) may be by them preferved. 
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And when it reached my ears that Keefur Book I. 
had fent down armies on Hullub and on Hums, and on ' 
Deaur-a-bukkur ; and that Kurrau Eufoof, the Toorku- 
maun ( who had fled from before me and fought protec- 
tion with Keefur) was employed in aflaulting and molefl:- 
ing the Kauruvvaun which went to the facred cities; (and 
at this time people came and demanded protection from 
his cruelty and oppreflion) it became my duty that I 
fhould chaftife Kurrau Eufoof, and awaken Keefur from 
the fleep of forgetfulnefs. 

And in this matter I found it was good, 
that I fhould call out the forces of every city and of every 
tribe, and colleCt them together and go down upon Kee- 
fur. And when my forces were collected together, in 
the month of Rujjub, in the year of the Hijreh 804, I 
fet out from Azzurbauejaun to wage war with Keefur. 

And I fent an army before me to ravage 
the kingdom of Room ; and I fent another army to exa- 
mine the ftages, and the water, and the forage ; and I 
went by the way of Angooreah. And Keefur with four 
hundred thoufand men, horfe-men and foot-men, advan- 
ced with fpeed to oppofe and to expel me. And I aflaulted 
him and obtained the victory ; and my foldiers feized upon 
Keefur, and brought him into my prefence. And after a 
war of feven years, I returned victorious and triumphant 
to Summurkund.

And when I fet out toward Tubburaze, I Book I. 
fent down certain of the princes, with a mighty army ' 
upon Bughdaud. And Sooltaun Ahmud Jullauir had 
left one of his fervants, whofe name was Furrukh, with 
numerous forces, and the neceflaries and the implements 
of defence, to guard the city and the caftle of Bugh- 
daud. 

And the princes arrived at Bughdaud, and 
they furrounded the city ; and the people in the city op- 
pofed them : and they informed me thereof. 

And I found it was good that I myfelf 
Ihould go and reduce the city and the caftle of Bughdaud. 

And I turned back by the way of Tubburaze, and I 
marched with fpeed, and came to Bughdaud. And I 
befieged Bughdaud •, and when the liege had continued 
for two months and fome days, the caftle and the city of 
Bughdaud were conquered and fubdued. 

And Furrukh, the governor, was drowned 
in the waters of the Tigris. And I entered into Bugh- 
daud, and I commanded that they Ihould flay the feditious 
inhabitants of that city ; and that they Ihould throw 
down the caftle and the buildings thereof, and make 
them level with the earth. 

And from Bughdaud I turned the reins 
of my intention toward Azzurbauejaun ; and I fojourned 
in that kingdom for fome time.

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tage in this, that I fhould go toward the chief city of Book I.

And when I came to Hullub, I heard that Mullik Furruj, 
the fon of Mullik Burkook, on hearing the news of my

And I marched with fpeed, that I might 
not permit the forces of Miflur and the armies of Shaum 
to join themfelves together : but Mullik Furruj was 
quicker than I, and got to Dummilhk. And I arrived af- 
ter him at Dummiflhk, and reduced that city. 

The design which I formed for fub- 
duing the cities of Room, and for defeating the armies 
of Keefur, was this. 

When I had conquered the cities of 
Shaum, and Mullik Furruj (the king of Miflur and 
Shaum) had fled from my battle; my ambaflador re- 
turned from Room, and brought the defiance of Yeldur- 
rum Bauezzeed, $ and fet forth — that when the news of 
the defeat of the armies of Miflur and of Shaum came to 
Keefur, that he was amazed and confounded, and pre- 
pared for war. 

Having conquered Dummiihk and the 
cities of Shaum, I went towards Bughdaud by the way of 
Mooful. And I refolved that I would turn toward Az- 
zurbauejaun, that if Keefur fhould perfift in his inten- 
tions, it might be known.

And when I reflected by myfelf, thus J 
found it was good, that I fhould extinguish the fire of 
Keefur by policy. And I wrote a letter to Keefur ; and 
the fubftance of it was this.

“ of the kingdoms of the feven regions of the world . 
“ and that the princes and rulers of the earth have fub- 
“ mitted unto me. May God be merciful to that fcr- 
€< vant who knoweth his own limits, and who placeth nor 
** the foot of temerity beyond his proper bounds. 

“ Where thy race and lineage endctb, is 
tl known to all men. -j* It is therefore worthy of thy 
“ condition, that thou advance not forward the foot of 
“ prefumption, and that thou throw not thyfelf into the 
(t abyfs of affliction and calamity ; and that thou open 
** not the door of difeord and defolation on thy empire at 
“ the inftigation of the evil-minded, who have fled unto 
“ thee for their own ends, and have awakened the fleep- 
ing deflruCtion ; but that thou fend bound unto inc • 
“ Kurrau Eufoof, the Toorkumaun : otherwife, that 
« which is concealed by the curtain of fate, after our 
“ armies meet, will be known unto thee.’* 

When I had fent the letter to Keefur by 
the hands of experienced ambailadors, I found my advan-

When the news of my power and my 
ftrength reached the ears of Keefur, || that I had con- 
quered the caftles of Seewaus and Mulluteah, and the de- 
pendencies thereof, and that I had difperfed and defeated 
all his foldiers, who were in thofe caftles, he was very 
wroth. And at the inftigation of Kurrau Euloof, the 
Toorkumaun ( who had fled from the (hock of my army, 
and had fought Ihelter with Keefur) he refolved on war. 

And, behold, the ruin and overthrow of 
Keefur was at hand j and Kurrau Eufoof urged him that 
he Ihould draw an army upon me. And Keefur, at the in- 
ftigation of Kurrau Eufoof, came down with a mighty 
army ; and he called the forces of Miflur and of Shauin 
to his aid. 

And I refledted, that if I alfo divided my 
people into three armies, it would be better. But, be- 
hold, vidtory and defeat are hidden by the curtain of fate : 
and I demanded counfel of my Ameers. And they gave 
foldier-like counfel, faying, “Thou muft go down to battle 
** with fpeed.”

And I determined on that meafure which 
was agreeable to my foldiers. -f- And I placed a helmet of 
Heel on my head, and I cloathed myfelf in the armour of 
Dauood, ;£ and I hung a fcymctar of Miflur by my fide, 
and I fat on the throne of war. 

And I let loofe the brave men of Tooraun, 
and the valiant men of Khoraufaun, and the mighty men 
of Mauzinduraun, and of Kilaun j and I fubdued the 
cattle of Seewaus, and the cattles of Goorjiftaun j and I 
deftroyed all the people who were in thqfe caftles : and 
the Ipoils of thofe caftles I divided among my victorious 
forces. And I chaftifed the feditious and the plunderers 
of Azzurbauejaun. 

And after this I went to reduce the caftles 
of Mulluteah and the neighbourhood thereof. And when 
I had fubdued the caftles, and had taken pofteffion of them,

When I returned victorious and trium- 
phant from Hindoltaun, I had not yet refted from the fa- 
tigues of the war of Hind, when the petitions of the 
governors of the two Erauks arrived, faying ; «* The infi- 
“ dels of Goorjiftaun have advanced beyond their boun- 
“ daries.” 

And, behold, I at all times thought that 
there was nought more worthy the valour of princes than 
the conquering of kingdoms and empires, and the waging 
holy wars with infidels and unbelievers. 

And, in thofe days, when the news of

rived, I reflected, that if I delayed to chaftife them, per- 
haps the feditious of that country might rife into open 
rebellion : and in chaftifing them I ufed expedition.

And it came into my mind, that if I thould 
refolve on fubduing the caftle of Dehli, perhaps the war 
might be long and tedious. 

And I counfelled with myfelf, that I would 
make myfelf appear weak in their fight ; that the enemy 
might gain courage, and come, and fight with me on the 
plain. 

And on this account I dug a ditch round 
my army, and I ftrengthened myfelf within that ditch:

And when the doctors of the law ex- 
plained the meaning of the verfe to the Ameers, they 
hung down their heads, and they were filent. And my 
heart was grieved by their filence. 

And I deliberated with myfelf concern- 
ing the Ameers who opposed the reduction of Hindoftaun, 
whether I fhould throw them down from their commands, 
and give their troops, and their Kufhoons to their Ko- 
tuls : but fince I myfelf had exalted them, I fought not 
to pull them down. And I treated them with kindnefs : 
and although they had angered me, yet, as they were 
unanimous at laft, I regarded it not. 

An d I called a council a fecond time ; and. 
having pitched my tents toward Hindoftaun, I repeated the 
prayer of victory ^ 

Thus I refolved to fend down armies on 
the chief city of Hindoftaun. I commanded the prince 
Peer 'Mahummud Jehaungheer, who was at Kaubul with 
thirty thoufand horfemen of the left wing of the army, 
that, going by the way of the mountain of Soolamaun, 
and crofting the Sind, he fhould go down upon Mooltaun 
and fubduc it.

And 
when the flames of war and of daughter afcended high, 

I commanded that the tents fhould be pitched, and that 
they fhould prepare victuals.

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f To render the importance of this design intelligible, it maybe proper 
to obferve, that in afiatic encounters the difappearanceor retreat of the grand 
llandard of the prince has ever been, and Hill is, attended with the lofs of 
the battle. This ftandard is confpicuous for its fize, and accompanies that 
body of troops immediately headed by the prince himfelf. The eyes of the 
whole army are fixed upon it. While it continues difplayed and advancing, 
the troops are fatisfied that their prince is with them ; but the moment it 
difappears, or retreats, they conclude that he is either flain or flying from the 
field : and the difperfion of his forces immediately follows. 

Aali Yezzudi appears to be totally ignorant of the good underftanding 
which had taken place between Timour and the ftandard- bearer of Touk- 
tummifti Khaun. Unacquainted with this circumftance, he is at a lofs to 
account for certain of the emperor’s actions prior to the battle. In relating 
the movements of the army a fliort time before thea&ion, he fays, “ Tocat-

men in Isfahaun, and drew my armies towards the Dnflit Book T.

“ fpare us, it will come nearer to clemency 

I considered the fubmiflion of the ru- 
ler of Mauzinduraun as a happy omen j and I turned to- 
ward the countries of Kilaun and Jurjaun. And when 
the princes of thofe countries fubmitted not unto me, I 
appointed troops to go down upon them ; and I myfelf 
drew my army into Erauk, 

A n d I conquered the city of Isfahaun. 

And I trufted in the people of Isfahaun; and I delivered 
the caftle into their hands. And they rebelled ; and the 
Daurogheh, whom I had placed over them, they flew, 
with three thoufand of the foldiers. And I alfo com- 
manded that a general flaughter Ihould be made of the 
people of Isfahaun. 

The design which I formed for the re- 
duction of the chief city of Fauris, and the reft of Erauk, 
is this. 

When I left Sharauze in the hands of the 
defcendants of Muzzuffur, and ftationed three thoufand 

f Arabic. 
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And when I did fo, the meafure proved Book I. 
fuccefsful. For when the ambaflfador arrived, even whilft 
he related hi9 Rory, my victorious armies, like unto an 
unforefeen calamity, poured on the head of Auroos Khaun. 

And Auroos Khaun had not the power to oppofe them 
and he refolved on flight. And the Dufht of Kipchauk 
was fubdued. •f* 

The designs which I formed for fub- 
duing the countries of Kilaun, and Jurjaun, and Mau- 
zinduraun, and Azzurbauejaun, and Shurwaun, and Fau- 
ris, and Erauk, were thefe. In thofe days, when the 
petitions of the people of Erauk, on account of the op- 
prefiions of the race of Muzzuffur, and of the rulers of 
the nations, came unto me, I refolved to go down upon 
Erauk. 

And at this time it came into my mind, 
that if the rulers of thofe countries fhould join together 
to oppofe me, I muft be well prepared for war : and my 
Ameers gave this counfel, faying, “ We mull go papa- 
s' red for war.” And I refolved with myfelf, that I 
would make them obedient unto me, one by one; and 
that I would chaftife thofe who refufed to fubmit. 

And the firfl: perfon, who fought my pro- 
tection, was Ameer Aali the ruler of Mauzinduraun,

who 
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my intention that way : and, behold, I have very much Book T. 
bufinefs before me. — v— 

And I faw it was good, that 1 fhould 
write mandates of encouragement to the rulers of thofe 
countries, to this purport — “ If ye come in unto me, 

“ come •, and if ye refufe, refufe : and do that which ye 
** fee beft.” And, behold, the meafure was good : and as 
foon as my mandates arrived, they placed the forehead of 
fubmiflion on the path of obedience. 

The design which I formed for van- 
quilhing Auroos Khaun, and for fubduing the Dufht of 
Kipchauk, was this. When Touktummifh Buddau 
Khaun was defeated by Auroos Khaun, and fled to me 
for fhelter, I counfelled with myfelf whether I fhould 
fend an army with Touktummifh Khaun, or whether I 
fhould go myfelf. 

And at this time the ambaflador of Au- 
roos Khaun arrived. And I faw my advantage in tins — 
that I fhould fpeak fair to his ambaflador, and dii'mii's 
him, and fhut up the road to the Dufht, and appoint an 
army to fet out after the ambaflador ; — and that on the day 
after that on which the ambaflador fhould enter the pre- 
fence of Auroos Khaun, without fufpicion ■, whilft Auroos 
Khaun fhould be unprepared, my forces fliould aflault 
him. 
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of my intention toward Summurkund. And after that a Book T. 
letter from my Peer came unto me, faying j “ Mullik ' ^ 
“ Gheaus u deen is employed in tyranny and opprefiion.” 

And when, from the news of my return 
toward Summurkund, Mullik Gheaus u deen had fat down 
quiet and fecure, I refolved thus — - — “ Now the hearts 
“ of the people of Khoraufaun are no longer afraid of me* 

“ I muft fall upon them.” 

And I turned back from the neighbour- 
hood of Bullukh i and with the army which I had left in 
Bullukh, I marched with fpeed : and, coming to Hurraut, 

I took Mullik Gheaus u deen in the fleep of fecurity. 

And he was helplefs, and he came forth from the city of 
Hurraut, and he prefented unto me his treafures, and his 
wealth, and his kingdom. And the kingdom of Kho- 
raufaun was fubdued ; and the Ameers of Khoraufaun, 
every one of them, fubmitted unto me. 

The designs which I formed for con- 
quering the countries of Seiftaun, and Kundahaur, and 
the land of the Afghauns, were rhefe. When the 
kingdom of Khoraufaun was reduced to obedience, my 
Ameers counfelled me, faying, “ Thou muft fend armies 
“ to fubdue thefe three countries.” I anfwered them, 
faying. If the matter be not brought to pafs by the ar- 
mies, without remedy, I myfelf muft turn the reins of 

P my 
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And the Ameer ul Omurau of Ameer Book r. 
Hooflein was the governor of Buddukhfhaun } and he had ' 
met me face to face many times, and had fought againft 
me. And when he heard that Ameer Hooflein was flain, 
he feared my juftice, and he collected himfelf together. 

And if I had appointed an army to feize him, it would 
not have been proper. 

And I feigned negligence toward him * 
and I law it was good that I Ihould fpeak well of his con- 
duit, and praife his courage and his magnanimity in the 
affemblies, and among the people : until his friends wrote 
unto him, faying, “ Ameer Timour is inclined to Ihew 
** favour and mercy unto thee.” And he fupplicated me 
fubmiflively, and he relied on my clemency and favour $ 
and he came to me for protection. 

The design which I formed for fubduing 
the capital city of Khoraufaun, was this. When the 
kingdom of Bullukh, and the callle of Shaudumaun, and 
the countries of Buddukhfhaun were fubdued j and when 
Ameer Hooflein was flain ; the news thereof came to 
Mullik Gheaus u deen the ruler of Khoraufaun, and he 
trembled for himfelf. And he began to gather together 
his foldiers and his army ; and he fought to fecure him- 
felf. 

A n d I law my fuccefs in this, that I 
Ihould throw the people of Khoraufaun into the fleep of 
negligence : and for this reafon I turned back the reins 

of 
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brought forth his tents from the land of Bullukh, with a Book I. 
refolution to drive me out and deftroy me. And they 
brought unto me this news, and I faw my advantage in 
this, that even before Ameer Hooflein could put himfelf 
in motion, I fhould go down upon him. 

And I turned toward Bullukh, with the 
people that were with me : and my victorious forces came 
from all parts, and from all fides, and were gathered to- 
gether. And having arrived on the borders of the land 
of Bullukh, I pitched my tents. And Ameer Hooflein 
came forth to fight with, and expel, me ; and it availed 
him not. And he entered into the caftle, and was en- 
clofed therein. And that befel him which did befall 
him. *f* 

Concerning thofe who had done evil 
unto me, and who, reflecting on their evil doings, thought 
in their hearts that I Ihould flay them, thus I aCted. 

When Ameer Hooflein fell into my hands, 
and his Servants and his Ameers were fufpicious of me, 
that I would flay them ; although I had determined to 
put them to death, yet, as they were warriors, I faw it 
was good that I fhould difpel their fears, and employ 
them in war. ^

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and faw the duft raifed by my people ; they quitted the Book I. 
caftles, night after night, and fled. And the land of ' 
Mauwur u Nuhur was delivered from thofe oppreffors 
who had fought to flay me : and that kingdom fubmitted 
to my government. 

A N D I regarded the ties of kindred, and 
gave to Ameer Hooflein the country of Bullukh and the 
caftle of Shaudumaun. And he perceived not the degree 
of my kindnefs and regard ; and he fought to deftroy me. 

And in reducing Ameer Hooflein thus I determined. 

When he faw the figns of my victories 
and conquefts, his envy was excited; and he molefted me, 
and he molefted his After who was in my houfe ; and he 
fought to take Mauwur u Nuhur from me. And he girded 
up his loins to flay me. And he came forth many times 
to fight with me : and he was defeated every time. 

When his iniquity and injuftice had reached 
the limits of excefs, and it was near that he Ihould be- 
come conqueror over me, and expel me ; in thofe days 
his Ameers, becaufe of the evils which he had done unto 
them, turned back from him. And he flew Humoochee, 
the brother of Ameer Ki Khiflero, the ruler of Khuttu- 
laun. And Ameer Ki Khiflero rebelled in Khuttulaun. 

And his Ameers were in a ftate of enmity; 
and he thought that they were his friends. And he

Doth not the treachery return back to the doer of 
“ treachery ? " 


And when Ameer Hooflein received my meftage, he was 
alhamed and confounded ; and he made excufes. And 
I had faith in him no more, and I was no more deceived 
by his words. 


In making clean the land of Tooraun from 
thofe of the tribe of Ouzbuk who had efcaped the fword, 
thus I adled. 

When I drove forth from Mauwur u 
Nuhur the armies of Jitteh, and of Ouleaus Khaujeh, and 
forced them to crofs the waters of Khujjund, certain of 
the troops of Ouzbuk were enclofed in the caftles of Mau- 
wur u Nuhur j and when I fought to fend forces upon 
them, it came into my mind that perhaps the war might 
be tedious and of long duration. 

And at that time news came untome, 
that the Ouzbuks continued in the caftles j and I faw it 
was not good that I Ihould fend my armies againft them. 
And I wrote a fummons, as if from Ouleaus Khaujeh, 
and I gave it to an Ouzbuk, and I fent forces along with 
him. And I commanded them to fhew themfelves, and 
to raife a great duft. 

And when the Ouzbuks received the 
fummons of Ouleaus Khaujeh, calling them unto him, 

O and 
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inform me of his defigns. And Share Behraum, who was Book I. 
of my friends, informed me of the deiigns of Ameer ' 
Hooflein. And Ameer HooiTein flew him j and fet out 
with a thoufand horfemen to come upon me. 

A n d at that time I had pitched my tents 
at the entrance of the pafs, and this news came unto me. 

And I ordered my forces : and, behold, the vanguard of 
Ameer Hooflein appeared in fight. And my Kurrauvu- 
laun brought word, faying, “ It is the army of Ameer 
“ Hooflein j and, lo ! Ameer Hoflein himfelf cometh 
“ not with them : for he hath heard that Ameer -j~ is come 
“ alone, and he hath fent an army to leize thee.” 

And, behold, I was prepared •, and two 
hundred horfemen were all that were with me. And I 
waited until the forces of Ameer Hooflein had entered the 
pafs : and I fent a meflenger to the people whbm I had 
fent before me, and I commanded them to feize the way 
of their retreat. And I myfelf oppofed them face to face. 

And I enclofed my enemies in that pafs, and I took many 
prifoners. And I gathered my people together,, and I 
ordered them, and fet out towards Kurfhee. And by ex- 
perience it was known unto me, that a friend in all places 
cometh to ufe. % 

And I wrote to Ameer Hooflein the fenfe 
of this verfe, in the Toorki || language ,*

Say, 
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Thus I adted for my deliverance from the Book I. 
treachery and perfidy of Ameer HoofTein, who fought to 
make me his prifoner. 

When Ameer HoofTein fent unto me 
a Koraun, by which he had taken an oath that nought 
was in his heart but friendfhip and brotherly affedtion to- 
wards me ; and fent a mefTage unto me, faying, “ If there 
“ be ought in my heart contrary to that which I fay ; 

and if I break my oath, and do evil unto thee, may 
“ this book of God feize upon me — feeing that I 
thought him a true believer, I put confidence in his 
words : even until he fent a perfon unto me, and a mef- 
fage, faying, “ If it may be fo that wc may fee each 
“ other in the pafs of Chukchuk, and renew our antient 
“ faith, truly it will be better.” 

And this was his defign, that by perfidy 
and treachery he might feize upon me. And although I 
knew that much faith was not to be placed on his word, 
or on his oath ; yet, out of refpedl to the holy Koraun, I 
refolved that I would go to meet him. But I determi- 
ned that I would firft fend a number of my refolute war- 
riors, and fecrete them round about the pafs of Chukchuk, 
and that I myfelf would go with another body of my 
people and fee Ameer HoofTein. 

A N d I fent advice to my friends, who 
were the followers of Ameer HoofTein, that they Ihould 

inform 
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my warriors to halt. And I took with me Mubbufhur Book I. 
and Abdullah, who had been born in my houfe. And ' 
when I came to the border of the ditch, I faw that the 
ditch was full of water. And I looked round about, and 
I beheld a waterpipe; ■f* and water ran through that pipe 
to the caftle, and they had laid it acrofs the ditch. 

And I delivered my horle to Mubbufhur, 
and I crofted the ditch on that pipe, and I came to the 
foot of the wall. And I went on to the portal, and 
ftruck on the door with my handj and I dilcovered that 
the guards of the portal were afleep. 

And they had filled up the portal behind 
the door with clay and with earth. And I looked round 
the walls of the caftle, and faw the place where the fteps 
of the ladders could be fixed. And I returned, and I 
mounted my horfe, and went back to my warriors. 

And the troops who had remained behind 
came with the ladders, and they were all armed ; and they 
took up the ladders, and 1 turned my face toward the 
caftle. And they crofted the ditch on the pipe j and having 
fixed their ladders, they entered on the walls of the caftle. 

And when forty refolute men had entered the caftle, 1 
alfo placed my foot on the ladder, and went in unto them. 

And they founded their trumpets ; and by the favour of 
Almighty God I obtained pofteftion of the caftle. 

And when this news reached the ears of 
Ameer Hoofl'ein, he entered into the road of deceit and 
diffimulation j and, under the cloak of friendfhip and inti- 
macy, he fought to bring me into his power. 

A trunk of a tree hollowed into a nine THUS 
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Amuveah until the fpy brought word, that the people of Book I. 
the Kauruvvaun had given intelligence to Ameer Mocfi,. ' ' 

faying; “We faw Ameer Timour on the border of the 
“ waters of Amuveah ; and he was going toward Kho- 
“ raufaun.” 

And when Ameer Moofi and the forces of 
Ameer Hooflein heard this news, they were glad of 
heart ; and they pitched their tents, and fpread abroad 
the carpet of riot and diftipation. 

And when I received intelligence thereof, 

I feledted two hundred and forty three brave, and refolute, 
and tried, and experienced warriors from among my for- 
ces ; and I re-crofted the waters of Amuveah. And I 
marched quick, and I arrived at Sharekund. And I halted 
for one night and for one day. And I marched from 
thence with great fpeed ; and I alighted at the diftance of 
a furfung from the caftle of Kurfhee. 

And I commanded that they fhould make 
ready ladders, and bind them together with ropes. And 
at this time Ameer Yaukoo kneeled before me, and faid, 

** Many of our warriors have remained behind : until they 
“ fhall arrive, delay is neceffary.” And at this time it 
came into my mind that I would go alone and examine 
the caftle. 

A n d I took forty warriors with me, and 
I turned my face toward the caftle of Kurfhee. And when 
the blacknefs of the caftle appeared in fight, I commanded 

N my 
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of Kurfhee : and he afterwards fent five thoufand horfe- Book I. 
men more. And he took meafures for my deftruc- ' * * 

tion. 

And on this account the honour of my 
Ration urged me on, that I fhould take from him the 
cattle of Kurfhee. And certain of my Ameers counfelled 
me, that I fhould go and feize it by force. But con- 
cerning the reduction of the cattle of Kurfhee I delibera- 
ted thus — If I attempt to reduce it by a fiege, perhaps 
my forces may be repulfed. And in a fiege feveral 
dangers occurred to my mind ; and I reje<fted that mea- 
fure. 

And I faw it was good that I fhould turn 
my face toward Khoraufaun, until the hearts of the 
keepers of the cattle fhould be at reft ; and that then I 
fhould return and march with fpeed, and aftault the caftle 
by furprife, and reduce it. And I marched, and went to- 
ward Khoraufaun. 

When I crofted the waters of Amuveah, a 
Kauruvvaun arrived from Khoraufaun ; and they were 
journeying toward Kurfhee. And the leader of that Kau- 
ruvvaun brought gifts unto me, and I afked of him the 
Rate of the Ameers of Khoraufaun. And I told him 
that I was travelling to the kingdom of Khoraufaun ; and 
I difmifled him. 

A n d I fent a fpy with the people of the 
Kauruvvaun, and I tarried on the border of the waters of 

Amuveah 
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And Ameer Khizzur Yeflooree, aflifted by Book I. 
die tribe of Yefloor, had taken pofleflion of the province ' ‘ * 
if Taufhkund. And 1 reconciled Aljauitoo Burdi and 
Ki Khiflero to each other, and fent forces with them; 
jntil they went, and over-run, and pillaged the tribe of 
Yeffoor. And the power of Ameer Khizzur was reduced 
low, and he fled to me for protection. 

And when I had cleared the kingdom of 
Mauwur u Nuhur from difeord and anarchy, my armies 
acquired great ftrength ; and the tribe of Burlaus ob- 
tained renown ; and the Kufhoonaut and the Toumau- 
aaut of Chughtauee became celebrated on account of my 
sxploits. 

And I became the ruler of all the tribes, 
and of the Kufhoonaut, and of the Toumaunaut, and of 
the people. But certain caftles of Mauwur u Nuhur were 
in the pofleflion of Ameer Hooflein ; and in them my 
authority was not eftablifhed. 

And when Ameer Hooflein beheld my 
might and my power, his envy was excited againft me. 

And he exalted the ftandard of hoftility, and he broke 
his oaths. And I advanced a great way toward him, and 
he came not at all toward me. And he took from me 
the caftle of Kurfhee by fraud. And he appointed Ameer 
Moofi, with feven thoufand horfemen, to guard the caftle

And to Ameer Rauezeed Jullauir, who Book I. 
was ruler over the province of Khojjund, I gave advice : 
but it made not an impreflion upon him, until the people 
of his tribe rofe up againft him, and feized him, and 
brought him unto me. And I exalted him and caufed 
him to bluih. *j- 

A n d to Ameer lichee Booghau Suldoze, 
who had exalted the ftandard of power in the city of 
Bullukh, I oppofed Ameer Hooffein j who laid claim to 
the imperial city X of his grandfather, Ameer Kurghun. 

And Mahummud Khaujeh Erudee ( who 
was of the hord of Tauemun) having feized on the coun- 
try of Shereghaunaut, had exalted the ftandard of enmity 
againft me : and I gave him another province, and made 
him my fervant. 

And the princes of Buddukhihaun, who 
ruled over the countries of Buddukhihaun, had elevated 
the enfigns of hoftility againft me. And I dealt artfully 
with each of them, || until they difputed among them- 
felves, and returned back unto me. 

And Ki Khiffero, and Aljauitoo Burdi had 
feized on the countries of Khuttulaun, and Arhung. And 
I fent affiftance to Ki Khiffero, until he went and took 
poffeffion of the lands of Aljauitoo Burdi : and Aljauitoo 
Burdi came to me for fhelter.

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And I deliberated with myfelf, faying, Book 1. 
Since God is one and hath no partner, therefore the vice- 
gerent over the land of the Lord (the Almighty and the 
Holy) mull be one only. 

An-d. at this time Baubau Aali Shaah -f* 
came before me and faid, “ T 1 m o u r, God Almighty 
“ hath declared, that if there were two Gods in the 
** heavens and in the earth, the order of the univerfe 
** would end in horror and confufion.” And I took warn- 
ing by his words. 

And I opened the holy book for an omen, 
and this facred verfe came forth as a fign, “Truly we 
“have appointed thee vicegerent upon 
“ earth.” And I took this omen as a favour from 
heaven ; and I formed meafures for reducing to fubmif- 
fion thofe Ameers who thought themfelves the partners 
of my fortune and dominion. 

And I firft went to the flation, and to the 
dwelling, of Ameer Haujee Burlaus, and I united him 
with me. 

And Ameer Sheikh Mahummua, the for. 
of Biaun Suldoze, was always drinking wine and ftrong 
fpirits ; and in the end the wine deflroyed him, and he 
departed from the world, and I took poileffion of his 
lands.

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And Share Behraum, who had feparated Book I. 
from me and returned to his tribe, and remained in a ' ' 

ttate of difobedience ; to him I gave encouragement, and 
called him unto me. And he came with his tribe, and 
fubmitted to my authority. And I made him my fervant, 
and I conferred a province upon him. 

And there was relationfhip between me 
and Ameer Hooflein : and although I treated him with 
affedtion and with kindnefs, he was not my friend ; and 
he even took from me the country of Bullukh and the 
cattle of Shaudumaun. And I alfo, for the fake of his 
fitter who was in my houfe, regarded it not. And I /hewed 
fuch kindnefs unto him, that the Ameers who were in a 
ttate of enmity with me, fubmitted to my authority. But 
Ameer Hooflein ftill adted towards me with treachery and 
fraud, and fought to overthrow me : even until I refolved 
that I would force him to fubmiflion by the edge of the 
fword. 

And when I became the lord of the land 
of Tooraun, and had made clean the kingdom of Mau- 
wur u Nuhur from the abominations *f- of the Ouzbuks ■, 
certain of the Ameers of Auloofaut fubmitted not to my 
government. And they, with their tribes, dillembled 
with me. And certain of my Ameers fpoke in their be- 
half, faying, “ Since we are all partners of the fame for*- 
“ tune, they mutt be confidered as the partners of thy for- 
“ tune alfo.” But their words made no impreflion upon 


me. 


1 Literally, the weeds and the briars. 
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that I fhould render the Ameers obedient and fubmifiive Book I. 
unto me. For each of them thought himfelf a chief of ' 
exalted dignity; and each of them deemed himfelf greater 
than the reft. And firft, I named Ameer Hooflein (the 
grandfon of Ameer Kurghun) who had exalted the ftand- 
ard of power in Mauwur u Nuhur, the partner of my 
fortune ; and I treated him with attention. And although 
he outwardly fhewed friendfhip toward me, yet did he 
always envy and oppofe me. 

And he wanted that he himfelf fhould be 
eftablifhed on the royal throne of Mauwur u Nuhur. And 
I had no faith in him, and I carried him to the fepulchre 
of Khaujeh {hums u deen, and made him fwear friend- 
fhip unto me. And he promifed and fwore that he would 
not fwerve from his engagement. 

And concerning his friendship' with me, 
he took an oath three times on the holy book. And when 
at laft he broke his oaths, his breach of faith delivered 
him into my hands. 

And Sheikh Mahummud, the fon of A- 
meer Biaun Suldoze, thought himfelf a mighty chief. 

And I gained his affedtions by foothings ; and I brought 
him with feven Kufhoons to fubmit unto me, and I made 
him my fervant. And to each of the Ameer's of thofe 
Kufhoons I gave the command of a province.

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And before the forces of Jitteh could ga- Book I. 
ther themfelves together, my foldiers difperfed them 
and in the fkirmifh many warriors of both fides were flain. 

And the forces of Jitteh cried out, “ Let us flee and 
they fled. And I came up to Ouleaus Khaujeh and faid, 

Yole Bolifhun. *j- And when he heard my voice, he 
rallied his forces in wrath ; and they returned. 

And there was Ikirmifhing between my 
army and his army until the rifing of the fun. And the 
quivers were emptied, and the enemy fought flying. And 
they fled even to the diftance of four furfungs, where their 
tents were pitched ; and they halted there in a broken 
condition. And I alfo drew in the reins from purfuing 
them, and came down J in the place where I was. 

When the forces of Jitteh faw that they 
were broken and defeated, they ventured not to renew 
the fight. And I fpread my foldiers round the camp of 
Ouleaus Khaujeh, and I fought with them continually : 
even until Ouleaus Khaujeh, from extreme neceflity, 
crofled the waters of Khujjund. And I alfo left off pur- 
fuing them, and I returned victorious and triumphant to 
Mauwur u Nuhur. 

And I deliberated concerning the eftablifh- 
ment of my power ; and my deliberations were thefe —

And the chiefs of the advanced guard, 
whom I had defeated, had fled unto Ouleaus Khaujeh for 
fhelter ; and he had reproved them. 

And they faw at this time, that I had dif- 
covered their intentions j and that I came not down from 
the hill : and from neceflity they turned back, and came 
upon me. 

And I found it was good, that I lhould 
draw up my forces on the declivity of the hill, and enter 
into battle. And when the army of Jitteh advanced, and 
came up on the flope of the hill, and were unable to adt, 

I gave orders to my warriors, that they lhould annoy (he 
enemy with flights of arrows. And they wounded num- 
bers of the foe. And as the night was come, the forces 
of Jitteh faw that they could effedt nothing : and they 
encamped on the fkirts of the hill, that they might fur- 
round it. And in that night I refolved thus — that 
forming my army into four fquadrons, I myfelf would 
aflault them by furprife. And when this refolution was 
imprefled on the hearts of my Ameers, I mounted my 
horfe, and I aflaulted the enemy in four different places 
unawares, toward the morning.

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And I myfelf patted over the river with Book I. 
five thoufand horfemen, and came forth on a hill, which 
was higher than the army of Ouleaus Khaujeh. And I 
commanded that in the night they fhould make many fires. 

And when the people of Jitteh beheld the 
fires, and when they faw a ftrong army at the head of the 
bridge of Sungheen, they were afraid : and the forces of 
Ouleaus Khaujeh patted that night in watching. 

And I in that night, on the top of that 
hill, was employed in humiliations and fupplications to 
the throne of Almighty God ; and I fent forth prayers on 
Mahummud (may the blefiing of God be upon him, and 
upon his defcendants, and upon his companions). 

And between fleeping and waking I heard a 
voice, as of fome one fpeaking to me, faying, ** Timour, 

“ vidtory and conqueft and triumph are thine.” And 
when the morning broke, I prayed with my people. 

And I faw at this time that Ouleaus Khau- 
jeh and his Ameers were mounted on their horfes, and 
going troop after troop : and my Ameers and my foldiers 
called for orders to purfue them. And I faid unto my- 
felf, I mutt delay to purfue them until their intentions 
be known. 

And after they had travelled four furfungs, 
they halted : and I difcovered their defign. Behold, their

powered them at the fecond charge, and I drove them 
back to the head of the bridge of Sungheen, which was 
the ftation of Ouleaus Khaujeh. 

And as the night was come, I pitched my 
tents on the ground where I was, and I counfelled with 
myfelf, that I would not let the plain of battle cool ; but 
that I would charge quick and hot on the army of Ou- 
leaus Khaujeh : and they were near thirty thoufand. 

And I confidered, that if I was guilty of 
delay, fomething might come to pafs, which might caufe 
me to ftand in need of afliftance. And although Ameer 
Hoolfein was encamped behind me, I did not caufe my- 
felf to ftand in need of his fupport ; but by fkilful mea- 
fures 1 defeated the forces of Ouleaus Khaujeh, and the 
men of Jitteh. 

The thirteenth design which I Design

formed, (in defeating the army of Jitteh and Ouleaus 
Khaujeh) was this. 

First, I faw it was good, that by a body 
of my victorious army, I fhould confine and make ufclefs 
the people of Jitteh : and for this purpofe I ftationed 
Ameer Muviud Arlaut, and Ouj Kurrau Bahaudur, and A- 
meer Moofi, with two thoufand horfemen, at the head of 
the bridge of Sungheen, oppofite to Ouleaus Khaujeh.

And I raifed the hopes of all my foldiers 
by gifts and by prefents : and I drew them over unto me 
by kind words, and by an open countenance. And the 
fervices which they had done, I extolled ten-fold, and 
made them joyful : even until thole who were with me, 
and thofe who were againft me, all joined with me firmly. 

And they took an oath, that in fupporting me, and in de- 
voting their lives unto me, they would not be wanting. 

And when my heart was at reft concern- 
ing my army, I prepared for the war of Ouleaus Khaujeh. 

And in defeating him, and in planning the order of battle, 
thus I determined — that I would ufe fpeed, and that I 
would go down upon them before they were aware. 

And concerning this I opened the holy 
book for an omen ; and this facred verfe came forth as a 
fign, “ How oft do the weak vanquilh the powerful by 
«* the permilfion of Almighty God ! ” 

And when I had obtained this token, I 
formed my foldiers in order, and I divided them into l'e- 
ven fquadrons, and I fet out. And I came in the morn- 
ing upon Tughulluk Suldoze and Ki Khill'ero, ( who, 

among his Ameers, by placing a fpy ( for fuch was the Kotul) over the 
conduit of each of them, but made every province anfwer the purpofe of

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And I went and fojourned in the paflure- Book I. 
lands of the Dufht of Koulauk. And I appointed fpies, 
that they fhould go and bring news of the armies of 
Jitteh and of Ouleaus Khaujeh. 

And after ten days the fpies brought back 
intelligence, faying ; “ The Ameers of Jitteh (and the firlt 
of them is Kooch Timour, the fon of Begchuck and 
the fecond of them is Timour Noubukaun j and the 
others are Saureek Bahaudur, and Shungoom, and Tug- 
hulluk Khaujeh, the brother of Khaujee Beg) with twenty 
thoufand horfemen> have pitched their tents from the 
town of Khillautee even to the bridge of Sungheen.” 

And they fent an ambaflador unto me, 
that they might know my fituation and the ftrength of 
my army. And I drew out my army twice in the fight 
of the ambaflador, and difmilTed him. 

And I faw my advantage in this, that I 
fhould fet out after the ambaflador : but I found that my 
forces were not united with me. And to make them una- 
nimous, I faw it was good that I fhould fhew kindnefs to 
fome, and that with fome I fhould diflemble j and that I 
fhould tempt fome by riches, and foothe fome by perfua- 
fions, and promifes, and engagements. 

And at this time news arrived, that Tu-

fhaun. And when I came to Kunduz, I halted in that 
place until the chiefs of the people of Yeurldaiee came 
together and joined me. And I gave to each of them a 
robe of honour, and I encouraged them. 

And when the news of the order and the 
ftrength of my forces arrived to the princes of Buddukh- 
{haun, they prepared for war. And I {aw it was good 
that I {hould be quick, and break their power, before 
they could gather their army together. And I marched, 
with expedition, and I came to Taulkhaun. 

And when the news of my arrival at 
Taulkhaun reached the ears of the princes, they came in 
at the avenue of peace and faw me. I was fatisfied 
with my own deliberations, and faw that I had not done 
wrong. And my power was eftablilhed in the country of 
Buddukhlhaun ; and many of the fqldiers of Buddukh- 
fhaun came unto me and chofe my fervice.

And the land in which I had pitched Book I. 
my tents was a peninfula : and it had water on three 
fides. Some tents, which were without the peninfula, 
were plundered by the forces of Jitteh : and the people 
that were without, came and entered into the peninfula. 

And I formed my troops in order, and 
went and Rood on the neck of the peninfula : but the 
enemy were fearful, and they did not advance to the at- 
tack. 

And I tarried ten days in that peninfula ; 
and I afterwards came forth from thence, and pitched 
my tents *f* on the border of the river. And I fat down 
oppolite to the army of Jitteh for the fpace of one month ; 
even till they were feized with fear, and returned back. 

And I croffed the river, and came down in their camp, 
and fent forces to purfue them. 

The tenth design which I formed for 
the advancement of my power, was this. 

Wh en I had broken the forces of Jitteh, 

I faw it was good that I fhould go and fubdue the coun- 
try of Buddukhlhaun, and extend my dominions. And 
I marched from the border of the river, and encamped at 
the place called Khullum. 

And Ameer Hooflein, the graudfon of 
Ameer Kurghun, whofe lifter was in my houfe, came ;

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The ninth design which I formed in Book I. 
eftabli thing my regal power, was this. 

When I had obtained the vidtory over the 
leaders of the army of Jitteh, and the news of my ad- 
vancing forth, and afpiring to the throne, was made 
public throughout the land of Tooraun ; I refolved that 
I would become a king by generolity and by liberality. 

And I faw the duration of my power in this, that 1 
fhould divide among my foldiers the treasures which I 
had gathered together, both the money and the effedts : 
and that I fhould fitft fubdue the caftle of Kehulkeh. 

And when I had given fubfiftence to my 
army, I put them in order, and I arrived on the border 
of the waters of Jihoon. And I crofTed at the paflage 
of Turmuz ; and I feut out my Kurrauvul * towards the 
caftle of Kehulkeh j and I halted fome days on the bor- 
der of the waters of Jihoon, expedting intelligence 
from my Kurrauvul. 

And when Ouleaus Khaujeh heard where 
I was, he fent Alchoun Bahaudur, the brother of Beg- 
chuck, with a mighty army upon me. And my Kur- 
rauvulaun were negligent, and went to fleep : and the 
enemy palled by them, and advanced night after night, 
and came upon me by fnrprife.

And 
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• of glory aflaulted me and faid, Since thou haft advanced Book I. 
forth with pretenlions to empire, even this is becoming ' 
the dignity and the rank of a king, that thou refolve on 
war i and that thou be either victorious and triumphant, 
or be llain in battle.. 

And when I had refolved on this mea- 
fure, I faw that the enemy were divided into three bo- 
dies ; and that they were eager to engage. And I divi- 
ded my forces into feven fquadrons ; and I determined 
that I would fend down my feven fquadrons upon them, 
one after the other. And when the flames of war and of 
(laughter afcended high, I commanded the advanced 
guards to take to their bows, and to rain arrows upon the 
enemy. 

And I commanded the fquadrons of the 
front lines of the left and the right wings to go into 
battle. And I myfelf advanced with the troops of the 
lecond lines of the left and the right wings. And in the 
firft and the fecond charge I drove back the fquadrons of 
Ameer Aboo Saeed, who was the chief leader of the 
army of Jitteh. 

And it came to pafs at this time, that 
Hydur Andookhodee and Munguli Booghau advanced to 
the fight. And I myfelf oppofed them face to face •, and 
in the firft charge I defeated them alio. And all the 
forces of Jitteh diflolved away, and were fcattered and 
difperfed abroad. 


The 
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fent unto me, arrived and faw me, and informed me of Book I. 
their approach, that they were coming to ferve me with ' 
a thoufand horfemen. 

And I took their coming for a good omen : 
and they counfelled me, faying, “ Thou muft fall upon 
“ the army of Jitteh by furprife in the night. ” And 
when I mounted my horfe, news was brought that the 
army of Jitteh was arrived and coming down upon me. 

And I put my forces in order, and I flood over againft 
them ; and the water was between their army and my 
army. 

And I faw it was good, that I fhould 
amufe the enemy with words and with perfuafions, and 
extinguifh the fire of their animofity with the water of 
policy, and bring them over unto me. 

And I fpoke to the leader of the army of 
Jitteh (who was Ameer Aboo Saeed), and that which I 
faid unto him, he took well. But the other leaders op- 
pofed him and refolved on war. And the fire of my 
fpirit aifo flafhed forth, and I formed my forces in order 
of battle. 

Design 

The eighth design which I formed 
(in defeating the army of Jitteh) was this. 

I said unto myfelf, “ If I fight with the 
“ army of Jitteh, feeing they are very many, perhaps evil 
“ may come unto my people.” And at this time the fpirit 

of 
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And even from this place I fent Turn- Book I. 
mookeh Bahaudur with three hotfemen, that having pafled 
over the waters of Turmuz, he Ihould bring intelligence 
of the army of Jitteh, and inform himfelf of their coun- 
fels and deiigns. 

And Tummookeh returned after four days, 
and brought intelligence, faying, “ The army of Jitteh 
“ is arrived in the land of Turmuz, and they are era- 
“ ployed in rapine and in flaughter.” When I received 
this intelligence, I turned the reins of my intention to- 
wards the ftreights of Guz. And I faw it was good that 
I fhould go into the {freights of Guz, and fojourn there : 
and feizing an opportunity, that I ihould go down on the 
army of Jitteh. 

And when I came into the {freights of 
Guz, I pitched my tents in the plain of lichee Booghau, 
on the border of the waters of Jihoon. And Ouleaus 
Khaujeh received news of me, that I was arrived in the 
{freights of Guz ; and he fent his forces upon me. 

And in thofe days intelligence came, that 
Ameer Soolamaun Burlaus and Ameer Jullaul u deen and 
Ameer Hindookeh ( who were in the army of Jitteh ) 
having turned their faces from the leaders of that tribe, 
and feparated from them with their forces, were arrived 
at old Turmuz : and Toulaun Booghau, whom they had 
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make it a place wherein to keep my baggage and my ef- Book I. 
fetts. And with this intention I fet out toward the caftle 
of Aulaujou. 

And Share Behraum had long acquaint- 
ance with the governor of that caftle : and he fpoke unto 
me, faying, “ I will go and I will bring Munguli Booghav* 

** over to our lide.” 

And when Share Behraum went near to 
the caftle, he fent word unto me, faying, Munguli Boo- 
ghau fayeth, “ Since Ouleaus Khaujeh gxve this caftle 
“ in charge unto me, it is far from manhood and from 
** fidelity that I fhould come over to Ameer Timour, and 
“ give up the caftle and he refufed to deliver it up. 

But thus much came to pafs, that on re- 
ceiving information of my approach, terror took pofiefiion 
of his heart, and he left the caftle, and he turned his face 
to flight. And three hundred men of the tribe of Dou- 
laun Jauwun, who were with him in the caftle, and who 
from old times were included in the train of my fer- 
vants, came and united themfelves unto me. 

And I arrived at the defile of Souf, and 
in thofe days Umlis, the fon of Toumun Bahaudur, who 
had come down into the neighbourhood of Builukh to 
plunder, received news of my coming ; and he came with, 
two hundred horfemen and joined me : and I received 
him kindly, and I encouraged him. 
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I alfo came down from my horfc, and took each of them Book I. 
in my arms. And I put my turban on the head of Tu- ' ' * 
ghulluk Khaujeh j and my girdle, which was very rich in 
jewels and wrought with gold, I bound on the loins of 
Ameer Sife u deen , and I cloathed Toubuk Bahaudur in 
my coat. And they wept, and I wept alfo. And the 
hour of prayer was arrived, and we prayed together. And 
we mounted our horfes, and came and alighted at my 
dwelling : and I collected my people together and made a 
feaft. 

And on the next day Share Behraum, who 
had feparated from me in the narrownefs of his heart, and 
had refolved to go into the land of Hind, arrived alfo. 

And he came into my prefence, and he made excufes. 

And I took him into my arms, and I accepted his excufes j 
and I treated him with fuch kindnefs, that he came forth 
from his confufion. 

The seventh design which I formed Design 
in the days of enterprife, was this. ViI ’ 

When I faw the number of my forces, 
that they were in all three hundred and thirteen horfe- 
men j I determined with myfelf that I would feize on 
one of the caftles, and make to myfelf a relidence. And 
thus I refolved, that I wcuM firfl: reduce the caftle of Au- 
laujou ; (and Munguli Booghau Suldoze, on the part of 
Ouleaus Khaujeh, was in that caltle,) and that I would 

make 
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prefcribed by the law, I lifted up my hands in fupplication. Book I. 
And in the midft of my fupplication I wept : and I im- 
plored Almighty God, that he would deliver me from that 
wandering life. 

And I had not yet refted from my devo^ 
tions, when a number of people appeared afar off : and 
they were palling along in a line with the hill. And I 
mounted my horfe, and I came in behind them : that I 
might know their condition, and what men they were. 

And they were in all feventy horfemen ; and I afked of 
them, faying, “ Warriors, who are ye ?” And they an- 
fwered unto me, ** We are the fervants of Ameer Timour, 

** and we wander in fearch of him ; and lo ! we find him 
** not." And I faid unto them, I alfo am one of the 
fervants of Ameer : how fay ye, if I be your guide, and 
conduct you unto him ? And one of them put his 
horfe to fpeed, and went and carried news to the leaders, 
faying, “ We have found a guide, who can lead us to 
«« Ameer Timour.” And the leaders drew back the reins 
of their horfes, and gave orders that I Ihould appear before 
them. And they were three troops. And the leader of 
the firft troop was Tughulluk Khaujeh Burlaus, and the 
leader of the fecond troop was Ameer Sife u deen, and 
the leader of the third troop was Toubuk Bahaudur. And 
when their eyes fell upon me, they were overwhelmed 
with joy and they alighted from their horfes, and they 
came and they kneeled, and they kified my ftirrup. And 

I alfo 
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And in thofe days we palled our time in Book I. 
hunting, and we proceeded forward. And on the way I ' '“ J 
beheld a body of men Handing on a hill ; and their num- 
bers increafed from time to time : and I halted, and fent 
people to obtain intelligence. And they went in among 
thofe men, and brought back intelligence, faying, “ It is 
“ Kurraunchee Bahaudur, the old fervant of Ameer,* who 
“ with an hundred horfemen hath feparated from the ar- 
** mies of Jitteh, and is wandering in fearch of thee.’' I 
bowed in gratitude to Almighty God, and I fent orders 
for Kurraunchee to approach. And he came, and he kneel- 
ed before me ; and he killed my feet. And I received 
him with affedfion, and I placed my own turban on his 
head. And I went on to the valley of Arfuff. 

And I came to the valley of Arfuff, and I 
pitched my tents. And on the next day I mounted my 
horfe, and entered into the valley. And in the midlt of 
that valley there was a hill ; and the air thereof was very 
delightful. And I went and dwelt upon that hill ; and 
my people, each of them, pitched their tents in the neigh- 
bourhood thereof. 

A n d on that night, which was a holy 
night, I kept watch ; and when the morning broke, I 
was employed in prayer. And after repeating the prayers

t Friday, the Mahummudan fabbath, 
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And when I faw that the air and the wa- Book I. 
ter of that country fuited not with me, I departed from ' 
thence, and I came back to Kurrumfeer ; and I fojourn- 
cd in that land for two months, until my wounds were 
healed. 

Disjgn 

The sixth design which I formed ini VI 
the days of enterprife, was this. 

When Kurrumfeer had fubmitted to 
my authority, and my wounds were healed, I faw it was 
good that I fhould go and fojourn in the mountains on 
the borders of Bullukh ; and having collected an army, 
that I fhould proceed to fubdue the kingdom of Mauwur 
u Nuhur. And when I refolved on this meafure, I de- 
parted from thence : and forty horfemen were all that 
were with me. But they were all refolute men, and the 
fons of refolute men, and the fons of Ameers. And I 
gave praife unto God, for that in fuch diftrefs fuch men 
fhould come, without purfe and without fcrip, and fol- 
low me, and be obedient unto me. And I laid unto my- 
felf, God Almighty doeth great things for me ; feeing 
he hath made fuch men, even my equals, my fervants. 

And 1 went on towards the mountains of 
Bullukh, and Suddeuk Burlaus (of the race of Yeldureen 
Kurrauchaur Nouyaun) who was wandering in iearch of 
me, met me in the way with fifteen horfemen, and join- 
ed me ; and I took his coming for a happy omen. 
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thoufand horfemen alfo, Toork and Taucheek, were ga- Book I. 
thered round me ; and the country of Kurrumfeer fub- 
mitted to my authority. 

And at this time I refolved that I would 
invade the province of Seiftaun. And when the ruler of 
Seiftaun received accounts thereof* he fent offerings and 
rich gifts unto me* and he demanded fuccour, faying* 

** Certain of my enemies have opprefled me, and they 
“ have feized upon my lands, and upon feven caflles. — - 
** If the hands of my enemies be withdrawn from my 
“ dominions* I will advance fix months wages to the fol- 
“ diersJ’ 

And I faw it was good that I fhould turn 
the reins of my intentions toward Seiftaun. And of the 
feven caftles which were in the hands of his enemies, I 
fubdued five caftles by force and' by affault. — And fear 
found admiffion into the heart of the ruler of Seiftaun, 
and he made his enemies his friends j and they faid 
among themfelves, “If Ameer Timour tarry in this coun- 
try, the province of Seiftaun will’ pafs out' from our hands.” 

And they gathered together the foldiers and the people 
of all the countiy of Seiftaun, and they came upon me. 

And when I faw that the ruler of Seiftaun 
fulfilled not his engagement, I Was without remedy j and 
I advanced toward them, and gave them battle. And an 
arrow came and pierced my arm, and another arrow alfo 
came upon my foot, but in the end I obtained the vic- 
tory over them. 


And 
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me. And on the road I took horfes from among the Book I. 
droves of the Toorkummaunj * and I mounted my foot- Wv "‘“' 
foldiers thereon. 

And I came and I encamped at Atcheghi 
in the hilly grounds on the banks of the waters of Amu- 
veah : in this place my family, and Mubauruk Shaah, 
and Siud Hooffun, and all thofe whom I had left in the 
environs of Bokhaura, came and joined themfelves unto 
me. And Timour Khaujeh Aghlaun and Behraum Jul- 
lauir, with their forces, came and ferved me j and near a 
thoufand horfemen were gathered round me. And I de- 
liberated with myfelf, and I fet out from thence towards 
Baukhtur Zemeen and Kundahaur, and I fubdued thofe 
countries. 

The fifth design which I formed Dimcn 
in the days of enterprife, was this. 

When I departed towards Kundahaur 
and Baukhtur Zemeen, I came to the border of the river 
of Hiremun, and I fojourned there, and I made for my- 
felf an habitation ; and I tarried fome days on the border 
of that river to refrefh my people. 

And at this time the foldiers and the in- 
habitants of Kurrumfeer came in unto me ; and near a

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They all approved of my counfel and my Book L 
defign ; and having repeated the prayer of fuccefs on our 
attempt, I proceeded forward. And I difperfcd thofe 
two hundred people in the environs of Bokhaura, and I 
fecreted Aljaie Turkaun Aughau, the After of Ameer 
HoofTein, in that place j and I advanced toward Sum- 
murkund. 


And Tumookeh Kouchein met me on the 
way with fifteen horfemen, and joined me. And I com- 
municated my fecret unto him, and fent him to Mub- 
auruk Shaah. And entering myfelf among the tribes, I 
confederated with me near two thoufand of the people : 
and whenever I exalted the ftandard of empire in Sum- 
murkund, they were to join me. 

And I entered the city of Summurkund 
under the cover of the night ; and going to the dwelling 
of my eldeft After Kuttulugh Turkaun Aughau, I fojour- 
ned therein. And I was buried in thought and reflection 
night and day. And I pafied forty eight days undifeo- 
vered; until at length certain of the inhabitants gave in- 
formation of my arrival, and my fituation was near to be 
revealed. I was without remedy •, and with fifty horfe- 
men, who were with me in the city, I came forth from 
Summurkund by night, and I proceeded toward Khau- 
ruzm : and certain of the foot-foldiers all'o came with 

F 2 me 
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And I faw that my fafety confifted in this — that I lhould Book I. 
come forth from that place, and that I lhould fojourn in 
the defart, far from the habitations of men j until an 
army, which is the finews of Empire, lhould be gathered 
around me. 

And I journeyed from that place toward 
Khoraufaun ; and Mubauruk Shaah Sunjuri, the go- 
vernor of Maukhaun, came to me on the way with an 
hundred foldiers, and prefented fome chofen horfes to 
me : and certain of the defcendants of the prophet and 
of the inhabitants alfo came in unto me ; and near two 
hundred men, horfe-men and foot-men, joined me in 
the defart. 

And at this time Mubauruk Shaah, and 
Siud Hoofun, and Siud Zeau u deen faid Unto me, 

“ Our tarrying in this defart is the caufe of our diitrels ; 

4t we muft go from hence, and we mull feize on fome 
** Province for an habitation.” And I deliberated with 
myfelf, and I faid unto them, “ This meafure occurreth 
** to my mind — that we advance towards Summurkund, 

“ and that I difperfe you in the fecure places of Bokh- 
u aura j and that I myfelf go into the parts adjacent to 
“ Summurkund, and enter among the people and the 
(t tribes, and unite them with me : and having collected 
“ an army, and called you unto me, that I encounter 
“ Ouleaus Khaujeh and the forces of Jitteh, and fubdue 

** the kingdom of Mauwur u Nuhur.” 
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And I fet out toward the defart of Khau- Book I. 
ruzm, and twelve horfemen united themfelves unto me. ' v ' 
And after two days I came to an inhabited place, and I 
alighted at one of the dwellings thereof. And certain of 
the Toorkummauns, who were in that place, gave a loud, 
fhout,* and rulhed upon me. And I fecured the lifter of 
Ameer Hooflein in the houfe, and I affaulted thofe people 
in my own perfon. And at this time a man among the 
Toorkummauns, whofe name was Haujee Mahummud, 
knew me again ; and he exclaimed aloud, ** It is Ameer 
“ Timour.” And he ordered, the people to delift, and he 
kneeled before me. And I received him kindly, and I 
placed my turban on his head ; and he came with his 
brethren, and was my fervant. 

The fourth design which I formed in Desigw 
the early days of my power, was this. 

When lixty horfemen were gathered 
round me, I refledted with myfelf, that if I continued 
in the place where I then fojourned, perhaps the inhabi- 
tants thereof might extend the hand of treachery over 
me, and fend news of my condition to the trihe of Jitteh.

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wandered to and fro in the defart of Khauruzm, until Book I. 
on a certain night I alighted at a well. And even in that v v ' 
night the three faithlefs Khoraufauni * feized on three 
horfes, and mounted them and fled : and four horfes only 
remained for feven people, and my diftrefles were very 
great : but I was ftrong of heart, and I lamented not 
over my misfortunes. 

And I departed from the well; and at 
this time Aali Beg Choun Ghoorbauni came upon me, 
and he carried me away, and confined me in a habita- 
tion filled with vermin, and placed a guard over me, and 
kept me imprifoned for fixty and two days. 

And I deliberated with myfelf, and aided 
by the afliftance of Almighty God, with the ftrength of 
the arm of vigour I wrefted a fword from my guards and 
I rulhed upon them : and the guards turned their faces 
to flight, and 1 went and flood before Aali Beg. And he 
was afhamed and confounded at his evil condutt, that he 
had thrown me into prifon and he made excufes. 

And he ordered my horfes and my arms 
to be brought forth ; and he gave me a horfe that was 
lean, and a camel that was part fervice as a prefent. 

But he thirfted after the gifts which his brother Mahum- 
mud Beg had fent unto me, and he kept back a part 
thereof ; and he fuffered me to depart.

And 
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unto Tukkul Bahaudur the governor of Khiook, that he Book I. 
Ihould fall upon me and deftroy me. And Tukkul Bahau- ' * * 
dur came upon me with a thoufand horfemen : and I op- 
pofed him with my fixty warriors, and with Ameer 
Hoofiein who had come and joined me in the way; and 
I entered into battle. And I fought with iuch obftinacy 
and refolution, that of the one thoufand horfemen of 
Tukkul Bahaudur fifty remained, and of my fixty war- 
riors ten remained ; and the vidtory in effedt was mine. 

And when the news of my fuccefs reach- 
ed the ears of Ouleaus Khaujeh and the Ameers of 
Jitteh, they faid among themfelves, “ Timour is a won- 
(( derful man : fortune and the Divine favour are with 
him.” And I called this vidtory a favour from heaven 
conferred upon me: and the eyes of the tribe of Jitteh 
were darkened by my fuccefs. 

The third design which I formed for Desion 
the reftoration of my power, was this. ■ 

At the time when the ftate of my fortune 
was reduced low, and when the foundation of my power 
was broken afunder, fo that my aflociates were ten only 
(and feven of them were on horfes, and three of them 
were foot -men) and none other remained with me ; in 
thofe days the lifter of Ameer Hoofiein, who was my 
honoured wife, I placed behind me on my horfe, and I

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hur might flirink back from their engagement* : there- Book I. 
fore I refolved to come forth from Summurkund, and to 
fix my habitation in the hills, that every one who was 
united with me might come in unto me ; and that hav- 
ing gathered together an army, I might advance and 
make war upon the Ouzbuks. 

And when I came forth from Summur- 
kund, fixty warriors only came forth with me j and I faw 
that I had not erred in my deliberations. 

And when I had remained feven days in 
thofe hills, and no one had come in unto me, I deter- 
mined with myfelf that I would proceed to Buddukh- 
fhaun, and draw unto my ftandard the princes thereof. 

And I fet out, and I went into the pie- 
fence of Ameer Goolaul. * And he directed me that I 
fhould turn the reins of my intention towards Khauruzm. 

And I promifed unto him the revenue of Summurkund 
for one year — that I would lay it before him, if I proved 
victorious over the Ouzbuks. And he repeated over me 
the prayer of victory, and permitted me to depart. 

And when I came forth from the prefence 
of Ameer Goolaul, fixty horfemen were all that were 
with me. And when the news of my arrival in Khau- 
ruzm reached the ears of Ouleaus Khaujeh, he wrote

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“ ample of the orthodox Khulleefehs, *j* (on whom be Book I. 
“ the favour of Almighty God) the followers of Iflaum, 

“ the dodtors, and the holy men, and the foldiers, and the 
“ fubjedts, feeing Him noble and worthy thereof, have 
“nominated Ameer Timour (the Polar ftar of do- 
“ minion, on whom be the favour of God) to the em- 
“ pire: and with their wealth, and with their lives they 
“ will exert themfelves in expelling and in driving out, 

“ and in extirpating and in deftroying the tribe of Ouzbuk, 

“ who have ftretched forth the hand of cruelty and ra- 
“ pine over the families and over the wealth, and over 
“ the property and over the effedts of the faithful.” 

“ And we will be firm in our engagements; 

“ and if we deviate from our agreement and from our 
“ compadt, may we be deprived of the grace and of 
“ the protedtion of Almighty God ; and be delivered 
“ over to the power and the dominion of the devil ! ” 

And when they fhewed unto me the de- 
cree, I was eager to exalt the ftandard of war and of 
{laughter, and to draw down an army on the people of 
Jitteh, and to revenge the opprefled on the heads of the 
opprefifors : but certain of the worthlefs revealed my in- 
tentions. 

Again, I deliberated with myfelf, that 
if I made war upon them in the city of Summurkund, 
it might come to pafs that the people of Mauwur u Nu-

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And I reflected upon my danger : and to Book I. 
remedy the evil, this was the defign which I formed — 
that I fhould gather round me the valiant youth of the 
tribe of Burlaus, and attach them unto me. And the 
firft man who gave unto me the hand of obedience, was 
Eekou Timour; and the fecond was Ameer Jaukoo Bur- 
laus : and after him other warriors, from their hearts and 
from their fouls, confented to receive my commands. 

When the inhabitants of Mauwur u Nu- 
hur obtained knowledge of my purpofe, that I had refol- 
ved to rife in oppofition to the tribe of Ouzbuk ; as 
their hearts were turned afide from that opprefiive people, 
both the rich and the poor of the people of Mauwur u 
Nuhur united themfelves unto me. And the religious, 
and the holy men ifliied forth a decree, authorizing the 
expullion and the extirpation of the Ouzbuks. And in 
this undertaking certain of the Ameers of Aloufaut and 
and of Kufhoonaut joined alfo. * 

And the decree and the engagement to 
which they had agreed, and which they caufed to be 
written, is this. “ According to the conduct and the ex- 

Europeans. The Kujhoonaut (which is the plural of Kujhoon ) may here 
mean bodies of military men drawn from tribes or hordr , as the word Tou- 
maun fometimes fignifies. The number of the Toumaun is known to be 
ten thoufand ; that of the Kujhoon may perhaps be fomewhat Jefs : but it 
can hardly fignify fo infignificant a number as a hundred men. Several par- 
ticulars in this work tend to confirm this opinion.

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And when the cruelties and the oppref- Book I. 
lions of the Ouzbuks became great in the kingdom of ' 
Mauwur u Nuhur, (for behold they had carried into 
flavery feventy Siuds, and fons of Siuds ) and the power 
of Ouleaus Khaujeh availed him nought, and he was no 
longer able to reftrain their cruelties and oppreffions ; in 
the fpirit of authority I rufhed upon the Ouzbuks, and 
I delivered the opprelfed from the hand of the oppreflors. 

And this circumftance was the caufe of difobedience in 
the Ameers of Ouleaus Khaujeh, and in the foldiers un- 
der them. 

And they wrote unto Tughulluk Timour 
Khaun, faying, “ Timour hath exalted the flandard of 
“ rebellion.” And the Khaun thought that the accuia- 
tion was true : and he iffued an order to put me to death : 
and that order fell into my hands. 

“ forth, that the dignity of Khaun fhould appertain to the pofterity of 
“ Kubbul Khaun, and that the poft of minifter and general fhould belong 
« to the pofterity of Kaujooli Bahaudur, and that they fhould live in amity 
<< with each other : I alfo to fulfil the engagement of my anceftors, refrai- 
ned from enmity, and confented to lead his armies.” 

This note is formed from authorities found in Abulghazi Khan's genealogical 
hijlory of the Tartars , in D’Herbelot, and in the Fragment of the hijiory of 
Timour , p. 153. /. 9 . — —And the paffages illuf rated here and in the notes on 
page 23. will to the oriental Jcholar ferve to refute the falfehoods of the Ara- 
bian author Ibn Arabjhaah , and to prove the fuperior accuracy and authenticity 
of the life of Timour written by himfelf over that compofed by Alii Yezzudi j 
who has hitherto been confdered by the learned of Europe as tie mojl perfetl and 
faithful narrator of the ailions of Timour.

Kubbul Khaun was the great grandfather of 
Chungaze Khaun [Ghenghis Can], and Kaujooli Bahaudur was the eighth 
anceftor of Timour, and the great grandfather of Kurrauchaur Nooyaun, 
mentioned before. 

Thus it appears, that Chungaze Khaun and Timour both fprang from 
the fame flock, i.e. from Toumuneh Khaun ; who was the fourth anceftor 
of Chungaze Khaun, and the ninth anceftor of Timour. Toumuneh 
Khaun was fucceeded by his fon Kubbul Khaun, and Kubbul Khaun was 
fucceeded by Burtun Khaun in the fovereignty of the Moguls. 

And it appears that an agreement had taken place between Kubbul Khaun . 
and Kaujooli Bahaudur (at the defire perhaps of their father Toumuneh 
Khaun) that the former (who was the elder brother) and his pofterity fhould 
fucceed to the dignity of Khaun, and that the latter (who was the younger 
brother) and his pofterity fhould always fill the poft of chief minifter and 
leader of the forces ; and that the defendants of both fhould, by this agree- 
ment between their fathers, be bound to live in conftant friendfliip and amity 
with each other. And this is the agreement fhewn by Tughulluk Timour 
Khaun, who was defended in a right line from Chungaze and Kubbul 

Khaun, 
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Khaujeh, who was the Deewaunbeghee,* and the chief Book I. 
counfellor of the Khaun, and they drew him alfo over to 
their fide : and they proceeded on their way to Jitteh. 

And at this time alfo news arrived that 
the Ameers of Tughulluk Timour had exalted the flan- 
dard of rebellion in the Duiht of Kipchauk : and the 
Khaun was difturbed in heart,, and he alked counfel 
of me; and he turned back his face to the Duflit of 
Jitteh. 

And he gave unto me the government of 
Mauwur u Nuhur,')-' and in this matter he wrote a com- 
miflion and an agreement ; and he reftored unto me the 
ToumaunJ of Ameer Kurrauchaur Nooyaun in that king- 
dom : and I became the ruler of all the kingdom of 
Mauwur u Nuhur, even to the waters of Jihoon. § And 
this adtion came to pafs in the beginning of my fortune 
and power. And I found by experience that one Ikilful plan 
can perform the fervice of a hundred thoufand warriors.

count of the rebellion of his Ameers in the Dufht of Kipchauk, took ad- 
vantage of the fubmiifion of Timour to obtain a nominal dominion over 
Mauwur u Nuhur, by conferring upon him the title of Viceroy in that 
kingdom.

ed me with honour and refpeft. And behold their 
hearts, like unto their eyes, were blind and contradled, 
and the prefents which I gave unto them, feemed great 
iii their fight : and they withdrew their hands from ra- 
vaging and deftroying the kingdom of Mauwur u Nu- 
hur. And I went, and faw Tughulluk Timour Khaun ; 
and he took my coming for a happy omen : and he 
afked counfel of me, and all that which he heard me fay, 
he approved. 


And at this time news came to the ears 
of Tughulluk Timour Khaun that the Ameers of the 
three armies had taken monies and gifts from the inha- 
bitants of Mauwur u Nuhur : and he inftantly command- 
ed thofe fums to be delivered up, and he appointed col- 
lectors thereof.

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And by experience it is known unto me, Book I. 
that thofe are worthy to be counfellors, who fleadfailly 
adhere to that which they fay, and to that which they 
do; and who on no account relinquifh the meafures on 
which they have refolved ; and who, if they fay, “ We 
** will not do this,” keep far from the attion which they 
have condemned. 

And by experience it is known unto me, 
that there are two kinds of counfel — that which pro- 
ceeded from the tongue, and that which proceeded from 
the recefs of the heart. I turned my ear to that which 
proceeded from the tongue ; but to the counfel of the 
heart, which I heard, I gave a place in the treafury of 
my foul. 

And in times of hoftility I fought counfel 
relative to peace and to war ; and I ftudied the hearts of 
my chiefs, whether they were delirous of war or of peace. 

And if they advifed peace, I compared the advantages of 
peace with the perils of war. And if they propofed war, 

I oppofed the profits and advantages thereof to the in- 
conveniences and dangers that might follow from peace : 
and which ever appeared moil profitable, that I preferred 
and approved.

eye of attention. And every plan, in which I difcovered ' v J 
a two-fold hazard, I rejected ; and I chofe that in which 
the peril was Angle. 

Thus I advifed Tughulluk Timour Khaun, 
when his Ameers exalted the ftandard of rebellion in the 
Dulht of Jitteh. Behold he demanded counfel from 
me; and thus I faid unto him — “If thou fend an army 
“ to difperfe and expel them, a two-fold danger may be 
“ apprehended therefrom : * but if thou thyfelf advance 
“ againft them, one peril only.” And he adted accor- 
ding to my counfel, and turned towards the Du flit of 
Jitteh : and that which I had fore-told unto him, came 
to pafs. 

And I entered on every meafure with 
counfel and advice j and in the execution of that mea- 
fure I adted on a plan which was uniform and good. 

And after examining the avenue of retreat, I entered on 
the execution thereof. And by fkill, and by refolution, 
and by caution, and by circumfpe&ion, and by fore-fight, 
and by penetration I brought that enterprife to a fortu- 
nate conclufion.

Thus, aided by deliberation and fore- 
fight, with two hundred and forty three warriors only, I 
came down on the caftle of Kurlhee. -f* And in the caftle 
and the neighbourhood thereof. Ameer Moofi and Mul- 
lik Bahaudur had fat down with twelve thoufand horfe- 
men ; and by the aid of Almighty God and by ikilful 
meafures I fubdued the caftle of Kurthee.

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ferved or exceflive kindnefs to make and keep friends : he 
feemed not to know, but readily pardoned enmity and treachery. 
And fuch was his delicacy of l'entiment, fuch the art of his 
addrefs that he cleared every fufpicion of the guilty and fearful; 
he covered the blulhes and foothed the confufion of the con- 
fcioufly unworthy. One fo qualified, with fo difceming an eye, 
fo fenfible yet ftrong a heart, fo open yet powerful a hand, lo 
free yet fo forcible an addrefs, what wonder that he was great ? 

In military occafions his great excellence feems to have been 
hiding or magnifying his ftrength, furprife,varying his attacques, 
and obftinacy in keeping his ground. His politics availed him 
much in governing his army, and he often ufed prayers, his 
oracle of the Koran, and other religious means to encourage them. 

Particulars in either of thefe parts are not here noticed; 
but the more generally applicable Sentences. 

I n theologic matters I have been more fcant, not meaning a 
detail of Mahummudan principles. There are only a few notes, 
tending to fhew that religion every where has it’s force, and is 
ferviceable to a general and prince. 

I could have added parallel fentences from facred and other 
writers in moil places. But I thought it needlefs to thofe who 
knew them, and ufelefs to the reft. I only note Timou r’s 
Maxims.

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The following fyftematized View of the Matters con- 
tained in the Work of Timour was fent me by my 
learned and refpeEled Friend Mr . Henderson of 
Pembroke College, to whom my Thanks are due for 
this Communication , and whofe own Words will befl 
ferve to introduce it. 

S U C H a colledlion as the following has been acceptable in 
the editions of various authors. I need not mention the 
Penu Tullianum, or the fimilar work from Seneca. Here- 
by the moft important parts are got together, more ready for 
ufe : and the book is brought, as it were, to a focus. In fome 
authors this is more ufeful than in others, in none quite vane. 
If we may have nothing to learn from Timour, it will at 
leaft pleafe the curious to fee in one view feveral good things 
which his mind was acquainted with : we (hall be pleafed to 
know that he knew them. 

T o avoid fuperfluity of bulk I have made but three heads. 
Political \ Military , and Rheologic — adding a few remarkable 
Events. 

In political management Timour feems to have relied chiefly 
on amufing perfons, bribing them, keeping them in fufpenfe, 
and dividing them. He was acutely fagacious, rightly provident 
and firmly refolute. He was generally willing by any unde-

tion, and perhaps the only one extant in Europe on which any 
dependence for genuinenefs may be reafonably had, feenv to 
favour the belief of its authenticity, in that you may very 
clearly remark in it the diftindtive Tartar lineaments, a broad 
flattifh face, with fmall eyes. Thefe in bis fon and fuccelfor, 
are fomewhat lefs confpicuous, and, as the line of defcent pro- 
ceeds, they melt by degrees wholly into the foftnefs of the 
Indian features. 

** It may alfo be obferved, that the Moors, or Mahomedan 
fovereigns of Indoftan, are in this collection diftinguifhed 
from the Gentoo ones, by the fafhion of the fkirts of their 
robes, which in the Gentoos, hang on each fide, cut at bottom 
into an angular form, as all the Rajahs wear them to this day 
for an enfign of royalty.

the general never enters the town himfelf, but deputes certain 
officers to the governor, under pretext of taking cognizance of 
his condu<ft, but in faCt to receive a bribe, in form of a prefent, 
not to make too ftriCt a fcrutiny. 

“ Tegbeg Khaun, who was far from being on good terms 
with the court, being obliged to proportion his-prefent to the 
need he flood in of abfolution for the part, and protection for 
the future, fent the general fome lacks of rupees, not lefs than 
to the amount of three or four hundred thoufand pounds. But 
that fuch a tranfaCfion may not appear too barefacedly what 
it always is, a corrupt bargain, the general ufually makes the 
governor fome prefent, which is to pafs for a return. On this 
occafion then the Mogul general fent Tegbeg Khaun a fabre 
fet with rubies, emeralds and diamonds, worth perhaps at moil 
three or four thoufand pounds, together with this Book con- 
taining a fet of Miniature Portraits of the fucceffive fovereigns 
of Indoflan for feveral ages back. They are in colours, on 
vellum-leaves, and are copies from a fcries of originals in the 
Mogul’s palace. 

“ That they are not fancy-piCtures, there is great reafon to 
believe (independent of the prefumption in their favour from 
the circumflance of their being a prefent on fo capital an occa- 
fion from one great officer of flate to another; it being well 
known, that fuch a fet of pictures actually exifts in the royal 
palace, it hardly feems improbable that a copy was taken from 
them. And here it is obfervable, that the Mogul-moors have 
nothing of that averfion to images or pictures, which is even a 
point of religion to the Mahomedans in general. But thefe 
Moguls retain fo much of their Tartarian origin as to tolerate 
all religions, and even to incorporate theirs of the I'hien, fuch 
as the court of China alfo profelfes, with the predominant 
religion of- whatever country they conquer ; for the greater 
eafe of preferving their conquefts by this political conformity.

« I was acquainted with feveral great and learned Men in 
India, both Natives and Perfians : on perufing the works of 
Timour, I was led to make'the fame enquiry which you have 
made. Whether they were, or were not authentic ? The anfwers 
I received were always in the affirmative, and attended with 
fome tokens and expreffions of furprize, that I fhould, or could, 
doubt their being genuine. Shaah Aulum, the prefent Mogul, 
has a beautiful copy of the Hiftory and Inftitutes of Timour ; 
which he holds in iuch efteem, and of which he is fo exceed- 
ingly careful, that though he granted me the ufe of any other 
book in his polTeffion, this he pofitively excepted by name, as a 
work fo rare and valuable, that he could not trull it to the care 
of any perfon whatever. 

“ Upon the whole, if the learned of the Eaft, for feveral 
generations, have been induced to give implicit credit to the 
Inftitutes and Hiftory of Timour, which is certainly the cafe, 
I do not fee how Europeans can, with any degree of propriety, 
doubt their authenticity. The Oriental Critics have the very 
belt materials on which to form their opinions j our fmall flock 
of knowledge in the language, and ftill fmaller flock of Afiatic 
Hiftorians, render us very incompetent judges of the point in 
queftion. There are a great number of Oriental Manufcripts 
in the libraries of the Learned ■, but I am convinced, that there 
are ftill many, very many, which never have found, and poffi- 
bly never will find, their way into Europe ; and therefore, 
though no hijlorical evidence can be produced to prove the au- 
thenticity of the W orks of Timour, yet no one can pretend to 
fay, that fuch Lijlorical Proofs do not exift. The learned of 
the Eaft muft be the beft judges whether they do, or do not 
merit their belief and veneration ; and they have thought pro- 
per to beftow upon them both the one and the other. It is 
much to be regretted, that the Life of Timour, written by 
himfelf, is not to be found in Europe : if that, and the Infti- 
tutes 
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written by himfelf. Babour was defcended from Timour in 
the fifth degree he was the fon of Omer, the fon of Abu 
Saeed, the fon of Mahummud, the fon of Meraun Shaah, the 
fon of Timour. About eighty years elapfed between the death 
of Timour and the birth of Babour. Babour in the twelfth 
year of his age, and the 899th year of the Hejra , fat upon the 
throne of his father, in the kingdom of Furgauneh. The earlier 
part of his life very much refembled that of his great prede- 
ceffor, Timour : and his abilities in the Field and in the Ca- 
binet, his fortitude in diflrefs, his activity and courage when 
furrounded with difficulties and danger, and the glory and fuc- 
cefs with which his Enterprizes were finally crowned, make 
the refemblance between thefe two Princes ftill more firiking. 
Like Timour, Babour wrote an accurate Hiflory of his own 
Life and Actions in the Furki language ; which though by no 
means equal to the admirable compofition of his renowned an- 
cestor, is a work of infinite merit. Yet this hiflory, great as 
the Royal Author was, remained in obfcurity till the middle of 
the reign of his grandfon Acbur, when it was tranfiated into 
the Perfian language by one of his Omrahs, Kbaun a Kbaunaun. 
It is more difficult to account for the temporary obfcurity of 
this valuable work, than for that of Timour’s ; for at the death 
of Babour it muft have fallen into the hands of his fon Hu- 
maioony and on his death, into thofe of Acbur. Yet till the 
middle of his reign it remained unknown and un tranfiated : 
and if Acbur had, in the early part of his life, been driven 
from his throne, if Divifions had taken place in his family, 
and his poflerity had been fcattered abroad, this valuable Manu- 
fcript might have fallen into private hands, and have remained 
unknown for a century longer ; poffibly, have been totally loft. 
No Critic, either Oriental or European, pretends to difpute 
the authenticity of Babour’s Hiflory j and, as far as I have 
been able to difcover, the Learned of the Eafl confider the In- 
ftitutes and Hiflory of Timour as equally genuine. 


** I WAS 
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Royal Mogul author. This I take to be impoflible. Authors 
in the Eaft neither fold their works to bookfellers, nor pub- 
lilhed by fubfcription, nor depended for fupport on the ap- 
plaufe, the generofity, or the credulity of the public : they 
were patronized by Princes, who rewarded their labours in pro- 
portion to the value of their works. And therefore, if Abu 
\ Taulib had been capable of writing fuch a work, he never would 
have been guilty of fo dangerous and foolifh an artifice, which 
could tend only to diminilh both his fame and his profit. The 
applaufe and the reward due to the Tranflator of an excellent 
work, muft, whatever his merit, be inferior to thofe which are 
due to the author of fuch a work ; if therefore he had been 
mailer of abilities to write the Life and Inllitutes of Timour, 
as there written, he would have fpoke in the third perfon in- 
llead of the firll (no other alteration being neceffary,) and have 
Hood forth as the author of the firll and bell Hillory of the 
Life of Timour, that ever was wrote j for which he mull have 
obtained both applaufe and profit tenfold. The fame mode of 
reafoning will hold good to prove that the ‘Turki copy co aid not 
be wrote by any Mogul author, but him to whom it is afcribed, 
Timour himself. 

<e The noble fimplicity of Didlion, the plain and unadorned 
Egotifm that runs through the whole of the Inllitutes and 
Hillory of Timour, are peculiarities which mark their origina- 
lity and their antiquity alfo. The Orientals, for fome centuries 
pall, have adopted a very different mode of writing ; the bell 
of their hillorical works are filled with poetical and hyperboli- 
cal Flowers and Flourilhes, which are fo numerous, and occur 
fo frequently, that many a folio volume, weeded and pruned of 
thefe fuperfluities, would be reduced to a very moderate oSlavo. 

“ The only work bearing the leaft refemblance to the Life 
and Inllitutes of Timour, which has fallen under my obfer- 
vation, is the Hillory (or Commentaries) of Sultaun Babour , 

written 
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or even his fubjefts during his life; fince it would have enabled 
thofe who chofe it, to combat him with his own weapons, or, 
in other words, to have turned his arts and his policy againft 
himfelf. Hence it is reafonable to fuppofe, that the Work in 
queftion was entirely unknown during his life ; and its fubfe- 
quent temporary obfcurity may, 1 think, be plaufibly accounted 
for, by the probability of one copy only exifting at the time 
of his death, by the uncertainty into whofe hands that copy 
fell, and by the divifions which followed in his family after 
the death of Shaahroch . 

“ Abu Taulib ill Hujfeini, in the Dedication of his Tranflation 
to Su/taun ul Audi l, fays, that in the Library of 'Jajir, Haukim 
of Temmun , he met with a manufcript in the Turki, or Mogul 
language, which, on infpe&ion, proved to be the Hiftory of 
Timour, written by himfelf ; containing an account of his 
Life and Actions from the feventh to the feventy-fourth year 
of his age. See. Sec. He then proceeds to give the Tranflation 
of the faid Hiftory, in which are included the Inftitutes. 

“ It may appear remarkable that the Tranflator fliould fay 
fo little, or in fail nothing, to prove the authenticity of the 
valuable work, which he was about to tranflate. It has an ex- 
traordinary appearance, I allow ; but, I think, the following 
inferences only can be drawn from it : either that he thought 
the work itfelf contained fufficient proofs of its own authen- 
ticity, or that at the period when he tranflated it, it was fa 
well known, as not to admit of doubt, or difpute. For my 
part, I think his inattention to this point is a very ftrong, if 
not the ftrongeft poflible proof, that the Hiftory and Inftitutes 
of Timour are genuine. 

“An European Critic may fay, that this fame Abu 'Taulib 
might have wrote the work himfelf in the Perfian language, 
and have impofed it upon the world as a Tranflation from the 

Royal 
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hand, or by a favourite and trufty amanuenfis, is uncertain ; 
but which ever was the cafe, it is moil probable, that one copy 
only exifled during his life-time, and poffibly for many years 
afterwards : what became of that copy, during the confufions 
that followed his death, is equally uncertain and open to con- 
jedture. But after all, it is no unreafonable fuppofition, that 
fuch a work in manufcript might have exifted, though Alii 
Tezzudi and Mirkhond knew nothing of the matter. That they 
were not acquainted with it, is evident : for if they had, and 
thought it authentic, they would have bellowed upon it all the 
applaufe which is due to the intrinfic merit of the work ; if 
they had known and thought it fpurious, they would have re- 
futed its authenticity. But they have done neither j they are 
totally lilent on the fubjedt : from whence we may conclude, 
that they were Grangers to the work. But it by no means fol- 
lows, that fuch a work could not exift, becaufe they, or even 
cotemporary authors, knew nothing about it. 

“ The Hiftory of Timour, written by himfelf, carries with 
it the ftrongefl: proofs that he wrote for pofterity only ; and 
that he could not, in prudence, or in policy, make his work 
public during his life : for it contains not only the fame accu- 
rate detail of the Fadts and Occurrences of his reign, as are 
found in other Authors, but it goes much further. He gives 
you that which he only had the power to give, the fecret 
Springs and Motives which influenced his condudt in the va- 
rious political and military tranfadlions of his life, the arts by 
which he governed, as well as the power by which he conquered. 
He acknowledges his weakneflefs, honellly owns his errors, 
defcribes the difficulties in which he was occafionally involved 
by thofe errors, and the policy by which he furmounted and 
overcame thofe difficulties. In a word, it is a complete Index 
to his head and his heart ; and though, take it all in all, it re- 
dounds to the honour of both the one and the other, yet it was 
a work by no means calculated for the perufal of his enemies, 

c 2 or 
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adhere minutely to the truth in their relations of thr. mofl tri- 
fling fads, and that they were ftill more particularly enjoined 
to obferve the flriCteft impartiality in their narratives of the 
conduCt and aCt'ons of the Emperor himfelf. Thefe hiftorieal 
Journals, if they may be fo called, were, from time to time, 
read in his prefence, in the prefence of his Minifters and Offi- 
cers, and of the learned : they were compared with, and cor- 
rected by, each other, by the Emperor himfelf, and by fuch of 
his people as had a perfonal knowledge of the TranfaCtions 
therein related. It muft be allowed, that this was no bad way 
of collecting authentic materials for the hiftory of a mighty 
Emperor, governing a mighty Empire ; if he took care to en- 
force his commands by proving himfelf fuperior to flattery, and 
by an encouragement of that truth and impartiality, which he 
fo flriCtly enjoined. From thefe materials, fome of which 
were in profe, fome in verfe, fome in the Turki (or Mogul) 
language, fome in the Perfian, Alii Tezzudi, afterwards com- 
piled the Hiftory of the Reign and Conquefts of Timour, as 
he himfelf declares : and with the affiftance of thefe very ma- 
terials, it is concluded that Timour wrote that voluminous and 
valuable Hiftory of his own Life, to which he added his Infti- 
tutes. How it came to pafs that that Hiftory and thofe Inftitutes 
were not taken notice of either by Alii Tezzudi , or Mirkhond, 
it is impoffible, at this diftance of time, to tell ; but though 
the caufe cannot with certainty be pointed out, there is room 
for many plaufible conjectures. The hiftorical Journals before 
mentioned were numerous, and they were public alfo ; the 
great and the learned had free accefs to them ; many copies 
of them were taken, and, with the originals, handed down to 
pofterity : the Life of Timour, and his Inftitutes, on the con- 
trary, was a private work, compofed by himfelf, with the 
afliftance which thofe materials afforded him. This work the 
Conqueror was led to engage in from motives to us unknown: 
amufement or ambition, or both, might urge him to the ar- 
duous undertaking. Whether it was written with his own 

hand,

“ My good Friend, 

1 HAVE received your favour of the 20th inftant, and wifh 
raoft heartily that my ability to comply with your requeft 
was equal to my inclination. 

“You apply to me for external evidence to eftablifh the Au- 
thenticity of Timour’s Inftitutes : it is by no means an eafy 
talk which you impofe on me ; fuch reafons, however, as have led 
me to believe them genuine, I fhall freely communicate. How 
far they may tend to remove the doubts of unbelieving Critics, 
I cannot pretend to fay; poflibly, in the opinions of fuch Gen- 
tlemen, they may only ferve to eftablifh my own credulity : be 
that as it may, I fhall fet out with declaring to you, that I can- 
not produce any biflorical proofs of the Authenticity of thefe 
Inftitutes. 

** The only Hiftories of Timour, which I have read (that 
written by himfelf excepted,) are thofe of Sburruf udeen Alii 
Tezzudi and Mirkbond: the latter is in the Rouzut ul Suff'au. 
True it is that neither of thefe authors, to the beft of my re- 
membrance, take any notice of the Inftitutes, or of the Hif- 
tory (or Commentaries) of Timour, faid to be written by him- 
felf. Alii Tezzudi fays, that Timour was always attended by 
feveral learned and able men, whoffe foie employment was to 
keep a fort of hiftorical Journals of all Tranfadtions as they 
occurred/ both military and civil ; that they were diredled to 

c adhere 
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with my wifhes he has given me permiflion to publifli. 
I have therefore inferted it, annexed to the fpecimen of 
Eufoof and Zoolleikha , in the prefent publication : not merely 
for the fake of that beauty of thought and expreflion, of which 
there is much in both to be admired ; but becaufe, like the 
work Qf Timodr, it ferves to prove that a knowledge of the 
Perfian difplays to the European fcholar not only whatever is 
valuable in its native compofitions, but alfo the yet undifco- 
vered trealures of the Shanfcrit, the Mogul, and other remote 
languages of the Eaft.

The knowledge of the particulars contained In this note I owe to my conver- 
fations on the fubjedt with Mr. Rouse, from whofe general acquaintance with 
the literature of India I have derived much curious and ufeful information. 
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many faulty paflages ; and for the communication of feveral 
curious Perfian papers, by the help of which my pupils in 
that language have derived fuch advantages from my ledtures as 
could not be fupplied by the Angle affiftance of the printed 
volume. 

I also defire the fame ingenious Gentleman to accept my 
public thanks for the tranflation of the Brahminic Prayer, * 
with which he has favoured me, and which, in compliance 


* Notwithftanding Mr. Dowe’s affertion to the contrary, there is reafon to 
believe that various tranflations of Shanfcrit books have been compofed in the 
Perfian language; and that the theology and philofophyof the Hindoos have been 
a fubje& of enquiry amongft men of rank in Indoftan, when letters were much 
cultivated. In a curious and valuable work compofed about two centuries ago by 
the command of the Emperor Akbar, we find a large account of the aftronomy, 
philofophy, religious principles and cuftoms of this very /ingular nation. This 
is not the only Perfian work that illuftrates the hiftory of a people fo little known. 
A tranflation has been made into the fame language of the famous Shanfcrit poem, 
called Mahbarit (or the great war) faid to contain a hundred and twenty thoufand 
llanzas. We find likewife that Dara Shekoo, one of the fons of the Emperor 
Skah Jehan, paid fuch attention, and gave fuch encouragement to the profefTors 
of the Hindoo Religion, that he was treated as an infidel by his younger brother 
Aurengzebe, who made this partiality a plea for exciting all the Mahommedans 
againfl: him* and preventing hi$ fucceflion to the empire of his father. This 
learned prince was tHc author of many woik , ^he moft valuable of which, per- 
haps, is His fummary of the Four Bedes (or facred books) of t he Hindoos, con- 
taining very curious and abftra& difeuflions of their metaphyfics and religious 
^principles, upon the nature and extftence of the world — of the fupreme Being — of 
the human mind and its faculties — of the worjhip due to the fupreme Being , as foie 
Creator of the world &c. &c. 

Some tranflated fragments of this work, as well as the original Perfian, having 
been fhewn me by Mr. Rouse, I was highly flruckwith the fublimity and beauty 
of many of the paflages ; and judging that a fpcclmen would be extremely accept- 
able to the readers of this volume, I requefled leave to infert at the end of it 
One of the Prayers dire fled by the Brahmins to be offered up to the Supreme Being* 
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volume, and by which every doubt that remains will 
he removed. To facilitate the attainment of this beautiful 
language, a Dictionary, and a Grammar, have been publiihed 
by two Gentjemen, whom I have the honour to call my friends. 
The firft of thefe performances is diftinguiihed by immenfe 
labour and accuracy, the other by that propriety of arrange- 
ment which is peculiar to an elegant mind. But a language is 
neither learnt nor ftudied in a grammar or a dictionary. It can 
only be acquired by the help of books, or oral converfe : and 
it has often been lamented by gentlemen intending to enter 
into the company’s fervice abroad, and therefore deiirous of 
learning the Perfian language, that in England where it can- 
not be acquired by colloquial methods of initruCtion, the fecon- 
dary advantages of printed Perfian volumes fhould be wanting. 

That this deficiency may no longer be the occafion of dif- 
ficulties and a reafon of complaint, the Inftitutes of Timour 
are now publiihed in a faithful Engliih verfion, and the Per- 
fian from which it is tranflated. Nothing can be more hap- 
pily calculated for the purpofe of teaching a language than a 
work like the prefent, abounding with that dmple grandeur 
which is peculiar to Eaftern compo rttIons > an d which has been 
£> often admired in the fcriptures of the Hebrew tertament. 

Gratitude will not fuffer me to conclude thefe prefatory 
remarks, without expreifing acknowledgements to C. W.Boug h- 
ton Rouse, Efq; for favours winch he has conferred with a 
friendly politenefs on the work and its editor ; for the ule of a 
valuable Perfian MS. which containing a confiderable portion 

of the original work, has enabled me to collate and correct 

® rainy 
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which I was favoured in anfwer to my earneft requefl:, and 
which has received the praife and affent of all who have read it. 

This is all, concerning the Author and the Edition, that I 
think necelTary to be obferved to the general readers of Ti- 
mour’s Institutes j a work, which if I am not milled by the 
prcpolfeffions of an editor, will be efteemed curious and va- 
luable by men of various profeffions. The fcholar is ever de- 
lighted with a larger knowledge of illuftrious characters, with 
their remains refcued from long oblivion, and all that tends 
to throw additional light on the hiftory of mankind. He who 
ftudies and profefles the military art, will furvey with pleafure 
modes of marlhalling and encamping armies, and the Strata-* 
gems of a great conqueror, judicioufly and fuccefsfully formed, 
though different from his own. The politician mull be inte- 
rested in the perufal of meafures, by which diftant nations 
were united under the fame government, and which baffled 
all the dangerous intrigues of powerful courts and defigning 
men. 

But the moll: immediate and evident advantage that can 
be derived from the prefcnt publication, remains yet to be 
told. The fuperiority which a knowledge of the Perfian lan- 
guage confers on its poffelfors in our Eaft India fettlements is 
allowed by all whofe civil or military Stations have obliged 
them to refide in thofe countries. To thofe readers who have 
not received this perfonal conviction, I recommend an atten- 
tive confideration of Mr. Davy’s letter upon the fubjeCr, 
which I have added for their perufal at the end of this 

volume. 
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which I immediately determined to execute. As I proceeded 
in the tranflation, I found difficulties in the fequcl, which had 
not occurred in the fpecimen : and I obferved in the courfe of 
the work fo many terms of the Military Art, which my ftudies 
had never led me to examine, and fo many idioms of the Tar- 
tar Language which no lexicon in Europe has explained, that 
I chofe to decline the firft honours of the prefent publication, 
and defired to devolve the whole talk of tranflation on Mr. 
D av y. His knowledge of that art and language pointed 
him out as one peculiarly qualified to undertake it j 
and his ready compliance with my requefl: has added an 
obligation of a public nature to many inftances of private 
friendfhip. The tranflation was fortunately completed, when 
Mr. Davy was called to India by an honourable appointment 
under Lord Macartney. The fubordinate duties of an 
Editor, therefore, reverted to me : and I hope that by my 
accuracy in fuperintending the imprefiion of the Original, and 
my diligence in compiling the Indexes, I fliall give fatis- 
faction to my friendly aflbciate as well as to the public. 
That I may not however lofe any afiiftance which a colleague 
fo ingenious and intelligent can contribute, I have fubjoined to 
this preface a Letter on the Authenticity of the Inftitutes, with

Of this MS. I publifhed in 1780 a tranflated Specimen, 
The attention with which that experiment of the public fa- 
vour and opinion was received, gave birth to the prefent work. 


The work will be executed not only with elegance and fplendor, but 
with a degree of accuracy and fidelity totally unufual in publications of 
this fort. 

The Library comprehends moft of the early printed books of 
the xv. century, the rare editions of the daffies, the expenfive works 
of natural hiftory, of general hiftory, and antiquities ; and particularly 
all the curious and valuable books in medicine. And in addition to 
this collection of printed books, there is a confiderable collection of 
MSS. in all the languages that are cultivated by men of erudition. 

The collection of natural history is enriched with fpecimens 
of the moft beautiful productions in every clafs. The clafs of fossils, 
and likewife that of corals, and of Birds pofTefs many fpecimens 
that are peculiar to this cabinet. The clafs of shells is ample and 
elegant; the fame character is applicable to that of insects. And 
there is a numerous catalogue of mifcellaneous curiofities not reducible 
to any particular arrangement. 

This Mufeum, thus fplendidly and fcientifically eftablifhed, has 
been the laborious and expenfive acquifition of a Gentleman, to whofe 
love of fcience the academies of our own and other countries have 
borne the moft honourable teftimonies. 

The public muft be anxious to know the final deflination of fuch 
treafures ; it is largely interefted in their fate, and would have abun- 
dant realon to lament their difperfion. But, happily for the world, their 
proprietor is actuated by much higher motives than thofe of mere per- 
fonal gratification; a felfifh, folitary love of letters was not the primary 
inducement that influenced his mind ; and in proportion as his trea- 
fures become more important, he feels more ftrongly the obligation of 
devoting them to the ufe of the public. Such an aCt of munificence, 
as ? I hear, He intends to perform in bequeathing his collection to the

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might then have tended to promote, the prefent age wifely 
disregards fuch fuperflitions.

* This Mufeum is univerfally known as one of the moft auguft 
monuments of a love of Science now exifting in the world, and is 
become much too illuftrious an objedt of curiofity not to merit a more 
exadt defeription than has yet been given of it to the public. My rea- 
der therefore will, I am perfuaded, readily forgive me, if I embrace 
this opportunity of acquainting him in a more detailed manner, with 
the great extent and variety of thofe obligations which its generous 
poffeflbr has already conferred, and is likely to confer in a ftill higher 
degree upon the learned world. 

I n faying that the Mufeum Hands unrivalled in the number, ufe- 
fulnefs, and neatnefs of the anatomical preparations, I fay no 
no more than what every perfon is prepared to expedt. No man could 
approach Dr. Hunter’s Mufeum without a convidtion that no exer- 
tion of art, no expence would be wanting to illuftrate and cmbellifh a 
Science which his own ftudies have carried to a degree of excellence, 
that has made our Metropolis the firft School of anatomy in the world. 

The colledtion of medals acquired at an immenfe expence, defies 
the competition of any Royal Cabinet in Europe, that of his moft 
Chrifiian Majefty only excepted. The latter, which before the efta- 
blilhment of Dr. Hunter’s was without a rival, can hardly claim a 
decided Superiority; in many refpedts is confeffedly its inferior. The 
Dodtor, who is not more diftinguifhed by his pofleffion than by his 
knowledge of thefe treafures, is at prefent employed, with the learned 
and ingenious Mr. Combe, in publilhing a part of them in three di- 
visions ; one containing the Greek cities, another the Perfian, Pheni- 
cian, Samaritan, Palmyrene, Punic &c. and the third the Greek Kings. 
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I f the reader of this preface has not perufed any hiftory 
of Timour’s actions, he will think thefe praifes laboured, 
perhaps will call them extravagant ; if he has, he will confi- 
der them as the free tribute which honeft admiration and a 
feeling heart pays to the virtues of an exalted character. There 
is, however, another reafon which has induced me to fpeak fo 
largely in this place of Timour’s character, and of the Hiftory 
written by himfelf : for from that Hiftory he fele&ed thofe 
Defigns and Inftitutes which I have the honour of prefenting 
in this volume to the public. 

There is ever a folemnity and a kind of facred autho- 
rity in the inftrudtions which a dying parent delivers to his 
offspring. When the Lord of the Eaft laid down his fceptre, 
which he had long and well fupported, he did not leave to his 
fucceffor a verbal injun&ion, a fhort leffon of morality, which 
might foon be forgotten amidft the cares and pleafures of a 
court ; but beftowed with his empire a gift more valuable, the 
art to preferve it. In the leifure of his declining years, he had 
thrown a retrofpedive eye over the fcenes of a long and various 
life, and thence he committed to writing for the perpfetual in- 
ftrudion of his imperial defendants, thofe rules of govern- 
ment and thofe meafures of policy which himfelf had invaria- 
bly followed : and from his Hiftory he collected, without re- 
gard to chronological order, the feveral plans he had formed, 
and their fuccefs. To thefe he added his Omens, which are 
omitted in this publication, becaufe, however confident they 
might have been, when they were written, with the manners 
and religion of the Eaft, and whatever political purpofes they 

might 
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vices from the reader’s eye, and reflected upon his virtues more 
light than they will bear. But thefe harfh opinions can be 
pronounced or credited by thofe only who are unacquainted 
with his writings, and the praife which his enemies have 
given him, that he was a lover of veraciy, who hated, detected, 
and punifhed falfehood, with fincerity, penetration and con- 
ftancy. That he might purfue his great objedts by the light of 
truth, he made ufe of every friend and every foe : and in his 
Inftitutes he does not bluih to acknowledge his errors and mif- 
fortunes, but glories that he has profited by them. Ambition, 
the infirmity of noble minds, was perhaps his only fault. The 
defire of conquefi: is a principle which the liberty of modern 
times has juftly reprobated. ButTiMouR’s conquefts were in. 
a great meafure produced by other caufes by the manners of 
the age and country in which he lived, and by the treachery of 
kings, who whilfi: they envied his greatnefs, profefied them- 
felves his friends. It is needlefs to fpeak of his valour ; for 
who has not heard of his fuccefsful wars, his perfeverance and 
refolution in diftrefs, and his ferene and temperate condudt 
after vidtory ? That he pofiefied the humane and liberal vir- 
tues cannot be doubted, when we read that he forbore to take 
revenge when it could not interfere with his intereft, and that 
he extended the rights of fubjedts and citizens to nations who 
were willing to be fiaves. When he had feen his vaft empire 
rifing, like the infant world, out of anarchy under his vidto- 
rious hands, he difpenfed order through every part of the do- 
minion he had created, and governed it with wifdom, jufiice 
and benevolence. There is therefore lefs reafon to blame his 
ambition, than to admire the amiable moderation by which it 
was reftrained. 
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In the thirty fixth year after the death of Tim our, his 
life was again written, in Arabic, by Ahmed Ibn Arablhah, a 
Syrian. That author poflefied, like the former, a lively and 
defcriptive pen : but what he gains in elegance, he lofes in 
truth and candour ; for in every page of his work may be dis- 
cerned the hatred of a conquered enemy, and thofe national 
prejudices which are di/graceful to an hiftorian. 

Other hiftories of Timour’s life and actions have 
been written, and fome of them are now preferved in Euro- 

pea n cabinets- One of them which has eclipfed the reil, and 

which alone deferves to be the objeCt of our particular notice, 
was written under the conqueror’s infpeCtion, if not by 
his own hand. The fuperior value of this hiftory is at once 
perceived : for it was drawn not only from thofe authentic 
fources to which Ali Yczdi found accefs, but alfo from 
a perfonal recollection of thofe tranfadtions whofe motives 
and objeCts were perhaps known only to himfelf. It has 
not yet found its way into Europe : but I have been in- 
formed by Mr. Dav y, who has read it in the Eaft, that it is 
a minute and faithful narrative of an interefting and eventful 
period. I therefore hope my friend, who will fpare no fearch 
or expence to procure it, will bring it with him when he re- 
turns from his public ftation abroad, and tranflate for the in- 
formation and entertainment of his country, a larger and more 
certain account of Tim'o.ur’s conquefts than we now poftefs. 
To this hiftory, fome who have no other with than to leften 
its eftimation, have objeCfed, that it muft certainly be partial, 
and that its imperial author muft have ftudioully concealed his 
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T HE illuftrious Name of Timour was firft made 
known to Europe by tradition : and his heroic actions 
are ftill celebrated by many who have never feen the hiftory 
written by Ali Yezdi, nor perufed the accounts of D’Herbelot 
and Voltaire. I am therefore happily unencumbered with the 
embarraflments of an author who labours to combat general 
prejudices, or to introduce a new character to the world. 

Th e life of this great conqueror was written, in obedience 
to the command of his grandfon, by Ali Yezdi, a native of 
Perfia. That work, which has been tranflated into French by 
Petis de la Croix (and from his tranflation into Engliih) is 
valuable, not fo much for the flowery phrafes with which it 
abounds, as for the authenticity of its materials : it was col- 
ledted from the journals regularly kept by the Emperor’s 
fecretaries, in which were recorded every event and trans- 
action of his reign.
